WHILE CHRISTMAS is still com- 
fortably around the corner, its magic 
spell is slowly but surely enveloping 
our senses, the while we are pleas- 
antly aware that there are not so 
many more shopping days until 
Christmas. And so, we can savor 
the joys of other years, while we 
prepare for the coming Feast. 


Bookshelves must be’ gone over, 
books dusted, and others weeded out 
to make room for this year’s harvest, 
and the pleasant task has begun, 
making a welcome for the Christmas 
Gift books of this and other years 
without which the holiday would be 
incomplete. 


On the top shelf of my bookcase 
are many of my favorites, among 
which is a small but much loved 
little group of Christmas books num- 
bering just thirty-five, and many of 
these by favorite authors, for whom 
Christmas has never lost its lure or 
become stale. 


I had promised myself that I would 
refrain from visiting with these fa- 
miliar friends . . . but like Lot’s 
wife . . . I looked at the title of 
the book in my hand, Henry Van 
Dyke’s “FIRST CHRISTMAS TREE,” 
and immediately I became not a pil- 
lar of salt, but an immovable human 
being, that for the present no out- 
side interest could penetrate. 


One after another I drew out these 
books, sampling a few, nibbling at 
others, and that evening and for sev- 
eral following, I avidly devoured 
their contents. There are three by 
Henry Van Dyke, “THE FIRST 
CHRISTMAS TREE”, “THE SPIRIT 
OF CHRISTMAS’, and “EVEN UN-

the best tradition, beautiful beyond 
words, leaving in their wake haunt- 
ing memories.

Some years ago, Mr. Bennett com- 
piled his first record catalog—the 
wonderful “Dischi Fonotipia.” Since 
then, other data pertaining to this 
Italian label have some to his atten- 
tion—and here are the fruits of his 
tireless research. 

Supplement to “Dischi Fonotipia” 
is divided in chapters as follows: In- 
dex to Artists and Recordings, Svp- 
plementary List of Artists: Unpub- 
lished Records with Matrix Numbers 
Only, New Titles, New Unpublished 
Titles (Individual arias not known), 
Additions and Corrections to Exist- 
ing Titles, New Matrix Numbers and 
Dating. From the foregoing it may 
readily be seen that this compilation 
is of immeasurable importance and 
without it the main volume “Dischi 
Fonotipia” is not complete. 

While all the material therein is 
useful, the two chapters devoted to 
the unpublished recordings contain 
information of enormous interest. 
Among the items that never saw the 
light of day (except perhaps. in test- 
pressing form) we find Darclée’s leg- 
endary “Tosca,” two excerpts from 
“Don Pasquale,” and “Cavalleria Rus- 
ticana;” Maurel’s “Dormi Pure,” 
“Stella del Nord,” “Rigoletto,” an ex- 
tract from “Falstaff” other than the 
published one and a duet with Bar- 
rientos from “Le Nozze di Figaro;” 
Navarrini’s “Messa da Requiem” 
(Verdi) and “Gli Ugonotti;” Russita- 
no’s “I Medici,” “Sansonee Dalila.” 
“Luisa Miller” and “Don Carlos” (will 
we ever hear this tenor; his G & T’s 
are also reported as unpublished) ; 
and a galaxy of discs by such stars 
of the first magnitude as Borgartti, 
Burzio, Carelli, de Macchi, Escalais, 
Kruszelnicka, Magini-Coletti, Giusep- 
pe Pacini, Storchio, Stracciari, Zena- 
tello, and many others.

1. In the Beginning 


I was born May 16, 1884, on South 
Halsted street in Chicago and was 
christened Charley Hart. When I 
began to sing professionally I took 
my father’s name, Henry, and called 
myself Charles Henry Hart. Later 
I used only the middle initial of H. 
When the Actor’s Equity, Association 
came into being I again wanted to 
call myself Charles Henry Hart, but 
because they had a member named 
Henry Hart I was not permitted to 
use the name of Henry. So I settled 
for Charles Hart, although Charles 
Henry Hart is more euphonious. 

My parents were born in Germany. 
My mother, whose maiden name was 
Elsabe Timm, was born in Schoen- 
feldt, a suburb of Hamburg, Decem- 
ber 8, 1857. My father’s birthplace 
was Bielefeldt. I do not know the 
exact date of his birth, but imagine 
he was about the same age as my 
mother. 


When Mother was 18 she came to 
the United States on a sail ship and 
landed in Baltimore. It took her six 
weeks to cross the Atlantic. Father 
came over with his parents when a 
boy and they settled in Hoboken, New 
Jersey. Mother was 26 when she 
met Father in Chicago, and they 
were married there. 

Father was a civil engineer, and 
talented, but drink ruined what other- 
wise might have been a fine career. 
It also brought poverty and misery 
into our home, and when I was four 
years old he deserted us, leaving a 
note in which he wrote that he was 
of no use to himself or to us and 
that we would be better off without 
him. We never heard from him again, 
and I often wonder what became of 
him. How right Abraham Lincoln 
was when he said: “Liquor has many

defenders but no defense! 


II. An Impoverished Boyhood 


Mother was an excellent cook, and 
she secured a position in a family 
where she could have me with her. 
We now fared better. My father was 
right. We were better off without 
him. When he was with us we often 
went hungry, and Mother made my 
clothes from her old dresses. A suit 
with kilts which I had at the age of 
four she made herself. She must 
have had quite a wardrobe, for she 
never had a new dress after she mar- 
ried. Father’s earnings were all hand- 
ed to bartenders. 

My mother’s first position was 
with a family by the name of Silver- 
man on the south side of Chicago. 
The next was on the north side with 
an evangelist, Merton Smith, and his 
wife and small son. He was very 
zealous for the Lord and preached in 
a mission on Clybourn Avenue which 
was supported by Dwight L. Moody’s 
church. Mother had a great religious 
sense. She went to church every 
Sunday and I to Sunday school. For 
this I have always been grateful, 
for it gave me a knowledge of the 
Bible and an insight into the better 
side of life. 

We next lived with a family named 
Witherow on the corner of North and 
Dearborn Avenues. I was now six 
years old and _ started grammar 
school. It was the Sheldon school 
on the north side of Chicago. When 
I was seven we went to live with a 
family on the corner of Oak street 
and La Salle avenue. There I went 
to the Wendell school. 

I was then seven years old. In 
the summer I went barefoot and sold 
newspapers on the corner of Chicago 
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THE CRESCENT TRIO — Hart, Shaw and James making a recording 





Avenue and Clark Street. When pay- 
ing their street car fare some of the 
passengers took transfers, which they 
didn’t need. I would give them a 
paper for a transfer. Then I sold the 
transfer for three cents. In this way 
a rider saved two cents on a five- 
cent fare. Newspapers, of course, cost 
only one cent. We were business men 
in those days. 

I was nine when we went to live 
with an Adams family in Green Bay, 
Wisconsin, which at that time (1893) 
had a population of about 5,000. This 
was a high spot in my life, for it was 
my introduction to the country and 
the beauties of nature. With fish- 
ing in the Fox river, swimming in 
the bay and going barefoot, it was 
veritably a small boy’s paradise. 


III. An Illinois Newsboy 


After a year and a half Mr. Adams 
failed in business and we went to 
live with a couple by the name of 
McCullough in Evanston, Illinois. 
They were both lawyers. and Cather- 
ine Waugh McCullough was well 
known as an ardent worker for wo- 
man sufferage. They had a young 
son named Hugh. He was then four 
and I, eleven. He is now a prominent 
lawyer with offices in Chicago. We 
lived with the McCullough family for 
about a year and a half and then 
Mother got other work and we rent- 
ed part of a double house. I helped 
by cutting lawns, taking care of 
furnaces and delivering papers before 
school. If Horatio Alger, Jr., had 
known me he could have used me for 
one of his hard-working young 
heroes. Our rent was $20 a month, 
an incredibly small sum, but the dol- 
lar was worth something then. Round 
steak was ten cents a pound. or three 
pounds for a quarter, with free liver 
for the cat and all the ox tails you 
could carry home from the slaughter 
houses. 


town of about 25,000, with a YMCA 
equipped with bowling alleys, a gym 
and swimming pool — and all this 
for dues of five dollars a year. ul 
finally finished grammar school and 
later Evanston Township High 
School. I also sang in the choir of 
St. Mark’s Episcopal Church and in 
time became the tenor soloist. We 
had a wonderful choirmaster, Robert 
Holmes. He taught us to read music 
at sight and for this I have always 
been grateful, for it was valuable 
knowledge when I came to make 
singing my profession. 


IV. An Aspiring Singer and Cowboy 
I had been able to sing from the 
time I was four, but now I became 
really interested and began to study. 
I attended the Chicago Musical Col- 
lege and took dramatic art, fencing 
and singing lessons. My very first 
public performance was the role of 
the smuggler, Dancairo in ‘‘Carmen.” 
This was an amateur production giv- 
en by the Musical College in the 
Auditorium Theatre in 1902. 

In the spring of that year I met a 
dentist in Evanston, who practiced in 
the far West. He would go from 
ranch to ranch and take care of pa- 
tients in a rocking chair. He sug- 
gested I might enjoy working on a 
ranch and gave me a letter of in- 
troduction to a friend who had a 
ranch near Medina, North Dakota. 
The Northwestern Railway gave me 
a pass to Oaks, N. D., the end of their 
line, and from there I took the Nor- 
thern Pacific to Medina, not very far 
from Oaks. 

I stopped with my dentist friend’s 
family for a short time and then 
went to the ranch, where I spent the 
summer. As I had worked one sum- 
mer for Chicago & Northwestern RR. 
they gave me a pass. I received a dol- 
lar a day and meals. When I asked 
where I would sleep they said I could 
take mv choice between the sheep 


Evanston was a lovely university barn and the cattle barn. I tried the 
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sheep’s quarters first, but the ewes 
were lambing, and it was “Baa! 
Baa!” all night long. 

When I couldn’t take any more of 
that I went to the hay loft in the 
cow barn. After a rat fell off one of 
the rafters and hit me on the chest 
I decided to go back to the sheep 
barn and make the best of it. 

I finally learned how to ride and 
stay on in the saddle, rope and brand, 
but it was a tough life and at the end 
of the summer I was quite willing 
to be a tenderfoot again. I’d had 
enough horseback riding to last me 
a lifetime and I have never boarded 
a horse since. There is no romance 
in cow punching. 

I went from there to Jamestown 
and worked for a young man who had 
a shanty alongside the railroad track. 
His father, who was a prominent man 
in Bismarck, came down one day for 
a visit and said he felt I had a good 
enough education to do something for 
him. He took me to Bismarck and 
gave me a job locating the water 
mains of the city and drawing a plan 
of them. I had an office in one of the 
buildings he owned and lived at a 
very nice boarding house. This job 
ended at the end of the summer and 
I went to Mandan, North Dakota, just 
across the river, and got a job on 2 
cattle train which took me back to 
Chicago. Mandan was an interesting 
small city. Near it was Fort Lincoln 
from which Custer and his troops left 
for the fatal battle with the Indians 
at the “Little Big Horn.” 

Next, I went back to Medina and 
stopped at the little hotel there for 
a couple of days. Three meals and 
lodging cost a dollar a day—75 cents 
for three meals and 25 cents for 
sleeping. All the beds were double 
ones and you never knew before re- 
tiring whom you would bunk with. 
There were always two men to a 
bed. They put their pants under the 
pillow so no one could go through 
the pockets during the night. There 
was no light in the rooms and you 
took up a kerosene lamp from a table 
in the hall. 

I worked my way back to Chicago 
on a cattle train and slept in the ca- 
boose. Whenever the train stopped 
I had to take a pole and get the cat- 
tle that had fallen back on their feet. 
This was child’s play compared to 
what I had been through with the 
horses. 

The big city looked wonderful. My 
mother had moved to the south side 
and I enrolled as a student in Ar- 
mour Institute of Technology for a 
four-year course of engineering. I 
ran an elevator at night in an apart- 
ment building to help support myself 
and Mother. 

I find this part of my youthful 
days gracefully referred to in the 
Victor record supplement for August, 
1918. Reviewing the record of “Paul 
Revere (Won’t You Ride for Us 
Again?)” which I sang with the as- 
sistance of the Shannon Four — 
you'll hear more of them later — the 
catalog editor said: 

“Paul Revere’ .. . 
to the great patriot to ride again and 
rouse us once more with war’s alar- 
ums. ... Charles Hart is a good one 


to sing this song, as before his beau- 
tiful voice developed he was a cow- 
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boy out West; like Paul Revere, also, 
he is greatly interested in mechan- 
ics. In fact he returned from the 
West to study electrical engineering 
at the Armour Institute of Technology 
in Chicago. His voice proved so ef- 
fective in entertaining his friends, 
however, that he moved over to the 
Chicago Musical College, and develop- 
ed his powers as a singer. Soon after 
he joined an opera company and an- 
other electrical engineer was definit- 
ely lost to the world 
This flattering write-up was head- 
ed with a picture of me pushing a 
wheelbarrow full of leaves. It had 
a sub-title, “Charles Hart likes to 
mow his own lawn” — a throwback, 
though the editor didn’t know it, to 
the days when I mowed lawns and 
delivered papers to help Mother make 
a living. 
V. On the Stage 


The Chicago Musical College was 
owned and operated by Dr. Ziegfeld 
and his sons, “Willie” and the famous 
“Flo,” later of Ziegfeld Follies fame. 
I used to go down to the college 
occasionally and one day in the 
spring of 1904 “Flo” asked if I would 
like to go on the stage. “The Sultan 
of Sulu,” with Frank Moulan, was

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playing at the Studebaker Theatre, 
and he said they needed an extra 
chorus man. Would I care for the 
job? Of course I would and from 
that day on I was a full-fledged pro- 
fessional. When the show closed I 
got a job at the LaSalle Theatre in 
“The Royal Chef.” I played there 
for several seasons in a number of 
shows. The most outstanding ones 
were “The Isle of Bong Bong,” with 
Al Shean, and “The Time, the Place 
and the Girl,” with Florence Holbrook 
and Cecil Lean. In the latter I had 
a small part and in the next one, 
“Honeymoon Trail,” I did the leading 
juvenile. Now I was on my way and 
out of the chorus at last. 


VI. First Recording Experience 


In spite of rehearsals and the night 
shows I managed to pursue my stu- 
dies at Armour Tech. The theater 
was closed for part of the summer 
and in the summer of 1906 I was 
employed by the Columbia Phono- 
graph Company to demonstrate how 
personal records could be made on 
the old cylinder machine. The Com- 
pany had an office in Chicago and 
H. L. Willson was the manager. I 
ean shut my eyes and see Willson 
now—a man with on oval face, who 
wore glasses and parted his dark 
hair in the middle. On November 20, 
1906, he was transferred from Chi- 
cago to Columbia’s New York head- 
quarters and afterwards became the 
Company’s general manager. 

Willson said I had a perfect re- 
eording voice and predicted I would 
be making records for Columbia and 
other companies. Some ten years later 
he proved to be right. 

After the La Salle Theater en- 
gagement I went on the road with 
the Joseph Sheehan English Grand 
Opera Company, to sing the tenor 
roles in “Faust,” “Il Trovatore,” 
“Martha,” “Carmen,” “The Bohemian 
Girl” and “The Mikado.” We played 
the whole summer in Winnipeg, Can- 
ada. When the opera company closed 
I went to New York to join a vaude- 
ville act, which failed. And so, I was 
stranded in the big city. I borrowed 
the train fare home from Clarence 
Dickenson, organist of the Brick 
Presbyterian Church on Fifth Ave 
nue. I had known Clarence in Chica- 
go, and he was most kind and gra- 
cious. The fare was only $16—but 
that is a lot of money when you 
haven’t got it. 


VII. “Charlie Ryan,” 
Slide Singer 

Back in Chicago, I got a job sing: 
ing illustrated songs in a Madison 
Street nickelodeon, The Aleazar. For 
those who may not be familiar with 
this long gone sort of entertainment, 
let me say the singer was in the 
dark at the side of the stage with a 
small light on his music. On the 
screen were shown slides illustrating 
the song lyrics. These were flashed 
onto the screen by the operator in 
the front booth who ran the moving 
pictures. I was paid $25 a week at 
first, then $35. I took the name of 
Charlie Ryan and became known as 


The Song 
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“The Irish Tenor.” It took me years 
to live that down, and for a long 
time afterward I was still known to 
some people as Charlie Ryan. My ad- 
vice to artists is to stick to one name. 
If one sings respectable songs there 
is nothing to be ashamed of. 

But—to look forward several years 
to my recording career—in the be- 
ginning the better known singers did 
not want to use their names on rec- 
ords. It was Enrico Caruso who re- 
moved the “curse.” If he could use 
his right name, anybody could. 

Popular recording artists, like my- 
self, however, did use assumed names 
in singing for the smaller companies, 
as the larger ones didn’t like for us 
to use the names under which we 
made records for them. At one time 
I had yearly guarantees from six 
companies for $3,000 each. This 
agreement was made to keep me from 
signing exclusively with one compa- 
ny. As I remember them, they were 
Victor, Edison, Aeolian Vocalion, Co- 
lumbia, OkeH and His Master’s Voice 
of Canada. But I also sang for a 
good many others, including Pathé, 
Emerson, Gennett. Brunswick, Para- 
mount and Grey Gull. 

While singing the illustrated songs, 
I also for a time, sang with a mixed 
quartet from 11 p.m. to midnight in 
the old “Boston Oyster House” be- 
neath Hotel Morrison. For this I re- 
ceived $25 a week. So with the $35 I 
finally received from the picture show 
I was making $60 a week. 

When I had paid all my debts and 
saved a little, I went back to New 
York and was engaged to sing the 
tenor role in “The Spring Maid,” with 
Christie MacDonald and Tom Mc- 
Naughton, husband of the famous 
English comedienne, Alice Lloyd. We 
played the season of 1912-13 at the 
New Amsterdam Theater in New 
York and toured after we closed 
there. That was three or four years 
before I began making records. 

I again returned to Chicago, got a 
church job and sang small oratorio 
dates. With money I had saved I had 
already set my mother up in a small 
business so that she could manage 
without me. Now I could give my 
ambition free rein. I had become in- 
terested in Free Masonry, so I took 
the first three degrees and became a 
Master Mason. The next four degrees 
made me a Royal Arch Mason. Then 
followed the Commandery, Knight 
Templar and Shrine. I was now a 
member of St. Cecilia Lodge, St. Ce- 
cilia Chapter, Chicago Council No. 4, 
St. Cecilia Commandery, and Medina 
Temple Shrine. Later I joined. the 
New York Consistory and became a 
32nd Degree Mason. Now I _ had 
everything except the 33rd, which is 
purely honorary. I was quite a joiner 
in those days. But I have never had 
reason to regret it for in the various 
bodies I made many wonderful 


friends. 
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VIII. Professional Recording Artist 


In 1915 I returned to New York 
and, remembering what Mr. Willson 
had told me in Chicago about my 
having a good recording voice I 
made a test record some months later 
for a small, short-lived company 
called the Perma. Fred Hager was 
the manager. Shortly afterward, I 
was engaged to do some recording 
and my very first record was “Little 
Grey Home in the West.” 

About this time a bass singer, the 
late James Stanley got up a male 
quartet to make records. I was the 
first tenor, De Los Becker, second 
tenor, William Simmons, baritone, 
and Stanley the bass. I can’t remem- 
ber what companies we recorded for, 
but I think one was Pathé. 

In 1917 Victor wanted a new male 
quartet and Wilfred Glenn was asked 
to form one. This was called the Shan- 
non Four. I was the first tenor, Har- 
vey Hindermyer, second tenor, Elliott 
Shaw, baritone, and Wilfred Glenn, 
bass. Hindermyer stayed with the 
quartet less than a year and was re- 
placed by Lewis James. Harvey died 
in the fall of 1957, but the rest of 
us who were associated with the quar- 
tet 40 years ago are still around. Bill 
Glenn has retired to a farm vear 
Charlottesville, Va.;  El'iott Shaw 
lives at Sharon, Conn., and Lewis 
James is a program director for WGN 
in Chicago. On occasion, when three 
voices seemed better suited to a song 
than four, Hart, Shaw and James 
made records as the Crescent Trio. 

In 1928, Cesare Sodero, who was 
musical director of the Edison Com- 
pany. arranged an audition fcr me 
with Mr. Polloco of the Chicago Civic 
Grand Opera Company. I was en- 
gaged to sing tenor roles and made 
my debut in December of that year 
in “Koenigskinder,” by Humperdinck. 
In the cast were Claire Dux and Alex- 
ander Kipnis. That year I left the 
Shannon Four or Shannon Quartet, 
as it was now ealled. Franklyn Baur 
took my place as first tenor and was 
followed by James Melton. Baur was 
instrumental in getting the boys to 
do jazz numbers and the name was 
changed in 1925 to the Revelers. For 
a considerable length of time Ed 
Smalle made our arrangements, and 
later Frank Black took over as ar- 
ranger and accompanist. Frank Ban- 
ta accompanied the boys on a trip to 
Europe in 1928. 

When I started recording for Per- 
ma I was tenor soloist in the First 
Methodist Church of Mount Vernon. 
I also sang in a Synagogue on Wash- 
ington Heights, besides singing in a 
picture house on Eighth Avenue for 
$25 a week. So I was doing pretty 
well. Being a member of the new Vic- 
tor male quartet, I had an opportu- 
nity to make a test record and they 
engaged me to record regularly. The 
first song that I recorded for Victor 
was “It’s Time for Every Boy to be 
a Soldier.” 

I must not omit mention of a male 
quartet which the Edison company

organized in 1920 to record jazz and 
comedy numbers and which stayed 
together until about the time I left 
the Shannon Four. I was first tenor, 
Billy Jones, second tenor, Steve Por- 
ter, the baritone, and Harry Don- 
aghy, bass. Steve Porter was joking- 
ly called the “silent baritone.” He 
would cup his right ear in his right 
hand and almost rest his chin on the 
horn. We had long horns in those 
days in place of the microphone and 
electrical] recording had not yet been 
thought of. Porter’s voice must have 
blended in, for the records had a good 
vocal balance. But I don’t believe that 
anyone actually ever heard Porter’s 
voice. He had invented an earphone 
for the hard of hearing (it was sug- 
gested by his mother-in-law’s being 
deaf) and it was called the Porto- 
phone. He did quite a business, but 
no one could have heard Steve’s voice 
even with one of his Porto-phones! 

Of course, in a male quartet, the 
baritone, being an inner voice, is un- 
important. The same thing is true as 
in a mixed quartet—the contralto is 
the least important voice, but it must 
be there for the tonal blend. In a reg- 
ular standard male quartet the first 
tenor and bass are the important 
voices, for the first tenor carries the 
melody and the bass is the fovnda- 
tion. It is like figured bass in har- 
monic progression. In popular music 
it is different, for the second tenor 
usually carries the melody and the 
first tenor tops it. ‘- 


IX. The Lambs—Early Radio Days 

Again looking back to my early re- 
cording days, I had a most interesting 
experience in 1918. There was a Lib- 
erty Loan rally, sponsored by the Vic- 
tor Company, in Carnegie Hall. Caru- 
so and Farrar both sang. As I was 
doing a lot of Victor recording, they 
asked me to appear on the program. 
That night I met Caruso and had a 
short talk with him. It was a gen- 
uine thrill. 

In 1920 I joined The Lambs, a 
theatrical club, and there I met an 
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old man named Ferguson. He had 
been call boy at Ford’s Theater in 
Washington the night Lincoln was 
shot, and he told me all about it. 


The famous composer, Victor Her- 
bert, and the noted prize fighter, Jim 
Corbett, were both Lambs and good 
friends of mine. I had lunch at the 
club with Victor the day he died. He 
left me, went home, had a heart at- 
tack and passed away. He was an 
Irishman educated in Germany and 
spoke with a German accent. Can you 
imagine that? 

Jim Corbett loved to tell me all 
about his fights. He said that when 
he trained for his fight with John L. 
Sullivan he worked in the gym for 
one year. The first day he put in 10 
minutes and at the end he was doing 
five hours. Jim was in fine share at 
60. He said that when Jim Jeffries 
fought Jack Johnson he was in Jef- 
fries’ corner. It looked bad for Jef- 
fries from the start and in one round 
he yelled to Johnson: Don’t you dare 
knock him out, Jack!” He said Jack 
leaned over Jeffries’ shoulder and 
with a broad grin displaying a lot 
of gold crowned teeth said: “How 
long shall Ah let him stay, Mistah 
Corbett?” 


The fight with Jeffries took place 
on a July 4th, when I was singing 
the illustrated songs. A saloon stood 
next to the little picture house, and 
between songs I went into the saloon 
to look at the ticker tape and see 
how the fight was progressing. In 
those days a man would come down 
with 20 cents, looking for a job. He’d 
allot 10 cents for carfare, five cents 
for the movie show and five cents for 
a glass of beer with all the roast 
beef, baked ham and rye bread he 
could eat. One day a man brought 
along an alarm clock, set it and put 
it under his seat in the show, so as 
not to be late for a job. It went off 
in the middle of my song. Ah, those 
were the days! 


Now here’s something that stag- 
gered me. Just before the New York 
Hippodrome was torn down, I sang 
in a performance of “Aida.” As I 
passed the front of the house I saw 
an announcement that Jack Johnson 
would appear in the opera. I couldn’t 
believe my eyes. Jack Johnson in a 
grand opera! Well, at the end of the 
second act, where the Ethiopian cap- 
tives carried me seated on a throne, 
there was Jack Johnson as one of 
the slaves helping to lug me on stage! 
I spoke to Jack afterwards and he 
remembered Corbett yelling at him 
not to knock Jeffries out. 


The first radio program ever broad- 
cast in the metropolitan New York 
area went on the air in 1921 from a 
WJZ studio in a factory in Newark, 
(New Jersey. Those who took part 
were myself, Elliott Shaw, Lewis 
James, Wilfred Glenn and “The Hap- 
piness Boys,” Billy Jones and Ernie 
Hare. Tom Cowan was the announcer, 
and he is stil] announcing for WNYC 
in New York City. There is a picture 
of the group in one of the studios at 
NBC, New York.

My very first introduction to radio 
was in the home of Herbert Berliner 
in Montreal. From time to time I 
used to go to Montreal to record for 
him. He had the His Master’s Voice 
of Canada company. Herbert had 
rigged up a “sender” in the record- 
ing studio down town and a receiv- 
ing set in his home. After dinner he 
said: “Now I’m going to give you a 
surprise. I shall have records played 
in the studio and we shall hear them 
in this room.” It was fascinating. We 
all remarked how wonderful it was 
for the sound to come through the air 
and through the brick walls of the 
house. 


X. Abroad And At Home 

In the summer of 1924 I sang tenor 
roles in “The Prince of Pilsen,” “The 
Lilae Domino,” “The Fortune Teller” 
and “Naughty Marietta,” with the 
St. Louis Municipal] Opera Company. 

In 1925 I went to Berlin, Germany, 
for radio broadcasting and to make 
records in German for the Electrola 
company (the Victor of Germany). 
Returning to New York, I resumed 
recording and was engaged by the 
Shuberts to play and sing the part 
of Dr. Engel with the original com- 
pany of “The Student Prince.” In 
1927 the Opera Comique of Paris 
came to New York for a short sea- 
son, and I sang the tenor role in “Gi- 
rofle, Girofla’” with them at the Jol- 
son Theater, which is now called the 
Century. The beautiful old Century 
Theater was on Central Park, West, 
but it was torn down to make way 
for an apartment building. More prof- 
itable, I suppose. 

George Gershwin had composed a 
grand opera called “135th Street.” 
I was engaged to sing the part of 
Joe, the gambler. Paul Whiteman and 
his orchestra provided the musical 
accompaniment. We gave two well re- 
ceived performances in Carnegie Hall. 
It was rather a unique kind of grand 


opera.

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THE GLOSKS 
Of The 
BLACK FOREST

PART II 


In the clocks of the Black Forest 
automaton figures are rarely found 
of early date. It was not until the 
end of the 18th Century and later 
that they were featured. Some of 
these automatons worked in connec- 
tion with the pendulum; among these 
are the eyes that moved in a carved 
and painted head. Most of the auto- 
matons, like the cuckoo, were opera- 
ted in connection with the striking 
train. Among the popular types were 
animal groups, such as two goats 
butting each other, and human fi- 
gures, including men striking bells or 
a man pole-axing a cow. Perhaps 
the most curious was the Enthaup- 
tungsuhr (the beheading clock) 
which was produced in a variety of 
forms, such as a man with a sword 
hacking off the head of a kneeling 
man. It required from one to twelve 
strokes to behead the kneeling man, 
according to the hour indicated on 

dial. A woman grasped the 
kneeling man’s head and removed it 
at the last stroke of the hour. At 
the warning for the next hour, the 
woman replaced the head in prepara- 
tion for the next beheading. The group 
was probably a representation of 
Salome and Saint John the Baptist.

The clock is mahogany, . 
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A later representation was the Kno- 
delfresser (the Knodel eater). The 
eater is seated and takes a Knodel 
from a plate on his knee and puts it 
into his mouth. From there it issues 
from a concealed opening in his stom- 
ach and is restored to the plate for 
the next hour’s strike. 

The cuckoo is said to have been 
first introduced by Franz Anton 
Ketterer in about 1730. Ketterer was 
already quite well known in the re- 
gion for his improvements in clock- 
making. It was he who introduced 
the use of more decorative and sturdy 
woods for clockmaking. There is 
relatively little data available about 
his life but it is known that he was 
born in the Black Forest in about 
1676. Local tradition relates that 
Ketterer received his inspiration for 
the construction of his first cuckoo 
clock from the local church organ. 
It is even more probable that his in- 
spiration came from the tower clock 
in the church of Villihen. This time- 
piece was constructed by Klaus 
Hutsch in 1401 and included auto- 
mata and musical work. Whatever 
the inspiration, the earliest cuckoo 
clock in existence is believed to date 
from about 1740 and is attributed to 
Ketterer. It is preserved in the Fur- 
twangen Museum. All wheels are 
made of wood except for the escape 
wheel and the fly, which are of 
brass. It is fitted with the custom- 
ary long pendulum, and iron weight 
suspended on a cord and the clock 
strikes on a metal bell on the hour 
only. A small door above the chap- 
ter ring on the painted dial plate 
opens to permit a carved wooden 
cuckoo to come forth, and bow. 

Among other pioneers of the Black 
Forest clockmaking industry were the 
Wehrle brothers of St. Maergen, and 
of Neukirch. They specialized parti- 
cularly in musical clocks. 

Johann Wehrle of Neukirch was 
probably the maker of the first Black 
Forest musical clock and he is be- 
lieved to have worked from about 
1760. He spent many years develop- 
ing pinning of barrels for musical 
chimes, incorporating local dances 
and airs. His clocks were construct- 
ed almost entirely of wood, including 
the barrel which played a waltz on 
as many as six glass bells. One of 
his clocks included the figure of a 
monk mounted in front of the dial 
who pulled the cord of a church bell, 
thus activating a hammer which 
struck the clock bell every hour. It 
is said that his concentration on the 
development of the pinned barrel 
eventually drove him insane. 

The glass bells were eventually re- 
placed with bronze bells strung on a 
rod. Christian Wehrle, Johann’s son, 
developed many musical effects with 
piano wire, musical triangles, pipes 
and other devices. He worked with 
the choirmaster of the village church 
at St. Maergen to produce many of 
his works. 

Several decades later, in about 
1780, another maker, named Andreas 
Diiger, made notable contributions to 
the clocks of the Schwarzwald re- 
gion. He built a weight-driven or- 
gan clock which incorporated twenty 
pipes, for his home town of Guten- 
This clock, and other similar 
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19th century carved wood clock of 
the Black Forest, from the collection of 
Dr. William Barclay Stephens. 





pieces which he produced, were call- 
ed Flotenuhren. The organ clock 
served a dual purpose, for in addition 
to indicating and striking the time, 
it was used also to train canaries 
to sing and whistle traditional airs. 
The training of canaries was a local 
specialty which continued into the 
late 19th century. 

Clock music was taken very seri- 
ously by local organists and choir- 
masters and they composed suitable 
melodies for the clockmakers. Per- 
haps the most important figure in 
the musical phase of the Black Forest 
clock was Martin Blessing who was 
born in Furtwangen and died in 
1847. He developed organ clocks 
having as many as 164 pipes and 
eventually devoted himself exclus- 
ively to the construction of chu 
organs. By the same token, the mak- 
ing of timekeepers began to take 
second place and the Black Forest 
became the principal center for the 
production of barrel organs. 

Another type of Black Forest 
clock which is perhaps a little less 
known has calendar and astronom- 
ical indications, which first made 
their appearance in about 1750. Near 
the end of the 18th century, this 
form became much more elaborate, 
with several separate dials on a large 
dial plate, all of them painted in 
attractive peasant motifs. 

The anchor escapement which was 
used in Black Forest clocks had a 
special form and made its appearance 
at the same time as the seconds 
pendulum. It consisted of a strip of 
steel with the ends bent to form the 
impulse faces. It continued in use 
until the last several decades of the 
19th century. The escape wheel 
employed with it was of a fairly 
ordinary form made of brass, inas- 
much as the earlier pinned wooden 
wheel was not suited to the anchor. 
At first these brass wheels were im- 
ported from Nuremberg. 

In 1787 Leopold Hofmayer of 
Neustadt established a factory for 
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the manufacture of brass clock 
wheels. The earlier clocks with brass 
escape wheels retained the wooden 
arbors and the replacement of the 
other wheels in the clockwork with 
brass wheels, as well as the em- 
ployment of steel for the arbors, 
came about very slowly. Pinions 
were entirely of wood at first but 
gradually iron lantern pinions re- 
placed them throughout the Schwarz- 
wald. These lantern pinions consisted 
of two wooden chucks with circles 
of holes to take wires of steel. 
Pinions entirely of steel did not come 
into use until the 19th century. 

The next great impetus to the 
Black Forest clock industry came 
from Thaddeus Rinderle (1748-1824) 
near the end of the 18th century. 
A member of the Benedictine order, 
he became interested in devising 
tools for the clockmaking trade, 
which helped to modernize the in- 
dustry considerably. Rinderle pro- 
duced an astronomical clock, which 
is now in the Furtwangen Museum, 
which displayed the phenomenon of 
astronomy and geography in the 
simplest forms. 

There are certain types of Black 
Forest clocks which were given spec- 
ial names derived from the original 
makers of the types, and often from 
the forms of the clock. Among these 
are the clocks of J. Dilzer of Neu- 
stadt, which were standardized in a 
framework 12x10 cm. Dilzer worked 
in a building called the Schottenhof. 
Inevitably he became known as the 
Schotten maker and his clocks were 
known as Schottenuhren. Somewhat 
later another type came into being, 
known as the “Jockele” clocks. In 
about 1780 Jakob Herbstrieth in 
Hinterzarten introduced a_ small 
clock about 8x6 cm. and 3 cm. deep. 
These were nicknamed for the mak- 
er’s first name “Jacob”~> “Jockele” 
being a diminutive form in_ that 
region. The same type of clock was 
later produced by Georg Pfaff in 
St. Georgen, and an even smaller 
version was produced by Josef Sorg 
of Neustadt in about 1800; these 
latter were known as_ Sorguhren. 
They had an enamel dial about the 
size of a watch face, 3.2 cm. in di- 
ameter, in a frame of sheet metal, 
narrow around the dial but extend- 
ing upward to make the clock about 
6 cm. overall. The original ones bore 
the initials “J.S.” enclosed in a circle.

For the idea behind our column 
this month, we are indebted to a west 
coast reader, Mrs. C. A. Rough. Mrs. 
Rough has from time to time ad- 
vanced the thought that for all who 
enjoy collecting bells there can be 
an additional vicarious pleasure just 
in hearing bells played or seeing bell 
pictures .. . bells which may never 
actually be seen but are nevertheless 
mentally possessed. 


Those, for example, who have not 
heard a carillon can thrill to the stir- 
ring recordings made in some of the 
world’s great carillon towers. Charles 
T. Chapman, carilloneur at Virginia’s 
Luray Singing Tower has a hi-fidel- 
ity recording of sixteen selections 
from the bells in his famed carillon. 
Selections range from familiar 
Christmas carols to French folk 
songs. The beautifully toned bells 
of the Washington Memorial Carillon 
at Valley Forge may also be heard 
on a recording. 


For those who prefer to hear Eng- 
lish handbell ringing, there is an ex- 
cellent recording by the cathedral 
bellringers of the Episcopal Cathedral 
of St. Philip in Atlanta, Ga. The 
talented young people performing 
on this recording of twenty-seven 
numbers are nationally famous and 
work with one of America’s largest 
sets of handbells. 


In the realm of classical music 
there are a number of piano composi- 
tions inspired by the sound of bells. 
Bach’s pastoral Sheep May Safely 
Graze is a delightful musical inter- 
pretation of sheep bells heard over a 
distant meadow. In La Cathedrale 
Englante, with its unique harmonies, 
Claude Debussy has given an unfor- 
gettable interpretation of sunken 
bells echoing from the sea. 


For more stirring selections there 
are Camille Saint-Saens’ La Cloche 
and the last movement of Tchaikow- 
ski’s 1812 Overture. It was the im- 
pressive sounds of the great bells of 
Moscow which were uppermost in 
Tchaikowski’s mind when he com- 
posed this magnificent finale. 


Not all musical compositions hav- 
ing bell intonations were created with 
this theme in mind, however. Innum- 
erable stories associate Rachmanin- 
off’s Prelude in C Sharp with bells. 
Some say that Rachmaninoff himself 
first named his piece Bell Prelude 
because its bell-like chords were in- 
spired by the Kremlin bells. Yet 
according to his biographer, Seroff, 
nothing of the kind was in the com- 
poser’s mind. As Rachmaninoff re- 
peatedly stated, this composition had 
ne theme whatsoever as its back- 
ground. 

The realm of art, too, shows a 


variety of bell themes. Among Am- 
erican masters we have The Liberty 
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Bell’s First Note by J. L. G. Ferris, 
whose paintings of incidents in early 
American history are world famous. 
Based on a true incident, this canvas 
depicts the testing of our recast Li- 
berty Bell in the foundry of Pass and 
Stow in Philadelphia. While John 
Pass, Isaac Norris and Benjamin 
Franklin watch, a young woman, a 
relative of Isaac Norris, is about to 
sound the bell with a hammer. 

An equally well-known painting is 
Christmas Bells by the American ar- 
tist, Edwin H. Balshfield. Here the 
artist’s great desire was to relay to 
the world the joyous message of the 
birth of Jesus as no hymn, verse or 
story had ever done before. Who or 
what could tell the glad tidings more 
eloquently than a silver-tongued bell? 
The artist studied the bells in Giot- 
to’s tower in Italy and in the French 
church of St. Nicholas. Winning in- 
stant acclaim upon its completion, 
the original canvas of Christmas 
Bells is twelve by sixteen feet. 

Still another famous study of bells 
on canvas is The Lookout - All’s Well 
by Winslow Homer, America’s most 
skilful marine painter. Homer work- 
ed on this shipboard scene entirely 
at night to create the effect of moon- 
light. Perhaps this explains the 
effective highlights showing on the 
large bronze ship’s bell in an ornate 
hanger. Homer also has to his credit 
a wood engraving called The Morning 
Bell, now in the Smith College Mu- 
seum of Art. The engraving shows 
workers traversing a plank bridge to 
a factory where a large bell atop 
the roof is being rung. 

In the Wiggin collection of the 
Boston Public Library is another 
marine bell study by the American 
artist Stow Wengenroth. It is a 
closely detailed lithograph of a fog 
bell, with the lighthouse tower in the 
background and an ovér-all sugges- 
tion of fog in the air. 


Unusual, interesting bells similar to illustrations. 


Among the European masters a 
universally admired masterpiece is 
Millet’s The Angelus representing 
two peasants in an attitude of prayer 
as the day fades. In the distance is 
a church spire from which sound the 
angelus bell. Writing to his friend 
Sensier of the devout sincerity so ap- 
parent in his lifelike figures, Millet 
himself said, “I wish that they should 
hear the bells peal, and this is the 
secret of the pose.” 

From other European masters 
come a number of portraits showing 
royal figures, especially children, 
wearing little bells as a part of their 
dress. A family group by Marten de 
Vos, noted Antwerp painter of the 
16th century, shows an elaborate bell 
object fastened by a chain to the 
costume of a child. Little bells are 
suspended all around the outside of 
the apparently ornate brass rattle 
tipped with a tiny fur tail. 

A less elaborate but nevertheless 
clearly detailed bell piece may be 
seen in a 17th century portrait of 
Lady Abigail Sherard and her small 
son, later Lord Leitrim. The little 
boy wears his cluster of bells, fur 
tipped also, on a wide red satin band 
around his neck. 

Last, but especially worthy of men- 
tion at this season, is the depicting 
of a bell in the magnificent nativity 
painting by the Flemish artist Hugo 
van der Goes. Called Adoration with 
Shepherds, the scene was executed 
for Tommaso Portinari, a Florentine 
banker serving in Flanders as agent 
for the great House of Medici. At 
either side of the nativity scene pro- 
per are panels of the Portinari family 
members and their patron saints ap- 
proaching the Holy Family. At the 
far left the family patriarch himself 
holds in one hand a smooth bronze 
bell which he appears to be ringing 
as he nears the manger,

and saw that the children ate, dress- 
ed the Christmas baby warmly, and 
fed and tidied and made comfortable 
the little mother, like so many happy 
Christmas fairies. : 

I next drew a Christmas Book by 
Daphne DuMaurier, titled “HAPPY 
CHRISTMAS.” It is a complete re- 
versal of the kind and happy family 
found in Orchard House. It is a skill- 
ful story of the LAWRENCE family, 
a completely selfish father, mother, 
and two children, who fall woefully 
short of the Christmas spirit and 
kindliness of the Season, and who 
are unaware that they might have 
entertained a Christmas Christ Child. 
Worth reading and pondering ... 
and doing. 

Another story by Kate Douglass 
Wiggins (Riggs) . .. “THE BIRD’S 
CHRISTMAS CAROL”... This is 
a delightful story of selflessness and 
its reward. It was an early effort 
on Kate’s part for the benefit of her 
Kindergarten Association, where 
funds were sadly needed. The printer 
of this book saw to it that the copy- 
right was preserved for Kate, saying 
that if she donated the funds to the 
organization she should at least have 
the copyright. This was in 1886. It 
was later published by Houghton Mif- 
flin, in 1889. and is still a great 
favorite. Perhaps it formed a turn- 
ing point in her life, for througn 
this little work Kate learned that 
she could put to good use her new- 
found talent, which she did with the 
greatest success, for it never desert- 
ed her. , . 

There are many others included in 
mv own small collection. as “HAIL 
THE KING” by Theodore Graebner. 
Stories collected from many sources 
by Theodore Graebner. Concordia 
Seminary, St. Louis. Hard to find but 
worth the search. 

Last but not least on my list of 
Christmas books, and also my pride 
and joy is “CHRISTMAS WITH THE 
POETS” with fifty tinted illustra- 
tions by the famous Burket Foster. . 
Henry Vizetelly, Printer and Engrav- 
er. This is a collection of songs, 
carols, and descriptive verse relating 
to the festival of Christmas... 
from the Anglo Norman to the pres- 
ent .. . MDCCCLI. 

I had hoped to give a little descrip- 
tive material from each of these 
books I have so thoroughly enjoyed, 
but in nearly every instance they 
carry the line, “Copyright, all rights 
reserved.” Instead I have made little 
comments on the Christmas Fare wi- 
If the titles have intrigued 
you, you will find many of these at 
your Public Library, for in my little 
collection are stories from Alaska to 
Germany. When I began the article 
I asked for a reaction from a mem- 
ber of the family. The response was, 
“IT can’t wait to read every one of 
these books,” which is the reaction I 
trust you will all enjoy, and here’s 
a wish that you will find a few of 
this year’s vintage of Christmas Lore 
under your Christmas Tree, and also 
here’s for happy Christmas and New 
Year’s traveling via your arm chair 
conveyance and your Magic Carpet.

When seeking permission to re- 
port here about an unusual and beau- 
tiful jewelry collection, the owner 
graciously consented, but not without 
a merry twinkle in her china blue 
eyes as she added, “Yes, but be sure 
to tell all—right from the beginning, 
even how frosty this collector was 
at first!” 

Immediate agreement followed as 
the collection offers appealing, worth- 
while ideas that could be helpful 
guide posts to those exploring the 
jewelry field for a definite or special 
theme on which to build a collection. 
Likewise, a new collector, while en- 
joying the hunt and chase, would 
find the jeweled quarry available and 
within the average hobby budget at 
attractive prices that add the incen- 
tive of a good investment. 

So, beginning at the beginning, this 
collection was “discovered” because 
occasionally it is a challenge to try 
and prove the newest theory advo- 
eated for achieving greater success 
in human relationships. 

And, the particular theory that in- 
spired the challenge was born of col- 
lecting. For, today’s widespread pop- 
ularity of collecting has prompted a 
hearty nod of approvai from profes- 
sional experts on social etiquette and 
human relations. This, it seems, stems 
from a realization that collecting pro- 
vides another verdant avenue leading 
to the revival of the so-called “lost 
art” of conversation, which the ex- 
perts consider an important funda- 
mental of sociability, good fellowship 
and fun.

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This individual approach, the ex- 
perts agree, generally is a success. 
For, if the person hasn’t yet become 
“infected” with the collecting fever, 
he or she, usually knows some ardent 
collector and begins describing that 
particular collection or the collector’s 
experiences. Thus, this common bona 
of interest starts words rolling as 
rapidly as Niagara flows, and fre- 
quently, there’s the splash of light 
lapghter, indicating an informality 
bordering on camaraderie.

This cryptic reply was another 
challenge and was the beginning of 
a gradual barrage of questions to an- 
swers that became longer and more 
enlightening, until finally, “Mrs. Fros- 
ty” exclaimed, “You’re really inter- 
ested in my Lucky Jewelry Collec- 
tion, so come and see it next week.” 
And, seeing it emphasized how in- 
teresting such a collection may be,

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and how far afield one may “travel” 
while seated in the fireside armchair. 

This collection, although begun less 
than ten years ago, 1s outstanding 
for its wide variety of good luck 
symbols, both domestic and foreign. 
Besides the age old horseshoe, Roman 
swastika, four-leaf clover and wish- 
bone, there are several motifs that 
today are strangers, but once were 
exceedingly popular for their mag- 
netic-like luck attracting qualities 
when worn as jewelry, during the 
good luck craze of the elegant 
eighties. 

Foremost among these was the 
Philopoena, a jeweled replica of the 
Oriental almond with double kernels 
which was believed to attract good 
luck when worn as a charm. French 
jewelers introduced these as pendants 
suspended from gold link necklaces, 
and as the dangle from go!'d brace- 
lets, slender but sturdy and specially 
designed as harbingers of good luck 
with the name, Porte-Bonheur. 

The collection contains three of 
these bracelets, all originally pur- 
chased in Paris and brought to this 
country as souvenir gifts; one was 
given to the owner’s grandmother and 
the others were found in antique 
shops. In all, the almond is made of 
chased, dull gold but the kernels, 
which show at the sides, as if the 
nut had been cracked lightly are dif- 
ferent; one bracelet has kernels of 
garnets, the second has kernels made 
of carbuncles and heavy, rich red 
enamel forms the third set of kernels. 

Almost as unique as the Philopoona 
was another French motif of which 
there are several in the collection in 
vo'd and silver. These are the Tre- 
foil, a three leaf clover, the trio 
representing hope, faith and _ love, 
which the French so sincerely be- 
lieved were all that was necessary to 
happiness and good luck that this 
nation refused to folluw the others 
in recognizing a four-leaf clover as 
a lucky talisman, the tourth, accord- 
ing to legend and folklore, having 
been added to the Trefoil by God for 
good luck. The Trefoil bro~ches and 
earrings are exceptionally dainty and 
pretty with fine chasing. 

Brooches and bracelets with lucky 
mottoes give zest and interest to this 
collection. Outstanding perhaps, is a 
wide band of sterling silver, forming 
a hand-cuff type of bracelet, but with 
no chasing or decoration because the 
entire surface is used for the en-

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graving of the following verse, and 
in a quaint Victorian script: 


Good Luck is the gayest 
of all gay girls 
Long in one place 
she will not stay, 
Back from your brow 
she strikes the curls, 
Kisses you quick and flies away. 


The author of these lilting lines 
was none other than the eminent 
American statesman and author, John 
Hay, who was secretary of State un- 
der two presidents. When Hay was 
busy collaborating with John G. Nico- 
lay on the biography of their former 
chief, the monumental work, Abra- 
ham Lincoln, Hay stopped long 
enough to pen this verse when asked 
to give his ideas on the good luck fad 
of the eighties. 

Other bracelets as weil as pins are 
engraved or carved with foreign 
words meaning luck such as_ the 
French: bonne chance, and the Ger- 
man: gluck. The lucky hand of Fat- 
ma, in heavy pierced gold work, hangs 
from a sturdy gold chain; during 
World War II the collector’s nephew 
found it in the watertront shop of 
an African seaport, and he carried 
it in his pocket throughout the War 
and felt it played no smal] part in 
seeing him safely through some haz- 
ardous missions. 

While Paris began and continued 
the lucky jewelry fad, other countries 
originated their own styles, and the 
most eye-catching items in the col- 
lection are variations of an American 
motif that became a sensation on both 
sides of the Atlantic. 

New York soon followed Paris in 
introducing original, new lucky jew- 
elry. Wings whirred and the pompous 
screech owl flapped on to the Amer- 
ican fashion front. He invaded jewel- 
ry merchandise, swiftly routing the 
robin, dove and peacock, so soon, they 
were as out of date as last year’s 
newspaper. In fact. from his perch 
on the Union’s seal of State, the na- 
tiona] eagle cast a wary eve at the 
once solemn old sentinel of the night, 
who suddenly had become as lively 
and frivolous as a popinjay. 

This was the result of a strange 
adventure from which the owl had 
but lately returned. And, the adven- 
ture, having entranced the English 
speaking world, had turned the news 
spotlight on the owl. 

For during that era, Edward Lear, 
the English artist and, humorist, in 
his delightful original ncnsense verse, 
had the owl escort a pussycat “to sea 
in a beautiful pea-green boat.” This 
catching publie fancy, inspired alert, 
imaginative American jewelry de- 
signers to celebrate the owl’s “re- 
turn” by presenting him as beauti- 
fully green as the boat by having him 
carved in rich green jade and “fired” 
in glistening green enamel. 

The popularity of this innovation 
led to brigades of owls never before 
seen in forest and field, being of 
white jade, rose quartz, turquoise, 
cloudy amber, jet, coral and mother 
of pearl. Mounted on sprigs and 
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The “Screech” owl was the popular motif of original American good luck jewelry 


in the 80's. 


The bracelet illustrated here was shown in the Young Ladies’ Journal of January 
1, 1883. The bands were of silver and the owl’s head of silver and gold. 


New versions and modifications of the good luck horseshoe were among innovations 
in the lucky jewelry craze of the 80’s. The horseshoe was used with initials for pins 
(brooches) of gold encrusted with pearls or turquoise as shown here in this “H”..

Field daisies of pearl and gold contrasted against sheaves of gold wheat were among 


the novelties in good luck jewelry.

sprays of gold, silver and pearl leaves, 
these exotic owls formed brocches 
with a double appeal: a distinctive 
motif and a reputed “power” to at- 
tract good luck. 

The instantaneous success of these 
novelties prompted a vast array of 
jewelry with the same motif. Owls 
in both delicate pastel shades and bril- 
liant colors in enamels and semi-pre- 
cious stones, perched decorously on 
gold and silver earrings, pendants, 
bracelets, buckles, clasps, finger rings 
and hat pins. Thus, the lady of the 
elegant eighties didn’t sit at home 


hoping for a star to fall and bring 


her luck, instead, she went shopping 
and “trapped” the obvious ow! that 
combined luck with the latest fad in 
personal adornment. 

This new role as a symbol of good 
luck was believed to have stemmed 
from the owl’s traditional wisdom 
along with the successful return from 
the voyage at sea with the pussycat. 
There were various anecdotes ex- 
plaining the origin of the lucky owl 
and the one most generally accepted 
concerned an occasion one summer in

Mamma Katzenjammer 
Bank 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 


A comic or cartoon representation in a mechanical 
bank is a very unusual item, so unusual in fact, that so far 
there is only one known type to represent this category. 
The bank that has this unique position is Mama Katzen- 
jammer, our choice as No, 70 in the numerical classifi- 
cation of mechanical banks. As a matter of interest, it is 
well to point out, that some collectors feel that the Uncle 
Sam Bank is in the same category as Mama Katzenjam- 
mer. This technically speaking is not true, however, as 
the Uncle Sam Bank is more of a characterization of a 
national symbol rather than a comic or cartoon type fig- 
ure, There is too, of course, the Shoot The Chute Bank 
with the figures of Buster Brown and Tige riding in 
the boat. This bank could possibly be classed with Mama 
Katzenjammer, however, it is not as an overall bank 
a comic or cartoon representation. Among the still banks 
there are a number of cartoon or comic strip types in- 
cluding Buster Brown and Tige. In this case, however,

the two figures represent the entire bank, and therefore, 
it would be properly classed in the comic group. Mutt 
& Jeff would be another still bank example with identical 
reasons for the same classification. 

As a comic strip the Katzenjammer Kids enjoyed wide 
popularity in the early 1900’s and while the Kids were 
the main characters with their various antics and tricks, 
both Mama Katzenjammer and the Captain were always 
prominently featured and involved in the proceedings. 
The Inspector was another character involved with the 
Kids, and he too, was a target for many of their pranks. 
The Katzenjammer Kids was originated by Rudolph Dirks 
in 1897, however, some years later in a change from one 
newspaper to another he legally lost the right to use the 
name Katzenjammer Kids for his strip. He then used 
the name Hans & Fritz, but during World War I, he 
changed the name to the Captain and The Kids in 1917, 
and continued with this name for his comic strip. Mean- 
time, for a perod of 25 years, Harold Knerr drew the 
Katzenjammer Kids under the original name. This cre- 
ated an unusual situation whereby there were two comic 
strips running at the same time, featuring the same 
characters. In either case, the Mama Katzenjammer Bank 
was made te be a definite representation of the comic 
strip itself. As can be seen in the picture, Mama Katzen- 
jammer is characteristically holding each of the Kids 
apart, and all three figures are exactly reproduced from 
the strip. 

The Mama Katzenjammer Bank shown is in unusually 
good condition and the writer has always felt fortunate 
in having a specimen with the original paint in such ex- 
cellent condition. It was made by the Kenton Hardware 
Company of Kenton, Ohio, during the period of the early 
1900’s. It is the only mechanica] bank known to have 
been made by Kenton. They manufactured many still 
banks in various figure and animal form and also com- 
bination safes. They also made top cap pistols, but Ken- 


ton is best known for their general line of horse drawn - 


cast iron toys such as fire engines, carriages, and com- 
mercial wagons. In this group were some comic toys in- 
cluding Mama Katzenjammer riding in a wagon spank- 
ing one of the Kids, the Happy Hooligan patrol wagon 
with the cop hitting Hooligan on the head, and Alphonse 
& Gaston riding in a wagon. 

The operation of the Mama Katzenjammer is sim- 
plicity in itself, although it is realistically appro- 
priate. A horizontal coin slot is located in Mama Katzen- 
jammer’s back, and when a coin is inserted, she rolls her 
eyes upward typifying a gesture of discouragement with 
Hans & Fritz. Her eyes return to the position shown 
when the coin drops into the bank. 

The bank is painted as follows: The faces and hands 
of all figures are a natural skin color and their mouths 
are pink and they have blue eyes. Mama Katzenjam- 
mer’s dress is blue and she has black shoes. One boy has 
a yellow shirt with white collar, red trousers, white socks, 
and black shoes. The other boy has a red shirt with a 
white collar and large black tie. His trousers are yellow, 
and he also has white socks and black shoes. It is a very 
colorful bank and this lends to an attractive appearance. 

The unique comic subject angle plus the fact it is 
rather difficult to find an original specimen in good con- 
dition, add tc the desirability of having a Mama Katzen- 
jammer Bank in a collection.

MET RECEIVES 
OUTSTANDING GIFT 

One of the most important and mu- 
nificent donations of works of art 
made to the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art at any time has been announced 
by James J. Rorimer, Director. The 
Samuel H. Kress Foundation has giv- 
en to the Museum an extraordinary 
assemblage of French eighteenth cen- 
tury furniture, Sévres porcelains and 
other related objects of art. Most of 
these are from the celebrated Hilling- 
don collection which the Kress Foun- 
dation acquired several years ago. To 
this great group the Kress Founda- 
tion has also added a magnificent 
eighteenth century tapestried room by 
Robert Adam, together with its fur- 
nishings, from Croome Court, Wor- 
cester, England. 

This towering gift comes at a time 
when the Museum is actively develop- 
ing its period rooms and galleries of 
Western decorative art and, Mr. Rori- 
mer noted, at a moment in history 
when outstanding examples of French 
eighteenth century furniture and ob- 
jets d’art are becoming so rare as 
to be almost unobtainable. 

With the acquisition of these col- 
lections of French eighteenth centu- 
ry furniture and Sévres porcelains, 
the Metropolitan Museum’s collections 
of this material have risen in status 
to that of the very first rank. 

The Hillingdon collection was 
formed during the Victorian period 
by Sir Charles Mills, Bart. (1792- 
1872) and his heir, created first Bar- 
on Hillingdon in 1886. Sir Char'es 
had been the senior partner in the 
banking house of Glyn, Mills, Currie 
& Co., Bankers to the Royal Family 
of England. 

The fourteen pieces of furniture 
decorated with Sevres porcelain me- 
dallions are the most extraordinary 
aspects of the collection. They are 
extremely rare; only a few such piec- 
es have survived and most of these 
are in well-known collections. A num- 
ber of these porcelain plaques bear 
year-marks, making it possible to 
date the furniture with great exacti- 
tude; seven are signed by the master 
cabinet maker Martin Carlin. A pair 
of matched marriage-caskets on ta- 
ble-like stands, with rosewood mar- 
quetry and inlaid with painted Sév- 
res plaques, are said to be unique. 
This group also includes a writing 
table, a pair of green lacquer ovca- 
sional tables, and a pair of ladies’ 
desks (bonheur-du-jours) of the Lou- 
is XV period (1715-1774) ; and a long

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Creche vs. Percepio

Créche dolls or Percepio? The dis- 
tinction was called to my attention 
in the summer of 1957, by Don Marsh 
Jordan of Wells, Me., who studied 
the subject in the land of perhaps the 
greatest output of these dolls in the 
18th and 19th centuries—Italy. The 
purchase of a magnificent collection 
of Percepio figures, dolls, commonly 
called Créche, spurred Mr. Jordan to 
make an extensive study of the sub- 
ject, and we quote his findings on the 
subject: 

“About 1740 in the kingdom of the 
Two Cicilies, now known as the King- 
dom of Naples, King Ferdinand II 
was afraid that the costumes and cus- 
toms of his people would be lost, 
and so he commissioned his colony of 
royal] artists at San Martino to ex- 
ecute a series of what he called Per- 
cepio figures or dolls, to perpetuate 
these costumes and customs. (San 
Martino, incidentally, is a section of 
the city of Naples, Italy, which is 
now known as the Vomero. It is a 
plateau atop a hill to the northwest 
of the city). At the same time he com- 
missioned his artists to turn out a 
series of religious figures for the 
private chapels of his courtiers, and 
a series of Christmas Créche for the 
use of his courtiers. In the passing 
years they all have been identified 
as Créche dolls and not as Percepio 
dolls, which was the original classifi- 
cation; Percepio literally means to 
be looked at. 

“The original collection was dis- 
played in huge showcases. In each 
showcase a different scene was built 
up. One would depict the courtyard 
of an inn, and here one would find 
the dolls dressed as peasants, all en- 
gaged in manual tasks. Another case 
might show the interior of a wealthy 
home, and here one turned to figures 
of the upper class, court ladies and 
gentlemen, al] engaged as they would 


have been. In another, made with re- 
ligious significance, one might find 
the center figure to be the Madonna 
with a phalanx of angels and cupids 
descending from the skies toward her 
in a great triangle. 

“It is easy to see how we wrong- 
fully applied the word Créche, which 
means the Christmas Nativity, to all 
these dolls. In most cases the artists, 
searching for a single theme to tie 
the whole thing together, thought of 
the search of the Magi. The search 
of the Magi means much to the Ita- 
lian. Like the old English Epiphany 
or Twelfth Night the Italian made 
and still makes much of the day. 
Christmas to him has a strictly reli- 
gious significance. More and more as 
time goes on he gives gifts at the 
Christmas season, but he saves the 
gifts for the day that the Magi laid 
presents at the feet of the Christ 
Child. This is Twelfth Night, twelve 
days after the birth of the Savicr. 
In Italy this is known as Beffana. To- 
day Beffana is supposed to appear in 
the form of an old witch who flies 
through the skies on a broomstick and 
visits al] the children, as does our 
own Santa Claus in his sled and rein- 
deer. Instead of hanging up their 
stockings, the children are supposed

to display their shoes, and if the own- 
ers of the shoes have been good 
Beffana, as she passes, will fill them 
with presents. If the child has been 
bad, a shoe full of charcoal is what 
he or she will receive. The whole day 
is reserved for children, and their 
gifts, which would arrive over here 
on Christmas Day, arrive on Twelfth 
Night. 

“Some families set out tables load- 
ed with food, and then range the 
streets to find poor children whom 
they can invite to partake of Beffa- 
ny’s bounty. These children are filled 
with food and loaded down with pres- 
ents. It is a lovely custom. 

“Most of the showcase scenes have 
the three Magi in them somewhere. 
Artists searched long and arduously 
for a model to represent the Christ 
Child to complete the scene of the 
Magi.” 

Evidently it is because of the in- 
troduction of the Nativity scene into 
the showcases of Percepio we have 
come to identify all the dolls as 
Créche figures. 

A striking characteristic of the 
Percepio and the Créche doll is the 
large and expressive hand and beauti- 
fully modeled head. The dolls were 
modeled from real persons by the’ 
finest artists of the day. For the most 
part, the head, hands and feet were 
made of terra eotta, the unexposed 
parts often of straw over a wire 
frame and covered with cloth or pa- 
per. Sometimes one can tell the age 
of a Percepio by the date on the 
paper covering. It was natural that 
the figure representing the Christ 
Child should be completely modeled. 
The one in the writer’s collection is 
of solid wax with blue glass eyes. The 
intention is to display it at Christ- 
mas time in front of a panel of hand- 
painted angels on a blue background. 

Many of us will be using dolls in

Hats off to Amer- 
ican schoo] teachers in general, and 
to Mrs. Rodgers and Miss Durnbaugh 
in particular; not forgetting Mr. Jor- 
dan who generously gave us of his 
time and knowledge of Percepio and 
Créche dolls.

In 1929 I again went to Germany 
with my wife, three children and 
mother. So as not to change the lan- 
guage in their education, I put the 
three girls in English boarding 
schools—the first in Southampton, the 
next in Buxton and the third in 
Banks, England. For some five years 
I sang in the opera houses in Berlin, 
Dresden, Breslau and Mannheim and 
also made Electrola records. I lived 
there three years under Hitler, but 
since I was an American and kept 
my mouth shut, I was never molested. 
Germany was becoming sq, nationalis- 
tic I realized it held no future for 
me, so in October, 1934, I returned 
with my family to the U.S.A. 

Five years in a made a bet- 
ter American of me. As a nation, we 
have our faults, but there is no coun- 
try in the world so good and free 
as the good old U.S.A. Of all the 
European countries I liked Germany 
best — until the Nazi rough-house 
started. I used to go to the Sports 
Palace in Berlin to hear Hitler speak. 
It was a lot of rubbish. But there was 
something magnetic about the man. 
He could hold an audience for an 
hour and 40 minutes. 

When I went to Berlin in 1925 the 
Germans were recovering from the 
inflation. They looked back with hor- 
ror on the first World War, but when 
you mentioned inflation they shud- 
dered. Most of the people who had 
been wealthy had been brought low 
and had lost everything. Just imag- 
ine this: 40,000 marks had b2en a 
lot of money. It was about $10,000 
in our coinage, yet when inflaticn 
came it wouldn’t buy a ride on the 
subway. 

A telephone operator told me she 
had a room with a formerly wealthy 
family. In her room were two chairs 
and a settee, but she had been using 
only one chair. One day when she 
came home there was a rope tied 


from arm to arm on the chair, so 
she couldn’t sit in it. The lady told 
her it just would not do to sit in 
only one chair. She must sit in all 
of them, so that they would all wear 
out a little, and not just one. 

“And,” said the operator, “there 
is a young man working here in the 
American Consulate who had this ex- 
perience. He was living on a pension. 
The first Sunday morning he decided 
he would lie abed for a while and 
make up some sleep. Then there came 
a knock at the door and a voice said 
it was time to get up. He said he 
was going to stay in bed a while 
longer, whereupon the voice said in 
that case he would have to pay a lit- 
tle extra per week, as remaining in 
bed an unusual length of time would 
cause extra wear to the bed linen 
and he would have to pay for that 
extra wear.” 

The telephone operator worked in 
the American Consulate. This story, 
incredible as it sounds, is true, The 
former rich wanted the money for 
rental, but they wanted to keep their 
things just as in former days. Poor 
Germany! And just when they had 
almost recovered, came Hitler and 
the whole country was ruined. You 
can’t blame the German people. It 
was go along or go to a concentra- 
tion camp. To buck a man like Hitler 
calls for a leader of the opposition— 
and there was none.

cabinet with 34 Sévres plaques, a 
side table, an occasicnal table, and 
four secretaries variously of satin- 
wood, rosewood, amboyna wood. and 
marquetry, all of the Louis XVI pe- 
riod (1774-1789). 

The 55 superlative examples of Sév- 
res porcelain are colored in the fa- 
vored turquoise-blue, royal blue, apple- 
green, and rose-Pompadour hues with 
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medallions of painted scenes; they 
include, among others, two extraor- 
dinary boat-shaped potpourri vases, 
a pair of elephant vases, and various 
garnitures. 

There is also in the Kress gift a 
royal Savonnerie carpet made fcr the 
Palais du Louvre at the order of 
Louis XIV. In addition to clocks, wall 
barometers, and candelabra, the Kress 
gift contains a suite of furniture 
(four pieces bearing the stamp of 
Georges Jacob) and matching wall 
hangings made for Marie Antoinette. 

The interior of the room from 
Croome Court is complete in all its 
architectural elements—wood panel- 
ing, mahogany doors, mirror and elab- 
orately carved frame, inlaid console 
table, marble mantel with its cen- 
tra] slab of lapis lazuli, ornamental 
plaster ceiling, and oak flooring—as 
well as its furnishings, in chief its 
celebrated set of tapestries and tapes- 
try-covered settees and chairs. 

Croome Court is in Worcestershire, 
the seat of the Earls of Coventry. 
About 1760 Robert Adam was called 
in by the sixth Earl to decorate the 
interior of Croome Court. Some of 
the designs by Adam are now pre- 
—" at the Soane Museum in Lon- 

on. 

The famous tapestries were woven 
to specification by Jacques Neilson at 
the Royal Gobelins Manufactory in 
Paris, between 1766 and 1771. Their 
pictorial panels with the loves of 
the gods were designed by Francois 
Boucher and the flora] surrounds by 
Maurice Jacques. They were woven 
to hang edge to edge, so as to cover 
the entire wall-surface above the da- 
do. The tapestries consist mainly of 
a rose-colored, simulated silk damask 
with a floral pattern, and the nominal 
subject of the tapestry is rendered 
in the guise of a small framed paint- 
ing, partially outlined by “shadow” 
and apparently hanging on a wall 
covered with the material. The illu- 
sion is further heightened by the 
woven designs of enframement, with 
birds, flowers and hunting horns, at 
the edges of the tapestries. This meth- 

of hanging tapestries was pecu- 
liar to England and was unknown in 
France. Among the several other tap- 
estry-covered Adam rooms of this 
type in Engiand is that, of a decade 
later, at Osterley Park. 

Soon after 1900 the tapestries and 
the matching furniture were separ- 
ated from the room itself. They were 
sold to a French collector and re- 
mained in France for a number of 
years unti] they came to this eoun- 
try, where they were purchased by 
the Kress Foundation. 

Now the room and its celebrated 
furnishings will be reunited for the 
first time in over half a century at 
the Metropolitan Museum. The room 
will be shown to the public in sev- 
eral months. 

Samuel H. Kress was a long-time 
trustee and benefactor of the Metro- 
politan Museum. He died in 1955. At 
the time of his death he had served 
on the Board of Trustees for nearly 
twenty years.

In “Thomasina,” Paul Gallico’s en- 
chanting story of an enchanted cat,* 
mention is made of silver Crest but- 
tons, which adorned the black vel- 
vet jacket worn by Hughie Sterling, 
the Laird’s son. These bore the fam- 
ily crest, and were in keeping with 
the rest of his traditionl ensemble: 
kilt, sporran and dirk, bonnet, white 
gloves and genuine Mechlin lace at 
wrists and throat. 

Apparently, it is a mistake to as- 
sume that Crest and so-called “Liv- 
ery” buttons were worn only on serv- 
ant’s livery. They seem also to have 
been worn on formal attire, designed 
for state occasions—in the Highlands, 
at any rate. 

* * * 


The two Drum kuttons here shown 
tell a story, but its conclusion de- 
pends on the order in which they are 
regarded! As an advocate of happy 
endings, I have arranged them so 
that No. 1 shows “The Quarrel,” and 
No. 2, “The Reconciliation.” The de- 
signs are carved from ivory, dis- 
played against a dark background, 
and set in drum-type mountings of 
black-finished brass. The backs are 
tin and bear the words: “Extra Fin— 
E.H.” in a circle. Whether or not 
these two buttons are part of a 
larger set, I have no way of know- 
ing. But I consider them an inter- 
esting and rather unusual example 
of “Buttons that Tell a Story.’** 

* * * 

In connection with the “Survival 
Button” described in HOBBIES for 
July. 1958, we must remember that 
buttons have been used to insure loss 
of life as well as its preservation. 
During the Second World War, when 
eapture by the Nazis could mean un- 
speakable tortures, most secret agents 
and members of the Underground Re- 
sistance were supplied with deadly 
capsules to be used, as a last resort,

to end torture or preserve vital in- 
formation. These capsules were con- 
cealed in many ingenious places, in- 
cluding buttons. In “The White 
Mouse,” by Russell Braddon,*** the 
heroine, Nancy Wake, wore such a 
button and destroyed it, when she had 
no further need for it. I can under- 
stand how she felt, but it seems too 
bad that such a souvenir could not 
have fallen into the hands of some 
appreciative Button Collector! 
* 


The recent fad for hoops may be 
over before this drawing is published 
—fads being what they are! But I 
couldn’t resist showing a _ button 
which proves that hoops are nothing 
new, but were in fact, very popular 
between the years 1870 and 1900. Of 
course, conditions were different then, 
and hoops were not used in the same 
way; but this “Girl Rolling Hoop,” 
shows one of their most pleasing 
uses,—one that would still be pop- 
ular if traffic conditions allowed! The 
button is brass with raised design, 
plain, concave border, and tin back. 
Circa 1890. 

* * * 

In “Petunia,” the helpful-hint car- 
toon syndicated in various newspa- 
pers, buttons are occasionally men- 
tioned. “Petunia” has discovered that 
Costume buttons can be made into 
earrings— which of course, Button 
Collectors have known for years! She 
also suggests how they may be used 
to decorate a plain lamp shade. 

In the early days of collecting, but- 
tons were often used to decorate lamp 
shades, screens, table runners and 
even dolls and sofa pillows. I re- 
cently met a Connecticut collector, 
Miss Ann Jessell, who has mounted 
many of her buttons on a colorful 
afghan. Such methods of mounting 
buttons combine collecting with util- 
ity, and if discreetly done, can make 
a hobby an attractive part of inte- 
rior decoration and everyday living. 


From Mrs. George Eikelberner, of 
Wenatchee, Wash., comes more in- 
formation about the pewter buttons 
which appeared on men’s sweaters 
last Christmas time. (See HOBBIES 
for July, 1958). In a shop of Seandi- 
navian Imports in Seattle, Mrs. Eikel- 
berner found several varieties and 
sizes of these unusually attractive 
Modern buttons. Unrimmed buttons 
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made of cast pewter include a Vik- 
ing Ship, with sun in the background. 
(Reverse: “T-P” over “B”’) and a 
portrait of a man, with the words 
“Form B” and “Tinknap” in large 
letters around the edge. Rimmed but- 
tons of pressed pewter display a 
Moose against a background of trees, 
and a Leaping Caribou, with ground 
beneath. All are more or less convex, 
and come in two sizes. 

A Massachusetts collector, Mrs. 
Ada Baker, bought some similar im- 
ports on Cape Cod; these show a 
Viking Ship with waves but no sun. 
They are backmarked “Tinnve:rel- 
Bergen,” and the card on which they 
were displayed for sale states that 
they are “Pewter Buttons from Nor- 
way.” 

* * * 

When I was writing about Teddy 
Bears (in last September’s HOB- 
BIES) I forgot to mention that there 
are buttons on Teddy Bears as well 
as Teddy Bears on buttons! Used for 
eyes, they vary in size from the small, 
black “shoe-buttons” found on early 
plush bears, through colored glass 
“eye” buttons— some of which are 
pins—to large “sew-through” but- 
tons, such as I saw recently on a huge 
(two foot tall) Teddy Bear of recent 
manufacture. These were at least an 
inch across and were made of dark 
blue plastic. They reminded me of 
the “eyes like cartwheels” supported 
by the dog in the fairy-tale. 


A discussion arose recently about 
“Mother-of-Pearl ”and “Abalone”: 
are they the same, if different, what 
is the difference? Reference books 
seem agreed that Abalcne (a word of 
Spanish origin) is the California 
name for a variety of sea mollu-ks, 
sometimes called “Ear Shells.” These 
are found in al] warm seas except 
the West Atlantic Ocean, and they 
are used for food. in the Orient. The 
characteristic shell has a rew of per- 
forations along one rim; it takes a 
high polish, and is used as an orna- 
ment, and for making buttons and 
beads. 

“Mother-of-Pearl” (or Nacr>) is de- 
fined as “the substance forming the 
inner shell-lining of several kinds of 
shells, particularly of the oyster fam- 
ily, often variegated with changing 
purple and azure colors. It is com- 
posed of a series of ridges or layers,

which have the power of decomposing 
the rays of light, thus producing the 
vainbow-like hues. Only large oysters 
of the tropical seas secrete this coat 
in sufficient thickness to render their 
shells available for purpsses of man- 
ufacture. Mother-of-Pearl is exten- 
sively used in the arts, particularly 
in inlaid work, and in the manufac- 
ture of handles for knives, buttons, 
toys, snuff-boxes and other small ar- 
ticles.**** Pearls are a secretion of 
the same substance, which have be- 
come fixed on some irritating factor, 
such as a grain of sand or some mi- 
nute organism—hence the name. 
Definitions are not too helpful in 
identifying buttons, but I am inclined 
to believe that Abalone is the lighter

No imagination can invent a more 
pleasing assemblage of minor metal 
art than a collection of colorful cop- 
per, related alloys and other metals 
from India. The cultural creativeness 
of India is to be found in the minor 
metal handicrafts as well as in the 
profusion of more important metal 
sculpture. Development began at an 
early period and was evolved with se- 
rious skill and artistry. Religion has 
had an inherent influence on the work 
of the Hindu craftsman. His life has 
been an extraordinary existence of 
thought and his artistic creations 
have been in accordance with that 
philosophical attitude. 

Many different metals were used 
in ancient India: gold, silver, iron, 
lead, tin and steel. Pure copper and 
brass (an alloy of copper and zinc) 
were widely used for works of art 


from the earliest times. A small 
bronze figure, found in a buried city 
in North India, is believed to be the 
only extant example of artistic value 
which can be dated before the begin- 
ning of the Christian era. Though 
much of the minor metalwork of In- 
dia does not antedate the eighteenth 
century, there are remarkable repre- 
sentation of craft and construction 
traditions which have been continu- 
ous for more than two thousand years. 

Hindu metal crafters, humble in 
their high heritage, continued through 
the 19th century to combine a joy- 
ous love of color and an esthetie sense 
with symbolic significance. Free from 
imitative intention, each creation was 
an effective example of the crafts- 
man’s effort to express human emo- 
tions and interests. Engraved and 
enameled in elaboration, forma] ob- 


jects frequently pictured patterns 
that simulated heavy silk brocades 
in unforgettable, unrestrained col- 
ors of surprising harmonies. 


Illustrating this type of work, the 
brass alms plate shown here bears a@ 
brilliant blend of courtly colored 
enamels. On a predominantly cerise 
central field, alternating arabesques 
and palmettes of extremely fine en- 
graving produce the effect of having 
been damascened in gold. The match- 
less color combinations of soft pink 
and saffron, olive green and coral, 
deep red and ochre, have been empha- 
sized by meandering vines—vignetted 
on the cerise ground in niello inlays, 
black as jet. A carved diaper band, 
with traces of black lac, effects prom- 
inence to the border band of the plate. 
Recurring border arabesques comple- 
ment the compartment patterns on 
opaque enamel grounds of ochre and 
olive green. Against a translucent 
ground of rich red enamel like garnet- 
dust, leaf traceries of yellow-green 
lac have the quality of glistening 
gold. Repeating the classic color com- 
binations, the border band of the plate 
further emphasizes the importance of 
this excellent example uf metalwork 
from North India. 

The variety of metals and the meth- 
ods of application are significant. 
Gold and silver filigree, ironwork as 
delicate as lace, steel with inlays of 
silver; copper in combination with 
other metals, inlaid wth fire-bright 
— sometimes studded with jew- 
els. 

Among the metal objects from 
North India are tazzas and toilet box- 
es—flawlessly formed, with raised 
diaper designs. There are ink pots of 
symbolic forms, the figure of the ele- 
phant-headed god Ganesha featured 
more frequently. Alms dishes, tiffin 
bowls, beakers and many choice cu- 
rios in metal come from Kashmir. 

From Moradabad are obtained in- 
teresting household utensils of brass 
and copper—some partly tinned. In 
India, art and esthetics were deeply 
rooted in function. These utensils, as 
well as those from other sections of 
the country, serve well to represent 
that fact. Objects of red-brown cop- 
per are relieved with black lac tra- 
cery. The village artisans around 
Lucknow and Deccan, from the seven- 
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teenth eentury, were recognized for 
their facility in gold damascening. 
The brasswork of Benares is well- 
known. Early work exemplifies the 
special skil] that was required in pro- 
ducing varied forms and correct or- 
nament in decoration. The foremost 
features of the Benares brasswork 
was a series of ten incarnations of 
Vishnu, These were represented on 
trays, bowls and similar vessels. Hy- 
derabad is a source of early eigh- 
teenth century brasswork. Basins, 
bowls and beakers present patterns 
with intricate inlays of copper. Both 
red and black lac have been used. 
Travancore has been famous for its 
artists in metal, especially for their 
decorative ewers with curious, elon- 
gated spouts and delicate drinking 
cups; spice boxes, perfume holders 
and receptacles for pulverized sandal- 
wood. From Madras and Madura, 
treasure-trove trinkets of brass com- 
prise boxes in the forms of fish and 
birds; natural form crab figures, clev- 
erly cast in brass, carry a touch of 
whimsy in their stalk eyes which have 
been set with carnelians. Marvelous 
animal-head masks in bronze and e)p- 
per come from South India. Nandi 
the bull is a familiar representation. 

The arts of metal have been gross- 
ly underestimated by the modern 
Western World. In the East, how- 
ever, where there has been a great 
deal of destruction, metalwork—giv- 
ing an assurance of permanence— 
has always been respectfully recog- 
nized, 

Under the viceroys, the ornamental 
arts persisted in traditional magnifi- 
cence. Unfortunately, with the intro- 
duction of Western industrial meth- 
ods, many of the skilful creative tech- 
niques were lost. Today, throuch the 
imagination and determined efforts of 
many people, there is an attempt to 
prevent the plebeian process and to 
preserve—in the inspired and refined 
handicrafts of the villages of India— 
the heritage of centuries past.

the eighties at Saratoga Springs, N. 
Y., the luxurious vacation resort 
whose lavish hotels, pretentious sum- 
mer cottages, horse races and min- 
eral waters attracted the cream of 
American Society each July before 
the usual exodus to Newport, R. I. 

This anecdote relates on the open- 
ing day of the racing season, the 
young scion of a prominent Manhat- 
tan family, “Bill,” went to Saratoga’s 
jewelry and souvenir shop. His pur- 
pose was “only to look,” but he ex- 
plained if his horse should win the 
race that afternoon, he planned to 
purchase a brooch for his Mother, 
who had given him the filly to start 
his racing stable. 

Wishing him luck, the shopkeeper 
asked what lucky talisman “Bill” used 
as all racing sportsmen carried one. 
Bill had been too busy training his 
filly to consider one, so the shop- 
keeper presented him with a small, 
oblong sapphire blue velvet box. In- 
side perched on the ivory satin, was 
a gleaming silver screech owl, mount- 
ed as the decoration on a “cravat- 
pin.” The shopkeeper explained it was 
“a very lucky owl,” at least that was 
what the New York jewelsmith had 
written when he sent it with the sum- 
mer jewelry stock. 

Unlike most cravat and stick pins, 
it resembled the letter “T,” with the 
ow! perched upon a long crossbar of 
silver shaped like a rustie tree limb, 
but unlike the bird, it was left plain 
without any chasing or workmanship 
so the sportsman’s lucky motto could 
be engraved on it. “Bifl” decided he 
would wait until after the race to 
select one. 

“Bill’s” horse won the race, and 
being a long shot, paid off handsome- 
ly. That night, “Bill’s” friends staged 
a big party to celebrate his “begin- 
ner’s luck,” but he insisted it would 
continue because his talisman had 
proved to be, as the shopkeeper said, 
“a very lucky owl.”

DUTCH DRAWINGS— 
MASTERPIECES FROM 


FIVE COUNTRIES 


John Walker, Director of the Na- 
tional Gallery of Art, recently an- 
nounced that a special loan exhibition 
of 148 Dutch drawings would be 
shown to the public at the Gallery 
through October 26, and then tour 
other museums throughout the coun- 
try. It is the most important exhi- 
bition of Dutch drawings ever shown 
in this country. 

The majority of the drawings were 
lent by museums in the Netherlands, 
notably the Rijksmuseum in Amster- 
dam, the Museum Boymans in Rotter- 
dam, the Kréller-Miiller in Otterlo, 
and by many private collectors in 
Holland. In addition, rare and val- 
uable loans have been obtained from 
the Berlin Print Room, and the col- 
lections of Mr. and Mrs. Robert Leh- 
man, New York; Mr. and Mrs. L. 
V. Randall, Montreal; the National 
Gallery of Art, Rosenwald Collection; 
and the Pierpont Morgan Library. 

In the exhibition, which begins with 
the work of an anonymous Dutch 
master of 1410 and continues to the 
work of the Dutch masters of the 
19th century, the entire development 
of Dutch Graphic Art can be traced. 
The most creative period, the 17th 
century, is richly represented. There 
are 18 drawings by Rembrandt, the 
most important Dutch painter and 
draftsman of all times, which show 
every phase of his artistic develop- 
ment. Other great masters of the 17th 
century, such as Saenredam, Hercules 
Seghers, van Goyen, Ruysdael de 
Koninck, Cuyp, and Ostade are also 
superbly represented. Frans Hals, 
one of the rarest of all Dutch drafts- 
men, is represented by A Standing 
Cavalier, one of his few preparatory 
sketches. The exhibition continues 
with examples from the 18th century 
and concludes with a splendid group 
of six drawings by Vincent van Gogh. 

The drawings were selected from 
about 25 museums and private collec- 
tions by Professor J. Q. van Regte- 
ren Altena, Director of the Print 
Room of the Rijksmuseum in Amster- 
dam, with the assistance of Miss L. 
C. J. Frerichs and Dr. K. G. Boon, 
members of his staff. Professor van 
Regteren Altena also prepared the 
illustrated 108-page catalog, avail- 
able from the Smithsonian for $1.75. 

After the exhibition left Washing- 
ton it was scheduled for the follow- 
ing museums, under the auspices of 
the Smithsonian Traveling Exhibi- 
tion Service: The Pierpont Morgan 
Library in New York City, The Min- 
neapolis Institute of Arts, the Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts in Boston, the 
Cleveland Museum of Art, and the 
Art Institute of Chicago.

AUDUBON EXHIBIT 
FEATURED 
AT CATAWBA COLLEGE 


Audubon’s name is synonymous 
with birds, to many Americans; but, 
few Americans, outside of collectors, 
have ever seen any of Audubon’s orig- 
inal prints. It was from these prints 
that the thousands of Audubon books, 
folders and stamps were printed. 

People in the Piedmont area of 
North Caroiina have been given a 
rare opportunity to see a collection 
of Audubon, Edwards and Lizars 
prints at the Catawba College Libra- 
ry Museum. The exhibit opened on 
October 11 with a brief ceremony. 

The opening was part of the offi- 
cial dedication of the new Catawba 
College Science Building to Mr. Adri- 
an L. Shuford, Sr., Western N. C. 
industrialist and civic leader. 

Audubon was born in 1785 and made 
his paintings in the early 19th centu- 
ry. Some art critics say Audubon was 
no artist, but his bird paintings have 
survived through the years as unique 
contributions to science and art. 

With his collaborator, Dr. John 
Bachman, Audubon published his first 
colored plates and 1,065 life-sized fig- 
ures representing some 480 species of 
birds. These were painted in their 
natural setting and include species 
now extinct or very rare. 

The Catawba exhibit included 28 
original Audubons by the engravers 
Havell and Bien. Also, 10 George Ed- 
wards and two Lizars plates. The en- 
tire 40 plates represent many years 
of careful selection and study by Mrs. 
Adrian Shuford, Sr. 

In addition, several rare books were 
placed on display, including “The 
Birds of America,” by J. J. Audubon, 
1842; “The Quadrupeds of North 
America,” by J. J. Audubon, 1854; 
“A Natural History of Birds,” by 
George Edwards, 1750; and “The 
Naturalists’ Library,” with engrav- 
ings by Lizars, 1848.

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HOW TO LOOK 
AT PAINTINGS 


Paintings offer new worlds to be 
discovered, and no eyes are more 
eager for new experience than those 
of children. 

With a fine blend of instruction and 
entertainment, the Metropolitan Jun- 
ior Museum’s new exhibition, How 
to Look at Paintings, opened to the 
public on September 17. Designed for 
children in the seven to twelve age 
group, and liberally sprinkled with 
intriguing audio-visual devices, it will 
remain on view during the entire 
school year. 

Though the works of art shown in 
this exhibition are of high quality 
and diverse periods, How to Look at 
Paintings is not a history of art but 
an introduction to enjoying and un- 
derstanding paintings. The emphasis 
is upon the basic formal elements of 
painting—line, color, shape, and ar- 
rangement—and upon the tools and 
materials of the artist. 

An introductory pane] tells of the 
different things an artist may want 
his painting to do... to picture the 
real world or the world of fantasy, 
to tell a story, to be decoration, to 
capture a mood ... but shows graph- 
ically that any painting can be re- 
duced to basic elements. The exam- 
ple shown is Charles Demuth’s “I 
Saw the Figure Five in Gold,’ and

PICTURE by VanTogh. — Mattie M.

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printed next to it is the William Car- 
los Williams poem which inspired it. 
Isolated and reproduced individually 
for the child to appreciate, the colors, 
the shapes, the lines, and the tex- 
terms of their contribution to the 
total effect. 

The materials and techniques of the 
painter are demonstrated in another 
section. Included are the most impvr- 
tant painting surfaces . . . stretched 
canvas, paper, and wood covered with 
smooth plaster; the step-by-step tech- 
nique of applying egg tempera on 
wood panel; the different qualities of 
oil paint, and the textures an ar- 
tist can make with different brushes; 
and the derivation of pigments from 
minerals. 

The heart of the exhibition is a 
display of twenty-three works of 
European and American collections. 
These are grouped to illustrate tne 
principal subjects in painting; The 
Land, the Sea, Still Life, Portraits, 
Religious Painting, What People Do 
(genre), and The City. The works 
were carefully selected to dramatize 
the variety of approaches to a sub- 
ject depending on the artist’s purpose 
and his use of materials. 

Highlights of How to Look at 
Paintings are a number of features 
that will appeal directly to a child 
where he lives most intensely .. . his 
eyes, his ears, his hands. 

A long bank of peepholes contains 
ten color slides showing the artist at 
his regular occupation — working. 
Each slide reproduces an actual work 
of art. They include such varied ac- 
counts as an Egyptian wall painting, 
a Greek vase painting, a Persian por- 
trait, a medieval illuminated page, 
Vermeer’s The Artist in His Studio, 
Matthew Pratt’s The American 
School. Through earphones attached 
to each peephole, the child hears a 
prief recorded commentary on the dif-

Illinois, Michigan Cars 
Win Honors at 
Greenfield Meet: 

New Crowd Mark Set 


Before a crowd of 14,611, largest 
single day attendance in Greenfield 
Village’s 29-year history, a 1911 Knox 
Touring car and a 1922 Marmon 
Speedster won top honors at the 
Eighth Annual Old Car Festiva] held 
on September 7. 


The Knox, owned by Vernon R. Ha- 
genbring, Arlington Heights, Ill., took 
the grand championship in the 1899- 
1916 division while the Marmon, en- 
tered by C. E. Valentine III, Bir- 
mingham, Mich., captured similar 
honors in the 1917-25 group. 


Second place in the 1899-1916 divi- 
sion was awarded a 1907 Thomas 
Flyer owned by Leonard Davis, Pon- 
tiac, Mich. A 1910 Packard Roadster, 
entered by E. A. Skae, Grosse Pointe 
Farms, Mich., was third. 


In the 1917-25 group. second place 
went to Winfield J. Sluyter, Troy 
Mich., with Jack A. Frost, Detroit, 
Mich., third. Sluyter entered a 1924 
Ford Model T Coupe and Frost a 
1922 Rolls Royce Tourer. 


Hagenbring, was elated yet modest 
at his victory scored against a field 
of 186 cars in this division.

The next morning when “Bill” took 
his Mother to select her brooch, he re- 
vealed his lucky motto to be engraved 
on his stick pin, it was: “Should 
owled acquaintance be forgot?” 

This wasn’t just another jaunty 
pun, “Bill” explained. The party of 
the previous night had made him rea- 
lize, that possibly, luck cou!d continue 
only if shared with others and that 
was what he intended to do, Accord- 
ingly, he planned a large party for 
his friends at Saratoga, and for sou- 
venirs ordered dozens and dozens of 
lucky owl stick pins and brooches in 
gold. Consequently, the lucky owl be- 
came the rage at Saratoga Springs, 
where annually fashion precedents 
were set. When August arrived and 
the elite departed for fashionable 
Newport, the lucky ow] went along 
and soon became a familiar figure at 
the lavish affairs given by the Van- 
derbilts, Astors, Belmonts and others. 

Equally amazing as the owl’s sud- 
den popularity as a lucky adornment 
was his role in upsetting an old in- 
ternational precedent. Paris, long the 
world’s acknowledged originator and 
arbiter of feminine fashions, began 
copying America’s lucky bird. Calling 
the heretofore hibou denizen of the 
French forest “L’oiseau de bonne 
chance,” French jewelsmiths ‘“‘snared” 
him as the theme for qa wide variety 
of new lucky jewelry. Owl jewelry 
became such a fetish in Paris that 
French newspapers remarked on it 
in droll editorials and in casual but 
barbed references. 

Finally, a Paris daily, Le Temps, 
published an “incident” that caused 
the boulevards and drawing rooms to 
echo with amused laughter. American 
fashion correspondents lost no time in 
translating the incident and sending 
it home by the next steamer. Amer- 
ican editors welcomed it gleefully and 
it was reprinted in newspapers and 
magazines. One translated version 
stated: 

“A French nobleman who had pur- 
chased a new country-seat was com- 
plaining of the want of birds in his 
new garden. ‘Set some traps,’ sug- 
gested a young Army officer, ‘and they 
will come.’ 

“When the nobleman expressed 
doubt about such a method, the offi- 
cer said, ‘I have just .eturned from 
a special mission to a wild part of 
Africa where there wasn’t supposed 
to be a woman within two hunarea 
miles—and that’s quite a distance in 
Africa, One night before retiring at 
our camp, I hung upon a tree some 
of the lucky owl jewelry: a pair of 
earrings and a bracelet. The next 
morning, I found two women under 
the tree, each wearing an earring 
- having a tug o’war over the brace- 
et.” 

The owl that had flown the At- 
lantic soon winged across the English 
Channel to adorn the smartly dressed 
of London and Bath; but, of course, 
the British insisted they were adopt- 
ing a French idea, and not a style 
originated by Cousin Jonathan in the 
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New World, they just couldn’t be that 
gauche! However, the catalogues of 
London goldsmiths during the eigh- 
ties and nineties show that the owl, 
who had long had the night, also 
had the day in England. Occasionally 
now, some of this charming old owl 
jewelry is found in the little curio 
shops on the side streets off Pic- 
cadilly and in Soho. 

The owl was followed by another 
American motif in lucky jewelry. It 
too, came from field and forest, being 
the wild daisy. Portrayed in mother 
of pearl and in enamel on gold mount- 
ings these blossoms were given an 
informal effect by being arranged 
against and with, sheaves of gold 
wheat in miniature, while the daisies 
were in their real, actual size. The 
pendants and bracelets are especially 
beautiful and would be appealing 
without the extra aura of luck. 

Indeed, the fascination of collecting 
lucky jewelry is in its wide varie- 
ty of motifs and in color combina- 
tions, so that there are enough types 
to fit a wide scale of varying budgets. 
Since becoming acquainted with this 
particular collection, it has been fun 
to check antique and jewelry shops 
as well as advertisements in HOB- 
BIES for owls, and if you have luck, 
the lucky owl may be “trapped” for 
as low as a few dollars. 

Other resplendent good luck jew- 
elry has appealing prices, ones that 
are an incentive to begin such a col- 
lection. And after all, “Should owled 
acquaintances be forgotten?”

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Sheraton Spurs Hunt for Antiques 
Claims Old Items Outlast New 


By LESTER SMITH 


(in the October 14, 1958 edition of the Wall Street Journal) 


BOSTON — In the middle of the 
lobby of the recently redecorated 
Sheraton Plaza Hotel here stands a 
majestic, 200-year-old Louis XV 
table, elaborately decorated in gold- 
plated bronze and worth several 
thousand dollars. 

In the Presidential Suite of the 
Philadelphia Sheraton is a William 
Savery Chippendale highboy which 
dates back to about 1780 and cost 
the Sheraton Corp. $8,500. In the 
same suite is a mahogany-cased 
grandfather’s clock made in 1786 by 
Richard Miller, a famous Colonial 
clockmaker, which cost $3,800. 

These valuable antiques are among 
more than 4,500 ancient pieces ac- 
quired during the past five years by 
Sheraton Service Co., antique-collect- 
ing subsidiary of Sheraton Corp. of 
America. Most of the items now 
decorate public rooms and luxury 
suites in about half of the 48 hotels 
operated by the company in the U.S. 
and Canada. 


“Strictly Modern” 

Sheraton officials believe their 
subsidiary, which so far has doled 
out over $300,000 for antiques, is 
unique among major hotel chains. 
A spokesman for Hilton Hotels mer- 
ely snaps: “At Hilton we’re interest- 
ed strictly in modern furniture.” 

Sheraton’s antique - gathering ac- 
tivities were initiated by Ernest Hen- 
derson, the chain’s president, who 
has long been fascinated by old 
furniture.

Sheraton officials insist antiques are 
much more than a corporate hobby. 
Willis B. Clough, who heads Shera- 
ton Service, says the antiques add 
“distinction and prestige” to the 
luxury suites and public rooms and, 
in addition, have “tremendous appeal” 
to women. 

The antiques, says Mr. Clough, 

“do something to a room, by taking 
it out of the commonplace.” In this 
way, he claims, there is nothing in 
contemporary furniture to compare 
with antiques. 
_In addition, he contends, the an- 
tiques often are more useful and 
even more serviceable than modern 
pieces. 
_ “We’re not particularly interested 
in museum pieces, although we have 
some. We go after pieces that are 
old and beautiful and, above all, 
serviceable,” explains Mr. Clough, 
seated on a 180-year old Duncan 
Phyfe sofa which soon will be re- 
covered and shipped to one of the 
chain’s hotels. 

Take the table in the Sheraton 
Plaza lobby, on which hundreds of 
people sit each year unaware that 
it dates back two centuries. “If it 
hadn’t been sturdily built it would 
have collapsed long ago,” says H. 
de Fine Nyboe, general manager of 
the hotel. “I thought it would the 
day I counted 10 men seated on it 
at one time.” 

An antique secretary, says Mr. 
Clough, usually is more useful than 
a modern desk because in most cases 
it contains more drawers. “And 
there’s no question,’ contends the 
Sheraton executive, “‘that a well-built 
antique will outlast most modern 
furniture.” 


Mr. Henderson still actively vur- 
sues antiques on his own; his own 
home on Louisburg Square in Bos- 
ton’s Beacon Hill section is filled 
with antiques of all description. 


Antiques and the Astor 


On occasion, Mr. Henderson con- 
cedes, his hobby gets the better of 
him. Several years ago he went to 
New York to sign final papers for 
the purchase of the giant Hotel 
Astor, but he says he got so in- 
volved in an antique hunting expedi- 
tion on Manhattan’s lower East Side 
that he completely forgot about the 
appointment. He was located only 
after a frantic search. 


One problem facing the hotel’s 
buyers, however, is the steadily in- 
creasing public interest in antiques. 
Mr. Clough dolefully reports that 
only a few days ago he attended an 
auction at which the bidding was so 
exuberant that he wound up merely 
buying a portrait. 

Sheraton buys antiques from auc- 
tions, antique shops, private homes, 
estates and even from foreign deal- 
ers. The company itself quietly re- 
sells those antiaues it does not use, 
but makes no effort to advertise its 
items. Many people, however, regu- 
larly browse through Mr. Clough’s 
building in search of good buys. 


Mr. Clough operates in an old red- 
brick building in downtown Boston, 
not far from the waterfront. The 
8.500-square-foot floor is covered 
with some 1,500 antiques of all kinds. 
Some are in the process of restora- 
tion in the company’s repair shop 
there.

Glass Paperweights hpi

PART IV 


LET’S GO INSIDE 


In “A Concise Encyclopedia of Antiques,” Vol. II, Mr. 
James Melton writes: 


“Paperweights are among the most difficult things 
to discuss on paper. This may be because they are so 
hard to photograph and reproduce on paper with 
success in order to fully illustrate their many de- 
tails, and the touches that betray to the expert the 
factory whence they emanated. For that reason— 
they must be examined and handled over the years 
in order to acquire a rea] knowledge of their many 
points.” 


Expressed in different language, this is almost the 
identical thought as the quotation I made from Ruth 
Webb Lee several months ago in this column, 


Why then do I persist in writing and ulustrating on 
paper? Maybe I just like to write. Maybe I’m just stub- 
born. Maybe I believe that, approached from a different 
angle, it might be possible to convey something in the 
way of knowledge via the paper route. You who have 
been following these notes will have observed I use illus- 
trations to demonstrate a feature. If you learn these les- 
sons well it will enable you to recognize some features 
of weights when you see them, and perhaps, shorten 
the time it will require for you to familiarize yourself 
with the weights themselves. 


Up to now we have been dealing mostly with the 
outward aspects of weights. We now approach (and with 
some degree of trepidation, I must confess), the in- 
nards; the design—the internal decoration — the motif, 
if you please. But it is still part of the language lesson. 


First, as we venture inside, let’s tackle Millefiori, 
pronounced mill’-uh-fee-ore’-ee, accent on two syllables— 
the first and the penultimate. It’s an Italian word and 
means “thousand flowers.’”? Sometimes you may see the 
French version—“millefleur.” It’s pronounced a little 
differently and if you don’t speak French you can’t pro- 
— it anyway. It means the same thing — “thousands 

owers.” 


My personal enthusiasm for millefiori weights may 
incline me to over-emphasize this category. This prob- 
ably will become apparent so I may as well confess it. 
Now I like the flower weights, the butterflies and the 
like, but to me a flower weight is to a fine close mille- 
fiori what a single rose is to an entire garden. You can 
spend an hour or several] loeking at a lovely flower 
garden. You can admire it as a whole—you can admire 
sections of it—you can move around and take a close 
look at the wide variety of individual blooms. With each 
look you discover new detail to relish. Can you spend 
an hour or several looking at a single flower? 


Similarly, one can look at a close millefiori and find 
pleasure from many angles. You can look at it through 
a lens and examine all the detail of the individual set- 
ups, marveling at the variety and intricacy of form and 
savoring the equally wide variety of superb colors. Each 
time you examine such a weight you discover new detail 
which previously had escaped your notice. One can en- 
joy a flower weight, but surely not to the same degree. 


Millefiori weights! Gateway to quality. Gateway to 
the realm of advanced collecting. In the Free Masonry 
of weight collecting, acquisition of the first millefiori 
of known quality origin may be considered to consti- 
tute the first degree in the initiation ritual. Their va- 
riety, seemingly endless, does however, break down into 
definible classifications. Lowest on the totem pole are the 
broken candies. 


Broken candy weights, sometimes called simply “can- 
dies” and sometimes “scrambled,” are for the most part, 
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simply pieces of canes assembled into a weight complete- 
ly at random. They are quite colorful and interesting. 
Except for the Orientals they all appear to have been 
made by the better known factories. The meta] in 
them is of good quality. A _ study of them 
gives the widest possible concept of the various types 
of canes made in the factories which produced them. 
Sometimes in a broken candy, one may find fragments or 
even complete canes bearing dates and signatures. 
Clichy broken candies sometimes are found containing 
canes bearing the initia] “C’”. Sometimes the entire word 
“CLICHY” will be found. Sandwich canes with dates some- 
times are found in candy weights made in that factory. 
Baccarat seems to be the only important factory which 
did not make candy weights. Or, if they did, I have 
never seen one nor read of any. 

Fig. 18 pictures broken candy weights from the New 
England Glass Co., Sandwich and Gilliland, in this coun- 
try, and Clichy and St. Louis in France. 

It is to be regretted that many serious cullectors think 
ig of the candies. I believe they miss something. 

ey are so interesting to study. Occasionally one is en- 
countered with canes which contain silhouettes. A per- 
son actually could make a collection of nothing but can- 
dies and have fine, colorful examples of the work of 
many good makers, and at relatively small cost. 

Macedoine, pronounced Mass’-uh-dwan’, is a term 
which, by its strict definition, could be applied to all 
broken candy weights. However, it seems to be more ap- 

ropriately applied to that form of weights where the 
he consists principally of colored twists of filigree. 
Sometimes they are scrambled at random and sometimes 
arranged in a pattern, somewhat like a checkerboard. 
Known to have been made both at Sandwich and at St. 
Louis, they are so nearly identical in appearance that 
they can be distinguished only with the help of the ultra- 
violet light. And under the light one gets readings which 
strongly suggest that a third company, probably Bris- 
tol, also made them. A typical macedoine is illustrated 
in Fig. 19. 

Next in line we will consider the scattered millefiori. 
These are weights where the individual canes or set-ups 
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are all placed in a vertical aspect instead of tumbled 
at random, but with intervening spaces and in no par- 
ticular pattern. The Clichy factory was a prolific pro- 
ducer of such weights, many of them being in the small 
or miniature types. Being in such abundant supply, these 
little Clichy weights are relatively cheap, as paper- 
weights go. For many people they constitute the lure 
by which the second big step toward advanced collecting 
is taken. I still have the first such Clichy weight I ac- 
quired. It was in studying that weight I started to learn 
what the Clichy canes looked like — how they seemed to 
spread or flare at the bottom. I learned from that weight 
what the authorities meant when they used the term 

‘pastry mold” in describing the appearance of Clichy 
canes. I learned, too, to recognize the “frothiness” which 
surrounds many of the Clichy set-ups. 

It was in studying this weight I was prompted to count 
the serrations in the canes. I found that in that weight 
the serration count was 8 and 16. This led to the hypo- 
thesis that there might be a pattern of some sort where- 
by the serration count could be used as one more detail 
assisting towards more positive attribution. I shall have 
more to say on this much later. While these little Clichy 
scattered millefiori weights may be transition pieces you 
will find your interest in them far from transitory. 
When you get one, you’ll want more. 

Clichy used the scattered millefiori arrangement not 
only for the little miniature weights on crystal ground, 
but also for many of their better weights, such as the 
color ground. They also made a great number using 
the muslin ground. All of them are lovely. 

Baccarat used the scattered set-ups freely but in 
their better weights. A great many of the Baccarat 
signed and dated weights are scattered millefiori on 
muslin ground. They are beautiful weights and avidly 
sought after. At almost the top of the millefiori heap 
will be found Baccarat carpet ground and star dust as 
the ground for scattered millefiori set-ups. 

So far as I have seen to date, none of the early good 
American manufacturers produced a scattered millefiori 
weight. Fig. 20 illustrates two types of the scattered 
millefiori treatment, on the left a Baccarat on muslin 
ground and on the right a Clichy on crystal ground.

Twenty cities across the nation will 
utilize special slogan canceling ma- 
chine die hubs from November 1, 1958 
through November 1, 1959, marking 
the 25th anniversary of the Academy 
of American Poets. These cities are 
New York, Philadelphia, Detroit, 
Cleveland, Boston, St. Louis, San 
Francisco, Houston, Miami, Washing- 
ton, Los Angeles, Buffalo (N. Y.), 
Minneapolis, New Orleans, Denver, 
Richmond, Atlanta, Seattle, and 
Searsdale (N. Y.). 

A total of 365,072 first day covers 
was canceled August 15, 1958, when 
the 4-cent Atlantic Cable Centennial 
commemorative stamp was placed on 
sale at New York, N. Y. There were 
1,929,375 stamps sold that day, with 
a value of $77,175.00. 

There were 156,474 of the 5-cent 
Air Mail Postal Cards canceled on 
July 31, 1958, at Wichita, Kans., when 
this new card was first placed on 
sale.

Postmaster Gen. Arthur E. Sum- 
merfield has announced that the De- 
partment will issue five commemora- 
tive postage stamps and a conserva- 
tion stamp during 1959 as follows: 

1. A stamp honoring “World Peace 
Through World Trade” to be issued 
on April 19, 1959, at Washington, 
D. C., on the opening day of the meet- 
ing of the International Chamber of 
Commerce. 

2. A “Balioon Jupiter” stamp to be 
issued at Lafayette, Ind., on August 
17, 1959, the 100th anniversary of the 
balloon flight carrying air mail. 

3. A “Pan American Games” stamp 
to be issued on August 27, 1959, at 
the opening of the third Pan Amer- 
ican Games in Chicago, Ill. Nearly 
8,000 athletes from 25 North and 
South American countries will par- 
ticipate. 

4, A “Petroleum Industry” stamp 
to be issued on August 27, 1959, at 
Titusville, Penn., commemorating the 
100th anniversary of the discovery 
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of the first artesian oil well in Amer- 
ica 

5. A “Dental Health” stamp to be 
issued in New York, N. Y., on Sep- 
tember 21, 1959, at ‘the opening day 
of the American Dental Association’s 
Centennial meeting. 

6. A “Soil Conservation” stamp, the 
sixth in the Post Office Department’s 
Conservation series, will be issued 
during 1959 on a date and site to 
be announced later. 

The denominations, designs and col- 
ors of these six stamps will be an- 
nounced later. 


The Smithsonian Institution’s Di- 
vision of Philately and Postal His- 
tory has received from the Library 
of Congress two extraordinary col- 
lections of essays and proofs of 
United States stamps, one formed by 
the late Senator Ernest R. Ackerman, 
of Plainfield, N. J., and the other by 
the late Clarence H. Eagle, Port 
Washington, N. Y. 

Under an agreement reached by 
Secretary Leonard Carmichael, of the 
Smithsonian Institution, and Dr. L. 
Quincy Mumford, Librarian of Con- 
gress, other philatelic materials in the 
Library are to be transferred-to the 
Smithsonian’s National Postage 
Stamp Collection. 

Essays and proofs of stamps hold 
a special interest for philatelists in 
the formation of complete collections. 

An essay, in the stamp collector’s 
terminology, refers to one or more 
printed designs submitted as samples 
of the workmanship a firm can pro- 
duce. It accompanies their bid for 
the contract to supply various stamp 
issues. From among these proposed 
stamp designs a selection is made. 
When a given essay has received ap- 
proval it then is known as a proof. 

Several types of proof impressions 
can exist. Proofs can be taken at 
stages during the making of a steel 
die or wood block, and are known as 
progressive proofs until the final fin- 
ished proof is approved for use. Sim- 
ilarly, proofs may be taken of litho- 
graphed, typographed, or electrotyped 
designs. Proofs in colors are often 
submitted for selection of the appro- 
priate color to be used, and these are 
called trial] color proofs when of a 
different color than the issued stamp. 
Generally, before printing the sheets 
of stamps from the plates which are 
used on the presses, final check im- 
pressions are taken and these are 
known as plate proofs. 

Proofs, and essays also, are im- 
pressed on paper of different kinds; 
the usual kind, however, is India pa- 
per. Some proofs are readily obtain- 
able, a condition indicative that they 
have been produced especially for sale 
to stamp collectors, but such is not 
usual for proofs and essays are sel- 
dom produced in quantities, and are 
only incidental to the particular man- 
ufacturing process, They are relative- 
ly scarce when compared to the ac- 
tual number of resultant stamps. 

Besides recording the steps in the 
history of a stamp’s manufacture, 
proofs and essays add a distinct flare 
to any display of stamps. Most proof

impressions are truly beautiful works 
of art and are treasured by the phila- 
telist. 

The Ackerman collection contains 
three large volumes and consists of 
die and plate proofs of the United 
States postage stamps from 1847 
through the Columbian issue of 1898. 
included are groups of due, official, 
newspaper, and special] delivery 
stamps. Several interesting multiple 
pieces are present, including card- 
board and India plate proofs. Of par- 
ticular interest are imprint blocks of 
the 1869 pictorial issue denominations 
and two blocks of six showing the 
cracked plate of the Franklin Car- 
rier stamp. The collection totals over 
1,330 specimens. 

The Eagle collection of 24 bound 
volumes includes essays, proofs, color 
trials, and progressive die proofs of 
United States private proprietary 
stamps of 1864 and 18838. Four vol- 
umes are devoted to essays and pronfs 
of United States postage stamps. The 
collection has 5,455 specimens,

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No Postal Validity 


So-called “Free Romania” stamps 
distributed from Spain are mere la- 
bels with no postal validity, the Amer- 
ican Philatelic Society warns. 

Chairman Robert W. Murch of the 
society’s new issues watchdog com- 
mittee says the stamps are produc- 
tions of a Romanian emigre group. 
One depicts the Russian bear ram- 
pant over a map of Europe, an over- 
print purports to sommemorate the 
40th anniversary of the battle of 
Marasesti, a third one marks the 
500th anniversary of the enthrone- 
ment of Stephen the Great. 

The APS committee also cites the 
following other “album weeds”: 

Australia Olympic Games souvenir 
sheets—“‘Regular Australian stamps 
but printed in smaller size in souve- 
nir sheet form.” Labels prepared by 
“sharp promoters.” 


“Free Belgian Congo” — 100-franc 
airmail miniature sheet sold for 125 
franes to benefit the Congo Red Cross. 
Also Congo regulars  overprinted 
“USA Detachment—Air Mail.” 


Murch’s committee also takes a 
dim view of the current postal pol- 
icy of Ghana. He cites “the flood of 
special and commemorative issues... 
special conference issues, postal rec- 
ognition of several new chartered air- 
planes, the prime minister’s visit to 
the United States and Canada, etc.” 
as contrary to the new African na- 
tion’s announced “conservative” pol- 
icy.

Summerfield reported recently he has 
been informed by the Dutch Postal 
Administration that they have form- 
ed a Dutch Handwriting Foundation 
to encourage letter writing as an aid 
to better understanding among the 
peoples of the world.

D.H. van der Toorn, Director Gen- 
era! of the Netherlands Post, Tele- 
phones and Telegraphs, as follows: 

“I congratulate your Postal Ad- 
ministration upon the formation of 
a Dutch Handwriting Foundation to 
coordinate Letter Writing Week and 
other handwriting activities. 

“For the past twenty-one years the 
Post Office Department of the Unit- 
ed States has participated in an 
annual event emphasizing the value 
of letter writing as a link between 
peoples throughout the world.

We wish that some competent 
sculptor might create a statue to 
“Muddling Through,” The Builder 
and the Thinker are far too cold 
and intellectual to represent progress 
in this human world. The old Brit- 
ish phrase, “muddling through,” 
seems to describe the ways of the 
old world, and of the U.S.A., for 
the year 1958. It was a year of mud- 
dled progress, but real progress, in 
many ways. 

In world affairs the year brought 
the problem of the Middle East. There 
was great shouting of “principles,” 
great rattling of atomic sabers, and 
all the trappings of a world crisis. 
The U.S.A. found all ofits toy plans 
for the Mid-East messed up and 
stepped on. But we muddled through. 
After building the matter up as a 
great world crisis, Russia sneaked off 
from the U.N. conference with its face 
red, having only contributed to a 
more definite status for neutrality. 
Nasser, with great snorts of aggres- 
sion over the airways was bent on 
building a great and rich personal 
empire in a hurry. By the end of the 
year he found himself in the dreary, 
plodding position of muddling 
through. 

As we write, well in advance of 
alee communist China and the 

.S.A. are huffing and puffing and 
trying to blow up the tiny island 
of Quemoy to the size and importance 
of a major continent. The rest of 
the world seems to be sitting by with 
tongue in cheek, hoping neither of 
the brawlers will accidentally dis- 
charge his blunderbuss. The modern 
world has heard the cry of “wolf! 
wolf!” about another world war, and 
is getting a bit tired and a bit cynical 
about the whole affair. The world 
seems to be settling down to the proc- 
ess of “muddling through.” If a cou- 
ple of bullies want to have a fight, 
why worry the whole world about it? 
Yes, “muddling through” is the pro- 
ductive process of thinking without 
turning every local noise into a five- 
eleven alarm. 

In a domestic way, 1958, heard the 
shrill ery of “wolf! wolf!” as a re- 
cession brought on a fear of depres- 
sion. There were some frantic raids 


on the public treasury that will for- 
ever weaken the value of the dollar. 
But in general we have muddled 
through and we are headed up a 
long slow hill. We muddled through 
without tearing our economic frame- 
work to tatters. 

Integration, etc., etc., started out 
1958 as a loud and noisy attempt to 
reverse suddenly all of the many and 
sundry ills that color has ever been 
heir to. Many people were hurrying 
off with their household goods and 
leaving their old homes by the thou- 
sands. The end of the year reflects 
more real thinking on how the rights 
of everyone may be truly and fully 
protected, without undue damage to 
anyone. The sound process of ‘mud- 
dling through” is on the way. 

“Muddling through” seems to be 
that slow, deliberate process of think- 
ing that carefully takes into account 
the thousand and one needs and 
thoughts of a thousand and one kinds 
of people. In the long run it contrib- 
utes much more than the flashy bril- 
liance of revolutionary “thinking” 
that would suddenly dart to some ob- 
jective, 

Who accepts the challenge to create 
an adequate statue of “Muddling 
Through?”

In the nearly one hundred and sev- 
enty years, since the days of John 
Marshall, the Supreme Court has 
never been questioned as it is to- 
day. Thirty-six Chief Justices of 
state supreme courts, in their con- 
vention during the past year, were 
officially critical of recent behavior 
of the Supreme Court. This was not 
a group of politicians talking and 
making headlines, but the greatest ar- 
ray of basic legal talent assembled 
during the year, and from all parts 
of the nation. 

The Dred Scott Decision, and the 
problem of “The Nine Old Men,” 
were mere ripples on the surface 
compared with the present problem 
of the Supreme Court, and indeed 
the Constitution itself, for the Con- 
stitution has generally been accepted 


by the public as something to be in- 
terpreted or explained by the Su- 
preme Court. 

Little Rock, and many other mat- 
ters that blacken headlines are mere 
straws in the wind. The basic prob- 
lem is that of how much administra- 
tive and legislative power is to be 
left in the hands of elected officials, 
and how much given to appointed offi- 
cials, including the nine justices. 

Recent wild screaming of “Law of 
ithe Land!” “‘Law of the Land!’ is 
gradually settling down into a sober 
evaluation of, Exactly What Is The 
Law Of The Land?

It is hard to believe that any “young- 
ster” like a ’34 car is now a collec- 
tor’s item, but it is.

There are still replace- 
ment parts for old models both in 
junk yards and left in the hands 
of dealers. Perhaps there is nothing 
like transportation devices to bring 
out the nostalgic collector instincts.

A Collection That Attracts 
Two Million Yearly Visitors 

Dr. V. Clain-Stefanelli, curator of 
the Smithsonian Institution’s coin 
collection, announces that this col- 
lection now consists of nearly 65,000 
specimens. It contains coins and 
medals of all periods and metals as 
well as paper currencies. 

The collection had its start in 1793 
at the United States Mint in Phila- 
delphia. Each year the chief coiner 
would set aside a specimen of each 
type and date of coin minted. This 
mint collection was transferred to the 
Smithsonian after the First World 
War. 

To this collection have been added 
coins of foreign countries of all pe- 
riods in various metals from iron to 
gold and platinum. In addition, ex- 
tremely valuable coin collections have 
been presented to the Institution by 
private donors. 

Beginning with Ptolemy I of 
Egypt, 3238-285 B.C., who was the 
first man to place his portrait on 
a coin, nearly every famous person 
in history will be found portrayed 
on coins and medals in the Smith- 
sonian collection. This adds greatly 
to the historical value of the collec- 
tion for, in many instances such 
portraits are not to be found in any 
other medium of art. 

Of special interest is the long 
series of Roman portrait coins which 
begins with Julius Caesar and con- 
tinues to the late Roman Empire 
some 500 years later. While the 
Romans never surpassed the Greeks 
in art, they did excel in portraiture 
and their rulers are depicted in a 
realistic fashion. 

There are many coin denominations 
that are closely interwoven with his- 
tory and literature, and such pieces 
cannot fail to arouse the curiosity 
and interest of the visitor. Among 
the ancient coins will be found the 
widow’s mite and the tribute penny 
mentioned in the Bible. The Venetian 
ducat, the florin of Florence, and the 
Spanish doubloon, which for centur- 
ies ruled the money markets of the 
world, are on view, as are other de- 
nominations of lasting fame. 

Of unusual interest in the United 
States series are the denominations 
that once circulated but for some 
reason or other proved to be neither 
necessary nor popular. These include 
the half-cent, the two-, three-, and 
20c pieces, and the trade dollar. 

Perhaps the question most fre- 
quently asked regarding the collec- 
tion is what it is worth. This ques-

tion, the curator explains, cannot be 
answered, for the collection contains 
many unique pieces that have never 
been offered on the coin market, and 
so there is no basis by which to esti- 
mate their value. Whatever monetary 
value might be placed on the collec- 
tion would be small in comparison 
with its artistic and historical worth. 

The earliest coins represented are 
the staters of Lydia, in Asia Minor, 
which were coined about 700 B.C. 
These crude little globular - shaped 
pieces were made from a natural 
alloy containing 75 percent gold and 
25 percent silver. These are the 
first coins “invented” by man. 

Examples of the first silver coins, 
silver staters from the island of 
Aegina, are also in the collection, 
and these date from about 600 B.C. 

One section of the United States 
portion of the collection is devoted 
to the pattern or experimental pieces 
which were made at the mint as 
early as 1792 and continued up until 
fairly recent years. Many of these 
designs were never adopted, but they 
served a useful purpose in helping 
our designers arrive at a design that 
would be attractive as well as resist- 
ant to wear. 

The collection of Lincoln medals 
and tokens which is on display in 
the Coin Room was formed by the late 
Robert Hewitt of New York. It com- 
prises 1,300 pieces and is the largest 
of its kind in existence. 

The exhibit of paper money is di- 
vided into seven periods, the first 
of which is devoted to the notes is- 
sued by the Thirteen Colonies pre- 
vious to the time of the Revolution. 
This is followed by the issues au- 
thorized by the Continental Congress 
from 1775 to 1779. 

Following this is a representative 
exhibit of the notes issued by private 
banks from 1800 to 1860, U. S. frac- 
tional notes from three to 50 cents, 
Confederate currency, and U. S. Gov- 
ernment notes. On display is, for 
instance, a complete set in duplicate 
of all U. S. current paper money 
from the $1 to $10,000 bill. These 
were especially prepared by the U. S. 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing, 
and while they have no face or 
“spending” value they never fail to 
fascinate the passers-by. 

The coin collection is located in 
the Smithsonian’s Arts and Industries 
Building, in Washington, and_ is 
viewed by more than two million 
visitors every year.

On Cylinders and Discs 


Thirty years ago, in December, 
1928, the Gramophone and Talking 
Machine News made some editorial 
comments that serve well as the in- 
troduction to this article. The re- 
marks from the now discontinued 
English publication are the more suit- 
able because Christmas of 1958 is so 
much in our minds; 

“Countless writers have written 
about Christmas, but the greatest of 
all, and the man who most of all 
seemed to love the season, was 
Charles Dickens. Dickens revelled in 
Christmas and delighted in the fes- 
tivities and the charitable feelings 
which it evoked. There were no gram- 
ophones in Dickens’ day, nor for years 
after his death, but had the all-em- 
bracing instrument been invented 
then, it is extremely probable that 
he would have introduced it in the 
scenes of some of his chapters des- 
cribing a Christmas festivity. In one 
of his novels there is an episode of 
an exceedingly kind old employer who 
on Christmas Eve gets his assistants 
to vlear out the long room in his 
warehouse so that he and all his 
workmen jand employees may dan72 
Sir Roger de Coverley and other 
dances to the accompaniment of good 
cheer in the way of viands and liq- 
uids, which was ‘the only accompani-

ment Dickens could think of in the 
day in which he wrote. There was no 
music. Had there been a gramophone 
in the room he would have been able 
to depict the scene with much more 
joviality.” 

The editor’s memory was inaccu- 
rate, The scene he referred to is the 
description of “old Fezziwig’s” ball 
in “A Christmas Carol,” and there 
was music. Dickens tells us: “In tame 
a fiddler with a music-book, and went 
up tothe lofty desk, and made an or- 
chestra of it, and tuned like fifty stom- 
ach iaches.” And the editorial could 
have gone farther and pointed out 
that if the phonograph, or gramo- 
phone, had existed when Dickens was 
alive we might today hear his re- 
corded voice reading excerpts from 
his works. 

What a pity the lives of America’s 
greatest inventor, Thomas Alva Edi- 
son, and England’s best loved nov- 
elist, Charles John Huffam Dickens, 
didn’t more nearly coincide! Edison 
produced his first tinfoil phonograph 
in 1877, seven years after Dickens 
died. If sound reproduction had been 
developed 30 years earlier, we no 
doubt should have Dickens recordings 
and they would be worth having, be- 
cause the great author was proud of 
being superior in everything he un- 
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dertook. In his teens he became the 
best shorthand writer in England 
and soon afterward was known as 
the best newspaper reporter. From 
the ages of 24 to 30 he set a record 
no other young novelist has equalled 
by writing an unbroken series of 
masterpieces: “Pickwick Papers,” 
“Mliver Twist,” “Nicholas Nickleby,” 

“he Old Curiosity Shop” and “Bar- 
niuby Rudge.” 

After becoming world famous 2s an 
author he was recognized as the best 
amateur actor and the most accom- 
plished after-dinner speaker of his 
time. And the audiences who for half 
a generation heard him read from his 
books and impersonate the creations 
of his brain, agreed with few dis- 
senting voices, that no one else was 
capable of giving such an amazing 
one man performance. 

Dickens is dead and we shall never 
hear him read. But in recent years 
a brilliant Welsh actor, Emlyn Wil- 
liams, has been doing much the same 
thing Dickens did. Made up to look 
like the novelist and using Dickens’ 
own reading stand, he enacts scenes 
from the books. One of Williams’ 
most remarkable achievements is his 
successful adaptation of “Bleak

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House” in which he portrays more 
than a score of characters. 

Another gifted Dickens reader is 
the Hon. Secretary of the Dickens 
Fellowship, John Greaves. As this ar- 
ticle appears, Mr. Greaves is prob- 
ably in the States, giving recitals 
over a wide area. He has made tape 
recordings of his interpretations but 
these have not yet been issued in 
commercial form. 

However, the Decca Company in 
England has recorded Emlyn Wil- 
liams in one of his reading programs 
which occupies both sides of two 12- 
inch long-playing discs. They are 
available in this country under the 
London label on records LL1619 and 
1620. After a brief introduction, in 
which Williams takes the part of 
Dickens himself reading for the en- 
tertainment of his admirers, he gives 
the “Moving in Society Scenes” from 
“Our Mutual Friend;” excerpts from 
“Dombey and Son,” including Little 
Paul’s touching deathbed scene; “Mr. 
Bob Sawyer Gives a Christmas Par- 
ty” from “Pickwick Papers;” “The 
Signalman,” a ghost tale from 
“Christmas Stories;” “Mr. Chops,” 
also from “Christmas Stories,’ and 
“The Fancy Ball,” an episode from 
“A Tale of Two Cities.” 

Acquiring the Williams’ LP’s has 
strengthened my desire to do some- 
thing I have been meaning: to tackle 
for years—write an article giving as 
nearly a complete a listing as possible 
of the earliest records of Dickens, and 
mentioning the more outstanding ones 
which have become available since 
electric recording was developed. 
More than ten years ago I wrote a 
similar, but not comprehensive arti- 
cle for The Dickensian, the official 
organ of the Dickens Fellowship. One 
of the greatest surprises of my life 
came when I ordered a book pub- 
lished in England, “Dickens the Dram- 
atist,” by F. Dubrez Faweett, and 
found the author mentioning my 
Dickensian contribution and relying 
chiefly on it for his references to 
Dickens recordings. The book, pub- 
lished in 1952, lists a number of discs 
of Dickens interest. These will be 
referred to later. Meanwhile, I should 
like to take a long backward look 
into the past and tell of the earliest 
Dickens recordings I know anything 
about. 


II. Earliest Dickens Recordings 

Throughout the acoustic recording 
era, English buyers of discs and ty- 
linders were offered a much greater 
variety of entertainment than their 
American counterparts, because there 
were many more phonograph firms— 
large and small—in the British Isles 
than there were over here. For years 
American companies issued nothing 
from the Dickens repertoire, whereas 
the English manufacturers were of- 
fering readings and recitations more 
than half a century ago. 

However, in spite of this lack of 
American interest, a long forgotten 
pianist named Noble McDonald may 
have had the distinction of combining 
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the first recording of a Dickens flavor 
with one of the first disc records ever 
made of the piano when he performed 
for 7-inch Berliner record No. 266 in 
Washington, D. C., on July 28, 1897. 
The selection was composed by the 
late celebrated bandmaster and trom- 
bone virtuoso, Arthur Pryor, and the 
title was “Little Nell.” 


Since the heroine of Dickens’ “Old 
Curiosity Shop” was “Little Nell” 
Trent, it seems likely Pryor had her 
in mind when he set down his in- 
strumenta] opus. I have never heard 
of any vocal version of this number 
and doubt its having words, It has, 
however, been recorded ‘as a solo for 
such diverse instruments as orches- 
tra bells, cornet and trombone. If 
Pryor was thinking of Little Nell, 
whose death made millions weep, the 
Berliner travesty of piano recording 
was almost certainly the first eylin- 
der or dise to have a Dickens subject. 


No doubt attaches to the theme of 
another “Little Nell,” sung by two 
blind men from Knoxville, Tenn., Les- 
ter McFarland and Robert A. Giard- 
ner, and issued as a “Southern-style” 
offering on Brunswick record No. 286 
in 1930. Obviously a ditferent compo- 
sition from Pryor’s but of unknown 
origin, the singers describe the search 
Little Nell’s grandfather pitifully car- 
ried on for her after her death. The 
chorus repeats the feeble old man’s 
despairing cry, “Oh, let her come to- 
morrow!” and the song ends with his 
death on her tomb, just as it is de- 
scribed in the book. I would guess the 
song was composed in England and 
goes back more than a_ hundred 
years. 


One of the earliest vocal records 
of Dickens appeal may be “Poor Lit- 
tle Nell,” sung by Fred Dixon and 
issued by the Zonophone Company in 
England in April, 1904. Conceivably, 
it is the same song McFarland and 
Gardner sang. But, since I haven’t 
heard the record, I can’t say with 
certainty that Dickens’ “Little Nell” 
is referred to. There is similar un- 
certainty concerning Edison two-min- 
ute cylinder, 18074, “The Golden Dust- 
man,” sung by Albert Whelan and is- 
sued in July, 1904, This may refer 
to Nicodemus Boffin, “the Golden Dust- 
man” in my favorite Dickens book, 
“Our Mutual Friend.” 


On the other hand there is no un- 
certainty about another Zonophone 
record, sung by George Sherwood and 
in June, 1904. The title, 
“Dolly Varden,” could refer only to 
“the locksmith’s blcoming daughter” 
in “Barnaby Rudge.” 


Too, there can hardly be doubt 
that when somebody writes a song, 
as several composers have done, called 
“The Cricket on the Hearth,” he is 
thinking of Dickens’ Christmas book 
by that title. One such song appeared 
in the Victor Herbert opera, “The 
Spring Maid,” and was issued in Ju- 
ly, 1913, on Victor Purple Labe) rec- 
ord 60102, as a duet by the soprano 
star of the production, Christie Mac- 
donald, and Reinald Werrenrath. It 
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was later combined on 45189 with 
Miss Macdonald’s solo version of 
“Day Dreams, Visions of Bliss.” 


III. Early Readings from 
Dickens’ Books 


The first mention I have seen of a 
reading from a Dickens book is 
Sterling two-minute cylinder No. 5014, 
issued in England in. July, 1905. This 
is “The Death of Little Nell,” re- 
cited by Albert Whelan, “with inci- 
dental effects by Sterling Orchestra 
and chimes.” As this is written, Whe- 
lan, who underwent an operation a 
few months ago for the removal of 
one leg, is still alive at the age of 82. 
The veteran Australian music hall 
entertainer famous for whistling 
“Jolly Fellows Waltz” as the opening 
and closing’ theme of his music hall 
act, entertained British troops in both 
World Wars. He was reported by 
Variety to be impatient after his 
operation to get back to entertaining. 

Another still active octogenarian 
Bransby Williams, who is perhaps 
the foremost of all impersonators of 
Dickens characters, made his record- 
ing debut over 50 years ago. In No- 
vember, 1905, Edison’s British branch 
issued for the Christmas trade Wil- 
liams’ reading of “The Awakening 
of Scrooge,” on cylinder 133853, Con- 
currently, Edison published what was 
probably the first excerpt from “Pick- 
wick.” “Wardle’s Christmas Party” 
was recorded by The Edison Carol 
Singers, who probably included Er- 
nest Pike and Peter Dawson. I won- 
der if they introduced an atrocious 
song, “A Christmas Carol,” which 
Dickens interpolated into the Christ- 
mas chapter of “Pickwick.” As far 
as I know, there has never been a 
recording of that rough-hewn ditty, 
whose title anticipates Dickens’ im- 
mortal “A Christmas Carol” book by 
half a dozen years. 

A better known “Pickwick” poem, 
“The Ivy Green,” was adapted to mu- 
sic by Henry Russell in 1836, when 
Mr. Pickwick’s adventures were ap- 
pearing as a monthly serial. I have 
a copy of the first American edition 
of the sheet music, but cannot re- 
eall any recording of Russell’s set- 
ting of the Dickens’ verses. However, 
in September, 1915, the Victor Com- 
pany issued a Blue Label record of 
“The Ivy Green” (45067), set to a 
melody by Beethoven and sung by 
Reinald Werrenrath. I believe this 
was the first American recording of 
anything written by Dickens. 


IV. More Early English Recordings 

In another record for the 1905 
Christmas trade, the Gramophone 
Company called on Whelan to recite 
“Scrooge’s Christmas Morning” from 
“A Christmas Carol” on No. G 
1309. 

Echoes of Little Paul Dombey’s 
deathbed scene in “Dombey and Son” 
were heard in a ballad of the 1840’s, 
“What are the Wild Waves Saying?” 
which repeated the unanswerable 
question the dying child addressed to 
his sister, Florence. The British Zo- 
nophone Company revived the aged 
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“sob-song” in November, 1906, on 
record 44049. It was sung as a duet 
by the most popular English record- 
ing tenor of that time, the late Er- 
nest Pike, and Walter Miller. 

In March, 1907, Pryor’s “Little 
Nell Two-Step” was given another 
workout, this time in an orchestra 
bells solo by Chris Chapman on Gram- 
ophone 10-inch record G. C. 9874, 
taken from an imported Victor mas- 
ter. 

The Talking Machine News for Oc- 
tober, 1907, published an interesting 
mention of one of Albert Whelan’s 
Dickens recordings. A reporter told 
of a chat with Russell Hunting, the 
American comedian. who headed the 
recording department. Hunting had 
a genius for obtaining clear record- 
ed sound and unusual effects. Says 
the reporter: 


He had an

In the review section there is 
another mention of the record No. 
1064, “Old Dan Peggotty,” in which 
“the artist in a voice in which age 
and sorrow blend tells of ‘his faith 
and love for a favorite niece who has 
left him and gone astray.” 

Some months later, in June, 1908, 
Whelan made another record of “The 
Death of Little Nell,” this time on 
Sterling cylinder 1071. I wonder if 
any of these antique cylinder record- 
ings of his voice still exist—whether, 
indeed, any of the fragile wax cylin- 
ders I am mentioning have survived. 

Following Edison’s example of a 
couple of years before, Edison Bell (a 
different firm) also decided to issue 
a version of “Wardle’s Christmas 
Party.” It came out in December, 
1910. It is difficult to take this asser- 
tion from The Talking Machine News 
at full value: 

“Wardle’s Christmas Party,” 
derstand from creditable sources, has 
given quite a fillip to Dickens’ works. 
The publishers could not divine what 
had revived interest in our great no- 


velist, but one of them, having by 
chance heard the record, the word was 


we un- 


passed around the trade and the mys- 
tery was at once made manifest... . 
The record (No. 221) is a delightful 
entertainment in itself, straight from 
Dickens. All the Dickens characters are 
there—Mr. and Mrs. Wardle, Pickwick 
of course, Winkle and the others, not 
forgetting the Fat Boy. We have a 
song “The Ivy Green,’ a speech by 
Mr. Pickwick, a good old country 
dance, and “Auld Lang Syne” to wind 
up. It is most enjoyable, On the back 
we run across ‘Potted Pantomime,” 
performed by the “Four Komical 
Kards.” 


Edison Bell certainly managed to 
crowd a lot into a three minute disk! 
Of course, the record was not the cause 
of a “revival” in Dickens interest. 
The fact that plans were already be- 
ing made for celebrating the 100th 
anniversary of his birth was chiefly 
responsible. Ever since Dickens’ death 
wiseacres have been saying “nobody 
reads Dickens any more,” but the 
truth is that he never has been with- 
out millions of loyal readers and de- 
voted admirers. Even P. G. Wode- 
house in his latest book, “Cocktail 
Time” (the most hilarious novel 
“Plum” has written in years) bor- 
rows a pair of business men char- 
acters, “Boots and Brewer,” from 
“Our Mutual Friend.” 

In November, 1911, Zonophone pre- 
sented the previously issued Pike-Mil- 
ler duet of “What are the Wild Waves 
Saying?” as one side of deuble-faced 
record No. 529. It was coupled with 
“Life’s Dream is O’er,” by the same 
singers. 

Christmas, 1911, brought two sea- 
sonal records by Bransby Williams on 
four-minute Edison Amberol cylin- 
ders—“The Awakening of Scrooge” 
(12878), which he had already per- 
formed on a two-minute Standard cy- 
linder, and his own composition (No. 
12379), “The Street Wiaatehman’s 
Christmas.” In referring to “Scrooge,” 
the T. M. N. reviewer made a pain- 
ful effort to sound learned and con- 
fused George Cruickshank, who did 
only a little illustrating of Dickens’ 
stories, with “Phiz’ (Hablot K. 
Browne), who made the grotesque 
pictures for most of them: 

“The Awakening of Scrooge’ pro- 
vides Mr. Bransby Williams, whose im- 
personations of Dickensian characters 
bear to histrionomy what Cruickshank 
was as regards linear art. The refor- 
mation of Scrooge from a _ miserable 


miser to a feeling philanthropist 
vides plenty of scope for the 
The record opens with the strains of 
a familiar carol with bell effects. The 
enunciation is very distinct, and the 
record is one that will meet with a 
great deal of welcome, so appropriate 
is it to the festive season.

V. Ceutenary Recordings 

The 100th anniversary of Dickens’ 
birth in 1912 brought a spurt of Eng- 
lish recordings, but the American 
companies let the event go by with- 
out attention. The title of Edison 
Standard cylinder 14138 by the most 
popular British comedian of that time 
Billy Williams, may have echoed Syd- 
ney Carton’s speech at the guillotine 
in “A Tale of Two Cities.” It was 
“Tis a Far Better Thing I Do.” 

On Pathé record 5184 Anthony 
Warde (was this a pseudonym for 
Albert Whelan?) recited “Little Nell” 
and “Little Em/’ly.” (Scenes involv- 
ing the tearful] trio, Little Nell, Lit- 
tle Em’ly and Little Paul, were fa- 
vorites with elocutionists). On Edi- 
son Amberol cylinder 12511 Bransby 
Williams did “Wilkins Micawber and 
Uriah Heep” from “Copperfield.” 
Now hitting his stride as a recording 
artist, Williams (presumably he is 
no relation to Emlyn Williams) made 
two 12-inch Columbia records, 347 
and 348. The first contained “Scrooge 
Before the Dream” and “Scrooge’s 
Dream ;” the second, “Scrooge’s Awak- 
ening” and “Micawber’s Advice to 
David Copperfield.” On Edison Bell 
discs 1194 and 1195, Williams did his 
three-part version of “Scrooge” and 
recited “Sydney Carton’s Farewell” 
on the fourth side. 

The June, 1913, Talking Machine 
News revealed Williams had signed 
a contract to make needle-cut records 
only for Columbia: 


It is not for lack of competition that 
Mr. Bransby Williams, the popular 
Dickens character actor, has remained 
unattached for so long, and now we 
learn that he has been placed under 
contract by the Columbia Company. 
The significance of this important ex- 
clusive engagement for needle discs 
will be recognized in the fact that Mr. 
Bransby Williams stands out as the 
one actor who has identified himself 
with almost the entire range of the 
male characters created by the im- 
mortal Dickens.

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Autograph Treasures of the Past 


Next to the pleasure of acquiring 
and studying autographs themselves 
comes the pleasure of reading about 
autographs. One form of reading is 
the personal reminiscences of a col- 
lector. The books of Lady Charnwood, 
A. M. Broadley, Adrian Joline, George 
Birkbeck Hill, Henry T. Scott, and 
Simon Gratz are familiar to most 
collectors. It is exciting to read of 
the adventures and discoveries, the 
bargains and the extravagances of 
fellow collectors. 

There is another form of reading 
about autographs which is equally, 
possibly more exciting. I have in mind 
the perusal of old autograph catalogs, 
compiled by dealers or auction houses 
of half a century or more ago. These 
eatalogs are records of treasures 
which came on the market once and 
then seem to have disappeared for- 
ever. The collector can read the cat- 
alogs and marvel, but he is able to 
read without one eye on his check 
book, for he knows he cannot pick 
up the telephone and buy from the 
dust-stained pages. Here he finds let- 
ters which are no longer obtainable. 
Here he can purchase for $25 let- 
ters which would bring $2,500 if they 
came on the market today. He has a 
chance to match his wits against the 
wits of the autograph collectors of 
the past. He can go back into history 
and by learning what was available 
in the past he will have a better per- 
spective on the‘ material which is 
available today. 

One of the earliest auction catalogs 
issued in this country is A Catalogue 
of the Books, Autographs, Engrav- 
ings, and Miscellaneous Articles Be- 
longing to the Estate of the Late 
John Allan. John Allan, born in Ayr- 
shire, Scotland, became a New York 
business man and antiquarian. The 
catalog of his sale is dated April 4, 
1864, and was compiled by Joseph 
Sabin at 401 Broadway, New York 
City. Held about one month after

and in the final year of the Civil 
War, it is noteworthy that such high 
prices prevailed. Tradition has it that 
there was a sprinkling of Union sol- 
diers at the auction and that the 
sound of the auctioneer’s hammer was 
occasionally drowned out by the sound 
of marching soldiers passing in the 
streets! 

This was a memorable sale because 
it contained many bocks of John Al- 
lan’s favorite, Robert Burns, Allan’s 
copy of a “Kilmarnoch Burns” was 
sold (to Sabin, incidentally) for $106. 
An Eliot Indian Bible brought $825 
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and a copy of Washington Irving’s 
History of New York, extra illus- 
trated to include 275 plates brought 
$1,250; Irving’s A Humorous History 
of New York brought $400, but then 
only 107 portraits, plates, and views 
were inlaid! The high prices of the 
“Grangerized” books show the pop- 
ularity of the extra illustration fad. 

The autograph items run from No. 
3326 through No. 3450. In the copy 
which I have the purchaser’s name is 
entered in the left-hand column and 
the purchase price is entered in the 
right-hand column. What choice au- 
tographs were available! A letter of 
Davy Crockett to his publishers, Ca- 
rey & Hart, of Philadelphia, dated 
December 8, 1834, brought $1.50. For 
$4 a collector could have purchased 
a list of voters’ names, in 1746, writ- 
ten by Franklin, together with a Co- 
lonial bill for twenty shillings, print- 
ed by B. Franklin and D. Hall. Three 
other Franklin items were sold: a 
letter to Mr. T. Bucket, Bookseller 
in London, ordering books for the Li- 
brary Company of Philadelphia, at 
$20; Franklin’s Post Office Account 
from 1770 to 1772, showing a balance 
of over £450, signed by Franklin, also 
at $20; and a letter to his grand- 
nephew, Jonathan Williams, dated 
January 13, 1772, at $36. 

The total amount realized from the 
sale of John Allan’s books, autc- 
graphs, snuff-boxes, engravings, 
watches, ete. was $37,689.26. Among 
the fortunate buyers were: Morri- 
son, J. H. Brown, Cogan, Morrell, 
Harsha, Appleton, Baxter, Des For- 
ges, Holburton, Emmett, Duyckinck, 
Leavitt, and Sabin. 

Another great browsing ground for 
the autograph collector is the mate- 
rial in the Lewis J. Cist sale. Cist, a 
banker in Cincinnati and St. Louis, 
was a well-known and enthusiastic 
collector. He had, however, more ener- 
gy and perseverance than money. He 
exchanged autographs with his fellow 
collectors. A writer of poems and mu- 
sic himself, he had no hesitation in 
approaching his fellow authors for 
manuscript copies of their master- 
pieces. One of the three or four ex- 
tant copies of “The Star-Spangled 
Banner” is the Cist copy, written out 
by Key at Cist’s request. It was sold 
in November, 1935 for $5,000; resold 
in 1942, it brought $7,750. 

When Cist died in Cincinnati on 
March 30, 1885, his collection was 
second only to the famous assemblage 
of Dr. Sprague. Four catalogs were is- 
sued to cover the sale of his collec- 
tion: 


Part I — October 5th, 6th, 7th, and 

8th, 1886 
Part II—December 6th, 7th, 8th, 

9th, and 10th, 1886 
Part I1I—February 28rd, 24th, and 

25th, 1887 
Part IV—May 16th, 17th, 18th, and 

19th, 1887. 

All sales were held by Bangs & 
Co. at their salesroom, Nos. 739 and 
741 Broadway. 

Even the index to each catalog is 
tantalizing! “Western Pioneers,” 
“Concord and Lexington,” “Napoleon 
and his Marshals,” “German Poets— 
Classical,” “The French Republic un- 
der Robespierre,” ‘The Kemble Fam- 
ily,’ “Early English Poets,” “Cele- 
brated American Doctors of Medi- 
eine,” “Lord High Admirals of Eng- 
land,” ete. Cist collected everything! 

Of especial interest is “Manuscript 
Autograph Poems by Distinguished 
American Poets.” Cist had eighty- 
three poems in his collection. It in- 
cluded such standbys as Samuel 
Woodworth’s “The Old Oaken Buck- 
et” ($125), Longfellow’s “The Chil- 
dren’s Hour” ($23), Holmes’ “Old 
Ironsides” ($16), “Battle Hymn of 
the Republic” ($35) “Ben Bolt” ($12) 
and Paul Hamilton Hayne’s “In Har- 
bor” for $12. 

This group of poems is followed by 
102 autographs of “American Poets.” 
It includes an A.L.S. of Edgar Allan 
Poe, 1 page 4to, 1840, which is de- 
scribed as “Interesting literary let- 
ter; mentions his severe illness; 
speaks of ‘Bachelor Philosophy’ and 
‘The Pen Magazine.’” This went to 
some discerning collector for the sum 
of $26. Later in the same sale was 
another fantastic bargain: an A.L.S. 
of Walt Whitman for 25¢! 

In Cist’s set of Signers of the Dec- 
laration of Independence, forty-five 
of the Signers were represented in 
A.L.S. The highest price was paid 
for a cut signature of Thomas Lynch, 
Jr.: $210. The second highest price 
was paid for a D. S. of Button Gwin- 
nett, dated 1774: $185. Arthur Mid- 
dleton’s autograph on a document dat- 
ed 1782 fetched the third highest 
price: $75. Holograph letters of Jo- 
seph Hewes and John Penn brought 
$28 and $40; a two-page A.L.S. of 
a dated 1750, brought only 

A total of 11,889 items were cat- 
alogued; of these 11,624 were auto- 
graphs. All four sessions. of the sale 
realized about $18,000. 

The autograph collector of the 
1890’s had many opportunities to in- 
dulge this taste. I have the catalogs 
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of three sales held at this time. All 
the catalogs were compiled by Stan 
VY. Henkels and the sales were con- 
ducted by him at the Book Auction 
Rooms of Thos. Birch’s Sons, 1110 
Chestnut Street, Philadelphia. The 
collection of the Georgia lawyer and 
historian, Colonel Charles C. Jones, 
was sold in April, 1894. The sub-head- 
ings on the catalog title page indi- 
sate the trend of Col. Jones’ inter- 
ests. There are sets of: “The Sign- 
ers of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, Rulers and Governors of Geor- 
via, Presidents and Vice-Presidents 
f the United States, Members of the 
Continental Congress, Signers of the 
Constitution, Chief Justices and Asso- 
ciate Justices of the United States, 
\ttorneys-General of the United 
States, Generals in the Revolutionary 
War, United States Senators from 
Georgia.” Fine letters of Lincoln, 
Andrew Johnson, Nathaniel Greene, 
and Washington are quoted in the 
catalog; facsimiles add to the cata- 
log’s interest. 

The second catalog includes “The 
Collection of J. Henry Rogers, of 
Newcastle, Dela., and of a Western 
Gentleman,” sold in May, 1895. In 
his prefatory “Remarks,” Stan Hen- 
kels writes: “It is seldom that such 
a profusion of Washington, Arnold, 
and other Revolutionary material is 
offered to the public, and the exist- 
ence will be doubted of such docu- 
ments as the Commission of Benedict 
Arnold as Major-General, the Com- 
missions of John Paul Jones and John 
Barry as Captains in the Continental 
Navy, Washington’s Letter of In- 
structions to Benedict Arnold prior 
to his starting on the expedition 
against Quebec in 1775, and Wash- 
ington’s Address from Valley Forge 
in 1778; but these treasures will be 
found in this collection, together with 
the Duke of York’s Lease to William

Penn of the town of Newcastle and 
the circle of twelve miles; “1776” 
Letters and Documents signed by John 
Hart, John Hancock, Caesar Rod- 
ney, James Wilson, and Robert Mor- 
ris; fine letters of Benedict Arnold 
(one dated from the famous Robin- 
son’s house, the scene of the treason) 
and of Generals Pulaski, Lafayette, 
Greene, Schuyler, Clinton, Reed, Chas. 
Lee, Spencer, Thompson, Steuben, and 
Wayne. .. .” There is no comment 
that can be made after Mr. Henkels’ 
“Remarks” except to hope that every 
collector has his day! 

The third catalog is especially in- 
teresting as all items selling for over 
$3 are priced. It is “The Collection 
of Autographs formed by the Honor- 
able James T. Mitchell of the Su- 
preme Court of Pennsylvania and the 
Entire Lincoln Memorial Collection 
of Chicago, IIl.,” sold in December, 
1894. Mitchell’s collection of Colonial 
material was outstanding. Included 
here is an A.D.S. of John Hathorne, 
described in bold, black letters as 
“.. one of the Massachusetts Witch 
Judges.” Hathorne signed the quarto 
document three times; its date is 
Sept. 29, 1684, at Salem. This brought 
$3.50. There are six autograph items 
of Samuel Sewall, “One of the Seven 
Judges Appointed for the Trial of the 
Salem. Witches;” one A.L.S. brought 
$3, another brought $3.50, and the 
other four items (notes in Latin and 
Greek and notes for a sermon) are 
not priced, indicating that they 
brought less than $3 each! 

The Lincoln Collection would prob- 
ably have the greatest interest for 
the collector today. For $70 a collec- 
tor could have purchased No. 1547: 

“Lincoln, Abraham, Autograph 

Document, signed. Folio. (About 

1856). Lincoln’s autograph copy of 
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his bill for legal services rendered 
the Illinois Centra] Railroad Com- 
pany in suit decided in the Su- 
preme Court in the State of IIli- 
nois, December, 1855. Amount of 
bill, $5,000, to which Lincoln has 
appended the names of six mem- 
bers of the Illinois bar, who cer- 
tify to the amount not being un- 
reasonable. . . .” 

At $10 there was No. 1550: 

“Lincoln, Abraham, Autograph 

Document, signed (twice). Folio. 

2 pp. April 5, 1856. 

“Brief, written by Lincoln, June 18, 

1853, in the case of Remington K. 

Webster vs. George A. Rhodes and 

George M. Angell.” 

What collector would quibble about 
the lack of a signature on Item No. 
1565, three pages folio of Lincoln’s 
notes made in the trial of Moses Loe 
for murder in 1850, if he could buy 
these notes for $55? 

Twelve law books were included in 
the sale. Al] had the firm name in 
each volume and were sold at prices 
ranging from $6 to $120. 

Lincoln’s furniture was also in- 
cluded in the sale. 

A word from the collector in the 
ear of a receptive bookseller will keep 
him on the alert for catalogs of fa- 
mous auction sales in the past. The 
collector can read of the Leffingwell 
Sale in 1891, the Cohen Sale in Balti- 
more in 1907, and the Danforth Sale 
in 1911-14, The bookseller might be 
able to locate some copies of Charles 
De F. Burns’ “The American Anti- 
quarian;” Burns was the first Amer- 
ican dealer to specialize in autographs, 
starting business in 1882. S. H. Cal- 
houn, Jr. edited “The Autograph,” 
which was published in Nebraska Ci- 
ty, Nebr., from 1887 to 1888. Cata- 
logs of English, French, German, and 
Swiss dealers also yield their special 
treasures. A collection of catalogs of- 
fers many hours of delectable read- 
ing—and, since this is the Christmas 
season, some old catalogs would make 
a desirable and very acceptable Christ- 
mas gift to the autograph collector.

Civil War Bullets 


Question: 
Mr. Harry Wandrus 


Dear Sir, 

Is there any known way to deter- 
mine if the bullets that are sold at 
Civil War battlefields as souvenirs 
are genuine or fraud? I have written 
to Field Enterprises, Inc. and they 
have referred me to you. I would ap- 
preciate any information you might 
be able to give me, 

Yours truly, —

Answer: 

Dear Mr. L: 

I think that you’ll find that most of 
the Civil War bullets being sold at 
battlefields are originals, and I know 
that some of the concessionares hire 
boys to procure these for them on 
the battlefields. I do know of at least 
one place, however, where sellers are 
making their own and chemically 
treating them to make them look old. 
If they use the materials such as 
found in the ground for corroding 
these, it will probably be difficult for 
the non-chemist to detect the differ- 
ence. What most of them now try is 
in essence the chemical reaction which 
was once used for making white lead 
—sort of an acid reaction using ace- 
tic acid and heat to develop the crust. 
As for determining the age of the 
lead through chemical analysis, I 
think this would be difficult—the lead 
used in the Civil War was delib- 
erately made as pure as possible—and 
pure lead today is the same as pure 
lead yesterday. . 

There are ways in which you could 
determine the reliability of bullets, but 
it must be remembered that the fak- 
ers know all these things, too, and 
most of the defects can be corrected. 
Some of the things to look for are as 
follows: 

4. Mould marks or seams running the long 
axis of the bullet. Most Civil War bul- 
lets were swaged, that is, little slugs 
of lead were forced into a die which 
did not as a result form any mould 
marks. Chances are, however that you’d 
be more likely to find mould marks on 
Confederate originals than on Federal 
bullets because the former were lack- 
ing in machinery and would have re- 
sorted to casting. Most shooters today 
who fire in the Civil War Shoots cast 
their own and there are going to be 
a lot of these slugs all over the country- 
side. The problem in this case will be 
especially bad because so many of the 
big shoots are held in old Civil War 
areas, so that there are going to be 
originals and reproduced bullets in the 
same places. Generally then, mould 
marks on bullets are a little suspicious. 

2. Rifling marks. These won’t tell you 
much because you’re apt to find as 
many unfired as fired bullets on a 
battlefield, but fired bullets having a

good corroded crust are more apt to 
be original than otherwise because few 
fakers would go to the trouble of firing 
their projectiles— among other things 
it would raise their cost of manufacture 
considerably. If you find bullets with 
longitudinal scratches or if the bullets 
are out of round with the shape of 
the bullet these are very likely modern 
bullets. These marks are left by mod- 
ern swaging dies through which the 
bullets are run after casting. I suppose 
finding bullets, fired, corroded, and 
misshapen, about the best. 

3. General appearance. Old bullets are 
more apt to have a greyish lead ap- 
pearance which might be white depend- 
ing on the composition of the soil. 
They’re more apt to have smooth cor- 
ners and in many you’ll find small 
pitting due to soil chemical action. The 
dirt, mud or clay on originals is apt 
to be more tenacious, and less so on 
those which are deliberately dirtied. 


We're probably going to experience 
all sorts of trouble in the near fu- 
ture once some concessionaire—de- 
cides to go to the trouble of having 
a commercial bullet-making firm whip 
up a batch of slugged bullets. No one 
has bothered before because there 
wasn’t that much demand for same 
and because bullet makers aren’t in- 
terested in getting fixed up for small 
orders. When they do, however, we 
may have difficulties telling the new 
from the old. 

This may not have answered ev- 
erything, but I hope it’s done some 
good. Harry Wandrus.”

WILLIAM H. HORSTMAN & SONS 
Military Cutlery Suppliers, 1872 
Born in Cassel, Germany, William 

Horstman early learned the trade of 
silk weaving in France. After he came 
to this country in 1815 and settled in 
Philadelphia he began to manufac- 
ture coach lace and what was once 
known as narrow textile fabrics. It 
was only a matter of time before he 
became interested in various military 
lace and braid, then in buttons, in- 
signia and the more ornamental weap- 
ons such as cutlasses and presenta- 
tion swords. In a mythical tour of 
his works in the year 1872 we quote 
the following :* 

“Next,—for we are not following 
the course of the manufactured ma- 
terial, but taking the departments as 
they come conveniently, one after 
another,—after a glance at the car- 
penter’s and turner’s shop, we enter 
the sword department, which furnish- 
es regulation swords of all kinds, for 
army or navy, cutlasses, rapiers, foils, 
the showy weapons used by secret 
and other societies, etc., etc., com- 
pletely finished, with hilt, scabbard, 
belt, and all the trappings. This 
seems a business rather aside from 
the peaceful purposes of the loom. But 
the sword business grew naturally 
and immediately out of the established 


army and navy goods department of 
the firm, the sword-belt and other 
trappings requiring to be furnished 
all complete along with the weapon. 
The blades are not forged on the 
premises, of course; but are all, or 
most of them, of all kinds, imported 
from the ancient German _ sword- 
blade emporium of Solingen, where, 
it is said, swords have been made 
ever since the year 1147, when Count 
Adolphus of Berg brought home from 
the East, and established there the 
business of forging Damascus blades. 
We examine a Magazine of some 
thousands of blades of forty or fifty 
different patterns and sizes, waiting 
to be set and finished; the rooms 
where the hilts are made, and the en- 
graving, gilding, chasing, etc., exec- 
uted; we wonder at the infinity of 
small fixtures used; we begin to 
count up the different pieces of a 
completed sword, and find that there 
are between thirty and forty in the 
sword and scabbard alone, without 
belt or accoutrements of any kind. 
How costly a sword would the firm 
furnish? ‘Oh,’ says our guide, with 
a smile, ‘we will furnish one as cost- 
ly as required. A presentation sword 
could easily enough be made to cost 
thousands of dollars, by setting the 
hilt, for instance, with a _ sufficient 
quantity of diamonds. But four or 
five hundred dollars, as things go, 
would be a price for the finest kind 
of presentation sword.’”

(Hand Firearms) 


There have been very few general 
books on firearms in the Czech Jan- 
guage and one might well count the 
important ones on the fingers of one 
hand. Most of those that have been 
written antedate World War I and 
are for the most part either dealing 
with the very early weapons of the 
fifteenth and sixteenth century or 
with sporting arms of the turn of the 
century—in more than one sense this 
cifers a need for the Czech arms en- 
thusiast. 

Of course very few of these have 
gotten over to this country, and there 
has been an understandably good rea- 
son for this in the difficulty of read- 
ability. Very few Czechs in this coun- 
try are gun collectors, and very few 
Americans read Czech. 

This 2 volume set printed in Prague, 
1956 was never available in this coun- 
try so far as is known and available 
in limited quantity from English book- 
cealers who somewhat dramatically 
ennounced that it had been “gotten 
through the Iron Curtain.” They are 
already out of print so they must 
have received some fair sale, or rath- 
er small printing since firearms books 
are rarely best sellers. 

Volume I deals with the history of 
firearms from the earliest types to 
those of perhaps 1950 for some coun- 
tries, but only to much earlier types

for most. Naturally the section treat- 
ing with Czech weapons is by far 
the most extensive and’complete, the 
German notations coming up next. 
Chapters are by groups one taking 
in for exampie the earliest history, 
the next the flint weapons, percus- 
sion, breech-loaders, and then the 
various cartridge types. The chapter 
dealing with breech-types offers no 
new names, but does make more ex- 
tensive listing of the works of the 
Czech Krnka than ever seen before. 

Remaining chapters in Volume I 
deal with the pistol] and revolver, 
but not with the automatic pistol 
which is left for Volume II, with vari- 
ous repeating and rapid fire weapons 
such as the Gatling Gun, the Mitrail- 
leuse, etc. This last bit is so sketchy 
that one wonders why it wasn’t put 
into the second volume. The devotion 
of two chapters to the Colt and re- 
lated revolvers is of interest, but per- 
haps would offer little of unusual in- 
terest to the American researcher 
since most of the information appears 
to come from American sources. It 
should be mentioned here that the 
Russian Ivan Polin of Tula built a 
revolver in the year 1780, and that 
much emphasis is given the Confed- 
erate Revolvers by Rigdon, Ansley 
and Co., Spiller & Burr, Griswold and 
Grier, ete. This is a little curious 
since these volumes deal with more 
widely known American weapons 
otherwise and one suspects the au- 
thor may have interpreted an Amer- 
ican article on these rarer American 
pieces as being typical. 

Volume II treats with the history 
of automatic weapons first in a very 
general chapter which does break 
down the more common means of 
actuation, then a chapter giving a 
brief historical resume followed by a 
listing of specific types of machine 
guns, both the very old and more 
recent—listed under types of actua- 
tion. Following chapters deal with 
the automatic rifles, small caliber au- 
to rifles (.22), automatic rifles, sub- 
machine guns, automatic pistols, ete. 
The remainder of the work contains 
biographies of arms inventors which 
to me personally are more valuable 
than much of the rest of the work. 
Manv inventor’s names are familiar, 
but there is so little else known about 
them; consider Augusto Albini, Vasi- 
lij Degtarev, Vladimir Fedorov, Ru- 
dolf Frommer, Wilhelm Nordenfelt 
and others. 


The remainder of the work takes in 
a very extensive bibliography con- 
taining many recognizable American 
and English sources as well as less 
so the Czech, German and Polish. 


What is perhaps the outstanding 
feature of these two volumes are the 
illustrations; there being some 367 
pages of photos of such quality that 
they could be photographed and used 
again for future publication. This is 
of especial value since some of these 
firearms have never appeared in 
American publications before, and 
disregarding the difficulty of textual 
translation make this set of value to 
the serious student,

Postscript on 
Faking 


By CHARLES MILES 


One of the aspects of faking and 
selling Indian relics not properly 
emphasized or perhaps not brought 
out in the October, 1958, article is 
the fact that some individuals go too 
far in the belief that they know a 
fake when they see it. 

There are a good many ridiculous 
incidents related to this aspect which 
could all be laughed at were it not 
for the fact that they can gratuitous- 
ly cause ill feeling at the least and 
can become slanderous at the worst. 
To cite some: 

A man whose position could cause 
the informed to rely on his word 
once told me in all seriousness he 
could put a fake behind him, or have 
it put in his hands unseen, and by 
rubbing his fingers over it tell if 
it was a fake. He, he said, could also 
taste steatite and tell by taste if a 
steatite article had been faked. Now, 
don’t call him a liar. He thought 
he could. But one can imagine how 
reliable his judgment would be and 
what they might do. 

Another case concerns a_ well- 
known person. A friend sent some 
bird stones to him for verification. 
Among them the friend put one he 
found himself as a boy under circum- 
stances that left no doubt as to its 
authenticity. They came back in 
due course of time; one “genuine,” 
the rest “fakes.” Guess where the 
genuine one was. That’s right, 
among the “fakes.” 

After an experience like that what 
are you going to believe? 

This undue willingness to be posi- 
tive reminds one of the line in the 
old song: ‘Old man Noah, he knew 
a thing or two and ’cause he knew 
a thing or two he thought he knew 
it all.” 

At the moment the writer is hav- 
ing some amusement out of a com- 
pletely unusual bird stone. It in- 
volves two violently unorthodox at- 
tributes: (1) It was found in South 
Dakota, and (2) it is catlinite. Its 
pedigree is completely sound, but its 
origin and material are too much for 
some experts to swallow. (Two have 
intimated with polite positiveness 
that it has to be a fake.) 

The writer, in turn, suspects all 
so-called “eccentrics.” But a friend 
has one quite similar to the familiar 
“thunder bird’? eccentrics which he 
found in a burial. It has a nick 
off one corner and he had an Indian 
friend chip one out to duplicate it. 
They look as though the same person 
made _ both. 
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Rechipping is held, even by ama- 
teur critics, as plain proof of faking! 
But the writer once found in a burial, 
accompanied by a number of projec- 
tile or knife points, one old weathered 
obsidian point with the bright mat- 
rixes of “new” chips in several 
places on it! This site has neve 
produced a single European object 
of any kind, indicating not only its 
aboriginal character, but its anti- 
quity; certainly over a hundred years. 
Yet here was an obviously rechipped 
artifact. 

About the proper attitude was ex- 
pressed by a professional archaeolo- 
gist on one occasion during discussion 

of a quite authentic looking flint fish 
om 4 with no pedigree. 

“There could have been such an 
artifact made and used by the In- 
dians. I don’t happen to know of an 
instance in which one has been found 
by professionally qualified archaeo- 
logists. But there is no reason why 
such an artifact should not be so 
found. It simply hasn’t been that 
I know of. So on the basis of what 
you and I know this could be genuine.” 

All this means that there is a zone 
in which there is no proof one way 
or the other that an article is, or 
isn’t a fake, and a wise individual 
should recognize that and either 
speak as just quoted, “I don’t know 
one way or the other,” or state 
tactfully but clearly that on nothing 
other than his unsupported emotional 
feeling he suspects an artifact of be- 
ing a fake or inclines toward think- 
ing it to be genuine. A person who 
does differently is not only unwise 
but courting responsibility for de- 
ception and mischief through intem- 
perate or unwarranted statements. 

Now lest all this appear to be a 
defence of faking and fakers let us 
remember that it has been faking, 
not honesty, that has created these 
unhappy incidents. As pointed out 
in the previous article, the damage 
done by faking is not only, and not 
so much, that involved in hoodwink- 
ing and dishonesty in a commercial 
transaction, nor yet that in “putting 
across” a sort of practical joke, it 
is the damage caused by misleading, 
hampering, or crippling humanity’s 
search for knowledge and truth. Let’s 
take an imaginary case: 

A scientist is trying to trace the 
course of a migration. He sees in a 
collection and is given certain key 
artifacts, we’ll say folsomoid points 
alleged to have been found in a cer- 
tain area. He proceeds on their evi- 
dence to draw certain conclusions 
about migration. Then a visitor look- 
ing at his material one‘day exclaims, 
“T see you have some of Cousin Fred’s

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(or Bill’s, or Frank’s) arrow points. 
How did you come by them?” The 
scientist checks, and finds to his dis- 
may that they were indeed made by 
Cousin Bill “for fun.” 

How would you feel in such a case? 
And how would you feel if that scien- 
tist later was politely but firmly 
lukewarm about some genuine finds 
you’d made? 

Finally, in this case, there has 
been no commercial transaction at 
all, the usual typical factor in faking 
trouble. Cousin Frank merely gave 
some of his work to John Doe, who 
passed it along to the collector with- 
out telling of its artificial origin. 

How much worse is deliberate de- 
ception! Particularly for dishonest 
profit. 

One is reminded of the Black Sox 
scandal. If a person is interested in 
archaeology he wants no Black Sox 
players, whether collectors or deal- 
ers, not just because of the dishonesty 
of some “deal” but because of the 
damage it does to “The Game.” 

At the same time zeal should be 
controlled, and guided by scrupulous 
common sense and honesty, lest in 
sincere, but misdirected hysteria one 
ery “Wolf!” when there is no wolf. 
Such a course can, when overdone, 
make the situation much worse, just 
as the moral points out about the 
fable. 

Somewhat apart from this matter 
of faking come some other thoughts 
suggested in the previous article. 

One concerns the use of material 
of European origin, or thought to 
be of such origin. Here are some 
incidents. The writer used to think 
that glass material automatically 
rated the term “modern made,” a 
half brother of “fake.” So one day 
he was showing a red glass point

games, food, silver, burial items, pants, saddle 
bags, bridles, Peyote items. stone articles, aprons. 
burial urns, baskets. prehistoric items, unusual 
old watches and clocks, dinosaur tusk. and gas- 
troliths, Ethno, reports, bulletins.

flasks, poison arrow dips. Indian feathered fans.

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pointed with switch glass I’d hardly 
be in a mood to call it a fake.” 

Another instance: A friend and I 
were excavating in a site whose oc- 
cupancy overlapped European contact 
in time. We found more than a dozen 
glass harpoon points, one possibly 
out of a fragment of sugar bowl and 
another bearing letters of a piece of 
whiskey bottle. It’s doubtful if un- 
lucky sea lions felt the points were 
fakes. 

And in both cases the artifacts 
were regular Indian artifacts in all 
senses except the artificial ones of 
time and material. 

For some time a “wild” Indian, 
Ishi, last of a persecuted and sys- 
tematically murdered tribe, lived un- 
der the wing of the University of 
California. While there he demon- 
strated the aboriginal crafts of his 
tribe, among them the chipping of 
points. He was “tops” at the latter 
and turned out no one knows how 
many “Ishi points,” many of glass, 
but others of any chippable material 
at hand, including the milky material 
in the lids of Mason fruit jars. No 
one has cared to call “Ishi points” 
fakes, and ‘modern made” seems a 
rather grotesque and silly label to 
apply to them. 

Another aspect of these objects 
made by aboriginal Indians of Europ- 
ean material is metal. Of course 
copper comes first to mind. Some- 
times chemical analysis has had to 
come into play to tell the place of 
origin of copper in an artifact. Iron 
has come to be a candidate for an- 
cient honors when it develops that 
the Eskimos used meteoric iron. They 
also used iron from wrecks, some of 
which could have come ashore cen- 
turies ago as vessels from Asia. 

Another phase of this situation is 
the creation by an Indian craftsman 
of Indian-made stone artifacts and 
their sale as such. Here are the 
terms of advertising in a circular 
sent out by an old-time dealer of 
California: 

“Beautiful obgidian pieces - made 
at the present time by an old Indian 
who has been in the business 56

years. All are beautiful and perfect 
and should have a space in any col- 
lection if only to compare with the 
old timers. Old pieces of this kind 
are not to be had, and if they were, 
the prices would be out of sight.” 

Obsidian points were listed at from 
156 inches - 75c to 10 inches - $10.00. 

The Indian who supplied these ar- 
tifacts used his old tribal techniques. 

How would you label these arti- 
facts? They were reproductions, and 
sold as such. It was made clear that 
the prices for them were compara- 
tively low in contrast to what would 
be asked for old, pre-European arti- 
facts looking just like them. Would 
you call them fakes? Their sale 
was open and legal. Was it bad? 
Was it wrong? 

The fly in the ointment — would 
they not get into the regular sales 
channels, and eventually be sold as 
authentic pieces? 

As dealers often ‘buy in large lots 
they can be that much more plagued 
by fakes. One dealer in the past ten 
years lost well over a thousand dol- 
lars spent for some apparently gen- 
uine artifacts which he’d purchased 
and paid for as such. Of course 
when he found out the truth about 
them he was “stuck” with them and 
the accompanying loss of real money. 
But beyond that, and certainly of 
equal importance, his misadventure 
had started a ball rolling to the ef- 
fect that he was selling fakes, a very 
real monetary loss in the value of 
good will. 

Since these articles about faking 
have been intended only to consider 
for awhile some aspects of faking, 
reproduction, replicas, etc., the writ- 
er has no “moral” to offer beyond 
the fact that a troublesome situation 
is present in the activity of collecting 
Indian material and it’s a good idea 
to keep it in mind, think about it 
candidly and rationally, and maybe 
contribute a few personal cups of 
water toward extinguishing the worst 
aspects of it. It’s not likely, as 
thought will show, that it will ever 
become wholly absent. 

Let’s close with a word from an 
unexpected source. We’ll call him 
“Joe,” and make him out of some 
real fakers who have their own view- 
points. He says: 

“Look, I make fellows happy. I 
just sell first-class arrow heads and 
spears, and some other things now 
and then. I don’t say they were made 
by old time Indians. I just present 
them for enough to cover the time 
spent or on a swap. The collector is 
happy. Why not leave him that way? 
As for the professionals, they don’t 
pay any attention to collectors any- 
way and they don’t buy or swap. 

“Who’s hurt?” 

In more or fewer similar words the 
amoral creator of “artifacts,’”’ some 
really fine in appearance, protests 
chidings and leads a contented life 
free from troubles’ so long as he 
observes the postal laws and other 
dangers. 

So this is another point of view 
that keeps the stream of fakes mov- 
ing among collectors and dealers 
happy and unhappy alike, after the 
fashion of the rain that falls on the 
just and the unjust.

Bethlehem, Pennsylvania 
The Christmas City on Post Cards 


Bethlehem, Pa., is proud of its 
:istorical traditions since its found- 
ng in 1741 by the Moravians, un- 
ler the leadership of Count Zinzen- 
dorf. It has become a vital link in 
American democracy and an example 
f progress and industry. 

Established origimally as a ‘Church 
Settlement,” it was exclusively for 
ihe Moravians for over one hundred 
‘ears. However, their spirit of love, 
‘aith, patience, tolerance and under- 
standing for all peoples and faiths, 
permitted others to infiltrate their 
~mmunity until today there are well 
over 20 different religions situated 
in Bethlehem. 

Moravian history dates back to the 
i5th century. A group of religious 
refugees from Moravia (now Czecho- 
slovakia) came to the followers of 
John Hus, a reformer, came to the 
Lehigh Valley and established them- 
selves on the banks of Monocacy 
creek. 

Bethlehem has become a “Christ- 
mas City,” due to the quaint Christ- 
mas eustoms of the early settlers that 
survive, The Moravian church is dec- 
orated with evergreens, carols ages 
old are sung; the congrégation hold 
in their hands lighted beeswax can-

dles; add to this the aroma of the 
greens and you have an unforget- 
table experience. 

Then there is “putz” visitations 
which is a miniature portrayal of 
the scene of the Nativity. Much time 
and thought is spent by the build- 
ers and one can see them in private 
homes or visit the community putz, 
built on a larger scale. Visitors come 
to Bethlehem from many states to see 
the streets aglow with colored light- 
ing effects and the “Putz.” 

Another unforgettable service in 
the Moravian church is the “Love 
Feast.” The Sisters of the church 
dress in trim white aprons and caps, 
and serve bins, and selected Brethren 
hand out mugs of coffee to members 
of the congregation. The Dawn Serv- 
ice which takes place in the Mora- 
vian Burial Grounds, known as “God’s 
Acre,” is also memorable. It is a 
musical meeting. The choir is led by 
the minister ina beautiful hymn sing- 
ing service. 

It wil be noted from the post 
card views that Bethlehem is quite 
an educational] center, ranging from 
musie to engineering. Views of Bis- 
thorpe’s exclusive school for girls 
Moravian Preparatory School, Beth- 


lehem College, Bethlehem Conserva- 
tory of Music and many other had to 
be excluded here due to little time 
and space. , 

Other important views the author 
would have liked to show here include 
“Rau’s Drug Store,” founded in 1748, 
said to be the first drugstore in 
United States. Also the Horsefield 
House, built in 1749 for Timothy 
Horsefield. The Last House of the In- 
dian Village, “Nain,” built in 1765. 
The Golden Eagle hotel, built in 1823 
—owner of which was Caleb Yohe 
whose daughter May, married Lord 
Francis Hope of Hope Diamond fame. 
Oldest Fire Engine in the United 
States which is still on display in 
the Central Fire Station; this engine 
was built in England, 1678, and was 
sold to the Moravians in 1762 for 
77 pounds, 12 shillings and two pence; 
it is a hand pump engine capable of 
projecting a stream 100 feet high 
while pumping 78 gallons per minute. 
Lest, but by no means least, is The 
Old Sun Inn, built in 1758, and grant- 
ed its license by King George III of 
England in 1761. Its prominent 
guests have included the first fifteen 
Presidents of these United States, as

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well as Gov. Hamilton, General La- 
fayette, Count Pulaski and many oth- 
ers. Also a view of the traditional 
Community Christmas Putz or Scene 
of the Nativity. From this it will be 
noted that I do not yet have all the 
important views of Bethlehem, Pa. 


All my readers who plan a vacation 
trip to the east and intend going 
through Pennsylvania, should make 
Bethlehem a must—all of these his- 
toric places listed here are still in 
existence and can be visited. In many 
instances there are guides to relate 
the interesting historical] information 
concerning these buldings. 

This, too, would be a good way to 
complete your collection of pictur- 
esque post cards, concerning Bethle- 
hem, the Christmas City of the United 
States.

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1. A view of the first house in Bethle- 
hem, Pa. It was built of logs and meas- 
ured 20’x40”%. A log partition divided it 
into two rooms. Until the spring of 1742 
the larger of these served as temporary 
home for a company of ten men, two 
women, and two boys, while the smaller 
sheltered their stock. A loft extending 
the length of the building provided sleep- 
ing quarters, It was here that Count 
Zinzendorf led a little group of earnest 
worshippers into the stable on Christ- 
mas Eve -in 1741, and because of this 
commemoration of Christ’s nativity the 
new settlement received its name. 


2. This view of the Gemein House is 
the oldest building still standing in 
Bethlehem. For 216 years its massive 
log walls have defied time, dry rot, and 
termites. The eastern end of the second 
floor was set apart as a chapel, the 
first place dedicated to the worship of 
God in Bethlehem. 


8. This building was built originally as 
the first choir house in 1744 for single 
brethren but the choir grew so rapidly 
that a larger home had to be built for 
them, so that in November 1748, 21 single 
Sisters and 29 girls took possession. 


4, This building is called ‘‘The Bell 
House.”’ It occupies the key position 
among the historic buildings. The quaint 
bell tower which perches on its roof 
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was completed on June 9, 1746. The bell 
was cast by one Samuel Powell. John 
Frederick Cammerhoff designed the 
weather vane; the Lamb with banner 
and the word HEIL (salvation). Augus- 
tine Neisser of Germantown installed a 
aa clock in the tower on February 15, 
747. 


5. The Old Chapel was built in 1751. 
It has! a tiled dining hall on the ground 
floor. 


6. “‘Colonial Hall,’’ was staked off Jan- 
uary 10, 1748, the cornerstone was laid 
April 7, 1748. This is known as the 
Young Ladies Seminary the Rev. John 
Gebhard Cunow, acted as temporary 
principal. The school numbered 132. This 
seminary is still in full swing and is 
known as ‘Moravian Seminary and 
College for Women.’’ Twice during the 
Revolutionary War this building served 
as hospital for the Continental Army. 


7. The Widow’s House was completed 
on October 11, 1768. These _ buildings 
caused much attention, thus it was that 
Martha Washington inspected them in 
June, 1779 and George Washington in 
July, 1782, and finally by Alexander 
Hamilton in May, 1791. Franklin Del- 
ano Roosevelt’s mother was a student 
of the Young Ladies Seminary. 
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8. The Central Moravian Church was 
started to be built in 1808. This church 
was the realization of a plan suggested 
as early as November 1754, offering to 
Christian Indians and to friendly col- 
onists a great central sanctuary in which 
they could unite in worship with the 
Moravians. It had a seating capacity of 
1500 persons. It was in this church dur- 
ing 1900 that the late Dr. J. Fred Wolle 
started the now internationally famous 
Bach Choir. 


9. The belfry of the Central Moravian 
Church cannot pass unnoticed, as it did 
and still plays an important part in the 
lives of Bethlehemites; the Trombone 
Choir plays in the belfry for Easter 
dawn services, and at Christmas time 
as well as to announce important events, 
including deaths of prominent persons. 
The clock was made by Augustine 
Neisser, 1757. 


10. A view of Bethlehem in the sixties, 
imprint from an old woodcut. 


11. A view of modern Bethlehem, circa 
1950, from Lockout Point, Sayre Park 
atop the Lehigh Mountain, overlooking 
the Lehigh University campus. 


12. A view of an early Moravian fu- 
neral, taken from an early woodcut. 


13. The first water works in the United 
States, planned by John Boehler and 
built by Hans Christiansen. The power 


for the pumping station came from the 
water wheel used in the oil and bark 
mill; the pipes were carved from logs 
of hemlock. The pumps were first put 
into use in 1755. 


14. This quaint little building on the 
left, under the beautiful tree was called 
the ‘‘Dead House,’’ and was used by the 
settlers to house the dead until the date 
of the funeral. Their burial grounds, 
called God’s Acre, began June 26, 1742; 
all the stones are flat on the ground in 
the tradition that all men are equal in 
the sight of God. Many Christian Indians 
are buried here. 


15. The Civil War monument was 
erected in 1887 by the J. K. Taylor Post 
of the Grand Army of the Republic. 
Bethlehem also boasts of a _ burial 
grounds of unknown _ soldiers of the 
Revolutionary War, 1776-1778. More than 
500 soldiers died in the hospital and 
were buried there. 


16. A view of the world famous Beth- 
lehem Steel Co.; of course, this is only 
a very small part of the company. 


17. Late Charles Schwab’s_ residence. 
Mr. Schwab served as president of the 
Bethlehem Steel Company. 


18. A scene of a park buiit along the 
banks of the Monocacy Creek. Many of 
the streets in Bethlehem bear Indian 
names, viz: Cherokee, Delaware, Da- 


kotah, Pawnee, Seminole, Seneca, Shaw- 
nee, Sioux, Wyandotte, etc. 


19. On the extreme right side of this 
view you will find a rock formation 
which has a strange likeness to George 
Washington's profile. It is located on 
top of the Lehigh Mountain, in Sayre 
Park, overlooking the Lehigh University 
campus.

It is one of the finest cap- 
itol buildings in our country, with 
one of the tallest, most beautiful 
domes. 

The city of Topeka was founded in

Kansas was admitted tu the Union in 
1861. Kansas takes a great pride in 
all its public buildings, of which there 
are several in addition to the Capitol. 

Kansas has also preserved its old 
territorial capitol whicn was erected 
in 1855 and restored to its original 
condition in 1928. It contains furni- 
ture and curios of 1855. Visitors sare 
welcome free to this attraction lo- 
cated a few miles west of Manhat- 
tan, Kans. 

An odd little poem card published 
in 1907 by Lawrence and Gorham, 
Chicago, is worth keeping in spite of 
its poor condition. It has a state seal 
and this odd little verse: 


KANSAS the Prohibition State—you 
have heard 

Where Carrie with her hatchet is as 
good as her word, 

Where the crops are good if you have 
a ranch 

And only once in a while do the 
cyclones get a chance. 


From Abilene, we have two rail- 
road station views. They belong to 
the school of post card photography, 
popular in the twenties, when the pho- 
tographer removed every vestige of 
life from the premises, then touched 
the picture up and removed every 
tree and shrub, until every building 
stood bare against a blue sky with 
simulated clouds. They are some of 
the most uninteresting cards in our 
collection. The two stations are the 
Santa Fe, and the Union Pacific. 

From. Atchison, we have the Grotto 
from Mount St. Scholastica College. 
This is an Albertype, hand painted 
beautiful card—evidently one of a set. 

From Coffeyville, we have a very 
old view showing the Yoke Vitrified 
Brick Plant—probably replaced or re- 
moved by now. “Near Coldwater” is

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A graduate of Boston University’s 
College of General Education and 
former geology major at the Uni- 
versity of Texas, Autin, Tex., Don 
spent several weeks last summer 
writing publicity for Deertrees Sum- 
mer Theatre, Harrison, Me., and pan- 
ning gold along the east branch of 
the Swift River in Byron, Me. 

With his keen interest in gems and 
minerals and a strong affinity for 
the “great outdoors,” Don set out in 
his miniature car for Stanley Per- 
ham’s Maine Gem & Mineral Store, 
Trap Corner, Me., where he bought 
supplies and was briefed as to con- 
tacts and leads for his gold panning 
venture. 

“There are two theories on how 
gold came to be at Swift River — 
either by glacial deposit, or more 
likely, from a natural mother lode 
still waiting to be discovered,” Don 
said. “With gold selling for $35 an 
ounce, panning could be profitable 
summer work for a student such as 
myself,” he continued. 

“A few miles from Bryon I left 
my car and hiked into the rough 
country, locating a spry old German, 
who, having lived alone for some 
20 to 30 years, was wary of strang- 
ers ‘after the gold.’ He took me up 
the stream where he was panning 
and gave me a lesson in washing 

gold,” Don said. “Although I only 
conned $5 to $10 worth of gold dust 
myself, the knowledge I gained was 
far more valuable.” 


There are a few questions Don 


? 
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won’t answer about the location of 
the gold, but he says he has learned 
enough to go back for another try 
next summer. “Equipment is rela- 
tively inexpensive,” said Don. “I'd 
say you could outfit yourself for as 
little as $15. 

Dean McCrillis, formerly of *Woll- 
aston, Mass., proprietor of the Gum 
Corner Shoppe in Byron, helped Don 
with added maps' and prospecting 
tips. Don’s equipment included a 
large ladle, a gold-washing pan, pros- 
pector’s pick, four-foot steel crow- 
bar, six-foot sluice, prospector’s 
handbook, and a topographic map. 
“Renting a cabin cost less than 50c 
a day,” he said. 

The German friend told Don where 
and when to look for gold. “He said he 
always panned just after the swollen 
rivers and streams had subsided in 
early summer, and that the old river 
bed was as good a place to pan as 
the river itself. Also that oxbows, 
bends, potholes (places worn in the 
bedrock by whirlpools) and crevices 
in the banks were excellent places 
to pan,” continued Don. The German 
and others have found nuggets as big 
as your thumb,” he said.

Screen

It is surprising how often playing 
cards crop up in motion pictures. Fre- 
quently they play a definite part in 
the story; sometimes a particular 
card influences the entire plot. And 
many of the cards that appear in 
these films are unusual in them- 
selves. A list of all the pictures that 
have had card playing or card for- 
tune telling incidents would be prac- 
tically endless, but it is interesting 
to look back over the ones in which 
the cards have played important 
roles. 


One of the funniest scenes in mo- 
tion picture history occurred in 
Charles Laughton’s Private Life of 
Henry VIII (1933). The quick-tem- 
pered monarch and his fourth bride, 
Anne of Cleves (admirably portrayed 
by Elsa Lancaster), were shown 
playing cards in bed on their wedding 
night. The wily Anne, having no 
wish to go through with the mar- 
riage, had inveigled the king into 
this ridiculous game, contriving to 
beat him in order to bargain at her 
own terms. At length she had him so 
confused and provoked that he flung 
down the cards and declared the mar- 
riage null and void! Whether or not 
the script-writers paid much atten- 
tion to historical fact, the cards were 
at least plausible. They were large, 
elaborate pasteboards of the trap- 
pola variety, with beautifully painted 
figures — just the sort of cards a 
royal Dutch bride of the 16th cen- 
tury might have brought with her to 
England. 


Technical advisors and art direc- 
tors go to fanatical lengths to achieve 
historical accuracy in their costume 
pictures, and at least one Monte Carlo 
gambling scene had to be re-shot 
after it was discovered that the ac- 
tors were using American style 
cards. 


There is an amusing but unlikely 
story that the original script for 
Claudette Colbert’s Cleopatra, 1934, 
contained a scene showing the Ser- 
pent of the Nile and Marc Antony 
(Henry Wilcoxon) dallying over a 
tete-a-tete game of cards. The scene 
was actually supposed to have been 
filmed before somebody remembered 
the fact that cards did not exist in 
Cleopatra’s time, and the episode was 
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rewritten, substituting a game of 
draughts. 

Many films have shown very funny 

cards games with devastating after- 
maths; Tonight at 8:30 is one, and 
The Women and Born Yesterday are 
others. Less frequent are instances 
where a particular card has had a 
profound influence on the story. 
In Dixiana, a 1930 film, the life of 
ie heroine (Bebe Daniels) was 
lined by the chance turn of a fate- 
fal ace of spades. It was a swash- 
buckling costume melodrama, and the 
faro cards used were, if not authentic 
in period, at least approximately ac- 
curate. A close- -up of the ace showed 
ihe imprint of “A. Ball & Bro.” of 
Chicago. 

A somewhat similar situation was 
tne basis of The Cheat, an early 
“talkie” vehicle for Tallulah Bank- 
head. However, the lady in question 
in this story brought about her down- 
‘all by her own cardsharping. In 
‘he House on Fifty-sixth Street there 
was a new twist. Kay Francis, as a 
jady blackjack dealer, found herself 
in the interesting position of playing 
against her own daughter (a budding 
debutante, who, of course, didn’t 
know Miss Francis was her real 
nother). Needless to say, the future 
of both mother and daughter hung 
on the turn of the next card. 

More recently, a card figured pro- 
minently in Nightmare Alley (1948), 
a chilling psychological study of a 
completely ruthless and unscrupulous 
young man, played by Tyrone Power, 
who rises from an obscure carnival 
roustabout to a world-renowned mind 
reader. One of the many friends 
whose lives he wrecks in his climb is 
a carnival seeress, who reads his 
eventual downfall in a layout of tarot 
ecards. His jinx-card, the “Hanged 
Man,” keeps turning up in various 
incidents during his career, and he 
recognizes in it his fate, which finally 
overtakes him. The beautifully 
drawn, mystical tarot cards used in 
the film are the De Laurence set, 
designed and produced in this country 
in 1916. 

An even more sinister story is un- 
folded in the British picture The 
Queen of Spades, 1950, adapted from 
the famous Pushkin tale. A penni- 
less young Russian soldier (superbly 
acted by Anton Walbrook) hears of 
an aged noblewoman who, in her 
youth, sold her soul to the devil for 
the secret of the three winning cards 
at faro. In trying to force her to 
reveal the secret, the soldier acciden- 
tally causes her death, and later con- 
jures up her spirit, which Unwillingly 
grants his request. He ignores his 
part of the bargain, however, and in 
revenge the dead woman causes him 
to play the wrong card in the end. In 
this scene, the card he supposes to 
be the winning one (the queen of 
spades) undergoes a subtle altera- 
tion: her face takes on the likeness 
of the dead countess. As a result 
he loses the game and all his money, 
and also his mind. 

The locale of the picture is old 
St. Petersburg, and many gambling 
scenes are shown, both in haut-salons 
and gypsy taverns. The cards, where 


~~ 


glimpsed, are excellent copies of early 


19th century French and Russian de- 
signs. 

To go on to happier card scenes, 
one of the big features of 1933 was 
Paramount’s all-star production of 
Alice in Wonderland. The cards here 
were alive; one highlight of the film 
was the Parade of Cards in the 
queen’s croquet grounds. The ac- 
tors wore cleverly designed giant 
playing cards, and by means of stop- 
action shots and other photographic 
tricks, performed a remarkable acro- 
batic close-order drill. Another no- 
velty scene occurred in an early 
M-G-M musical, in which an army of 
chorus girls went through an intri- 
cate dance routine on the various 
levels of a gigantic, revolving house 
of cards. And there was a dream- 
fantasy episode in Spellbound which 
involved a card game, the players 
using strange-looking oversized cards. 

To reverse the situation, several 
decks of cards have been issued show- 
ing movie stars, and scenes from 
motion pictures. In the middle 
1930’s_ a publicity circular in the 
form of a hand of cards was sent 
out by film distributors. “Four 
queens” were shown in their respec- 
tive roles. And to complete the cir- 
cle at least one of these queens 
(in the picture advertised, Elizabeth 
and Essex), played a game of cards.

with its modern dairies and barns. 

A black and white “Zim” card 
shows Castle Rock at Dighton. In 
the foreground is a covered* wagon 
and a horse grazing. 

From Dodge City, we have a view 
of the cowboy statue on Boot Hill. 
This Hill is an interesting bit of 
the early history and legend of Dodge 
City. During about six years in the 
1870’s, before law and urder came to 
the town, 43 notorious gunmen were 
killed in various gun battles on this 
hill, and buried without coffin or cere- 
mony in shallow graves where they 
fell. The regular citizens were buried 
a few miles away at Fort Dodge. 
Later all the burials were moved and 
the city now uses the site for its 
city hall, 

From 
derful view including all the 
and buggies, streetcars, and seem- 
ingly all the citizens of the town 
gathered on the main thoroughfare. 
There a 1908 view of the “Maynard 
Schoo] at recess,” with every child 
and teacher arrayed in best bib and 
tucker, posed across the front of the 
building. Our modern views are ho- 
tels and buildings. 

We have several cards from Fort 
Riley, which we have filed with other 
armed services cards. There is also 
a good view of the Ogden Monument 
which is the “Geographical Center” 
of the United States. This monument 
commemorates Major E. A. Ogden 
who was Quartermaster in charge of 
building Fort Riley in 1885. The exact 
center must have been refigured, for 
three miles east of Junction City is 
another monument — the point at 
which an exact plane of the United 
States would balance. 

A photo view from 1908 shows a 
large sugar factory at Garden City. 

Cards from Greensburg, Kans., 
show the world’s largest hand dug 
well started in 1887, and completed in 
1888 at a total cost of $45,000. The

thority on gems and strategic min- 
erals, Oxford County, Me., is one of 
the richest in gems and minerals in 
the country. Don cited a Maine 
Guide published by Houghton Mifflin 
Co., Boston, Mass., which states that 
Maine is rich in metals as well as 
minerals such as quartz, feldspar, 
mica, asbestos and gem stones in- 
cluding tourmalines, beryl, amethyst, 
garnet, and topaz. ‘With one third 
of the state still unexplored as to 
mineral resources, and placer or 
stream gold being found in some 50 
or more localities, fair returns await 
the prospector who is willing to pan 
persistently,” he said.

GIANT TREES 

Large trees require living space, 
Herne’s Oak in Windsor Forest, had 
killed, ages before Shakespeare’s time, 
all the smaller oaks in the vicinity, 
and was consequently surrounded by 
a beautiful expanse of greenswarc, 
a little uneven and broken, but only 
therefore the more fit to be the play- 
ground of the fairies and the elves. 

An oak that may have witnessed 
King Alfred’s contests with the Danes, 
stood in a Hampshire village until 
blown down by the hurricane of 1708. 
At great expense the tree was right- 
ed and replanted by the villagers but 
its pride was hurt and its heart bro- 
ken and it did not survive. 

The oaks at Dunnington Park were 
said to have been planted by the poet 
Chaucer, one was called the King’s 
Oak, another the Queen’s Oak, and a 
third Chaucer’s Oak. All fell victim 
to their owner’s avarice and they 
were converted to timber when their 
smooth straight trunks reached a 
height of fifty feet entirely free of 
boughs, 

A century ago there was a wych- 
elm still standing at Sheen, in Sur- 
rey, under the spreading branches of

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which a party of two hundred per- 
sons breakfasted. The Cowthorpe Oak, 
near Wetherby, was then standing, 
measuring 78 feet in circumference 
close to the ground. 

An oak cut down in the reign of 
Charles I, yielded four vast cross- 
beams for a ship of war, 44 feet long 
by four feet nine inches in diameter. 
The mast of the same ship, all of one 
solid piece, was 99 feet in height. 

One of the largest English trees of 
which we have a record was the Ga- 
lynos Oak which grew in Monmouth- 
shire. Its trunk was 35 feet in cir- 
cumference and it gave 452 square 
yards of shade. When felled it pro- 
duced 2,420 board feet of lumber and 
it took five men twenty days just to 
cut it down and strip it; then two 
sawyers took 138 days to reduce it 
to planks at an expense of 82 pounds. 
“he bark alone sold for 600 pounds. 

The subject of trees has only been 
touched on in this article. They have 
been the subject of poetry and art. 
Historic events have been associated 
with trees and they are often the 
subject of picture post cards. There 
is a view of the stump of a giant 
California redwood with Theodore 
Roosevelt and some_ roughriders 
mounted and comfortably surveying 
other trees in the area, The Charter 
Oak, formerly at Hartford, Conn., 
was the subject of a commemorative 
issue of United States postage stamps; 
the Washington Elm, at Cambridge, 
Mass., where Washington assumed 
command of the Continental Army, 
survived until recent years and is 
the subject of many early post card 
views. Longfellow’s spreading chest- 
nut tree, under which the village 
blacksmith stood, has no doubt suc- 
cumbed to the blight that has killed 
American chestnuts of New England 
in the past half century. Many fa- 
mous New England elms have fallen 
victims in recent years to the Dutch 
elm disease or have been blown down 
in the great hurricanes of 1938, 1944 
and 1954, 

The Washington Oak at Mount Kis- 
co, N. Y., was proven in 1955, to be 
an ash. Under this tree Wash- 
ington is said to have rested after 
the Battle of White Plains. Its girth 
is 21 feet 2 inches and it is said to 
be more than 275 years old. 


HALLEY’S COMET 

Halley’s comet, which in its orbit 
around the sun comes quite close to 
the earth every 75 years, has been 
a recurrent visitor for ‘hearly two 
millenniums. 

It was recorded in China in A.D. 
66. Chinese astronomers also observed 
it in A.D. 684 and 837. The next rec- 
ord is from Europe in 1305. It was 
last seen in 1910, when there were 
predictions that its tail might lash 
earth, perhaps bring an end to all 
ife. 

First notices of this celestial vis- 
itor are contained in a compendium 
and translation of ancient Chinese 
astronomical observations by Dr: Hsi 
Tze-tsung of the Academia Sinica of 
Peking, which has just been pub- 
lished by the Astrophysical Obser- 
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vatory of the Smithsonian Institution. 

The records cited previously have 
been interpreted as those of novae— 
“guest stars” in the Chinese terminol- 
ogy. These are quite ordinary stars 
in the Milky Way galaxy which sud- 
denly flare up to thousands of times 
their ordinary brightness for a few 
weeks and then subside to obscurity. 

But, Dr. Hsi Tze-tsung finds from 
study of the records, descriptions of 
several of the “guest stars” actually 
are of “sweeping stars,” or comets. 
They are described in the picturesque 
Chinese terminology as objects with 
tails. In A.D. 64, for example, a 
guest star is described “with a ray 
(tail) as long as two ch’ih (chih is 
the Chinese equivalent for foot) in 
a region near the north pole.” From 
the location and dates, it is concluded. 
this was almost certainly a record 
of the first known appearance of Hal- 
ley’s comet. Much the same criteria 
hold for several other records.

RICHARDSON 


Coat-of-Arms 
By HAZEL KRAFT EILERS 





The above Armorial Bearing for 
the Richardson family is registered 
in Burke’s GENERAL ARMORY for 
families of the name seated at Tew- 
kesbury, co. Gloucester; Chawston, 
co. Worcester; and Hallow, co. Wor- 
cester. The Richardson name _ is 
found fifty-eight times in the 1884 
edition of Byrke — fifty-eight separ- 
ate family listings, and a wide 
variety of Armorial Bearings. From 
this fact it is easy to see the neces- 
sity of establishing lineage before 
assuming the right to bear any par- 
ticular Richardson Coat-of-Arms. 


Interpretation 

Translated into non - Heraldic 
terms: A silver (argent) shield across 
the upper one-third of which is a 
black (sable) band (chief). On the 
chief are three lions’ heads as vio- 
lently torn from the body (erased). 
The lions’ heads are silver (“of the 
first” color named). 

The chief is one of nine so-called 
Honourable Ordinaries, straight-sided 
figures one-third the width of the 
shield, the first charges used on 
shields to identify the men encased 
in armour. The chief is the most 
honored of all charges in Heraldry 
and denotes authority, dignity, do- 
minion and wisdom. 

The lion is the king of beasts and 
is symbolical of service to his coun- 
try and deathless courage. A part of 
a symbol has the same significance 
as the whole, the different positions 
and parts designated only for variety. 
A head, limb or other object “erased” 
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has its severed parts jagged, as if 
forcibly torn from the body. 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the orig- 
inal bearer and are granted only upon 
merit. Silver signifies sincerity and 
peace; sable, the fur lining of royal 
robes, nobility and constancy. Color 
names are not repeated in Heraldry, 
therefore the lions’ heads “of the 
first” are also of silver, the first 
color named. 

A Coat-of-Arms is not considered 
complete without being decorated 
with the mantling and helmet, which 
the men wore in medieval times. The 
mantling was a large scarf of heavy 
cloth or leather thrown over the hel- 
met to protect the neck from the heat 
of the sun, the armour from rust and 
to foil the enemy’s sword. When 
Coats-of-Arms became popular as de- 
corations in the home, there were 
certain rules adopted for their use. 
One was the conventionalizing of the 
torn mantling which the heroes of the 
day were proud to show when they 
returned from a conflict. In a hand- 
painting, wood carving or other 
replica these mantlings must 
have the main color of the Coat-of- 
Arms on the outside, and the main 
metal for the lining. In this picture 
there is no crest, and the mantling 
is thrown above the helmet to make 
a decorative finish. 


YOUR FAMILY TREE 

Through the years I have noticed 
that the month of January brings an 
upsurge in the sale of genealogical 
charts. Seemingly, interest in family 
background is stimulated during the 
Christmas holidays by the “home to 
grandmother” movement, resulting 
in a desire to commit the details to 
paper. At any rate, this is an ideal 
time to begin the compilation of 
family data — or add to records al- 
ready compiled. 

Where to start seems to puzzle be- 
ginners. Logically enough, the place 
to start is with yourself. You are 
the person about whom you know the 
most, so write a short biography. 
When you have finished this, move 
on to your parents, then on to your 
grandparents, etc. Embellish the es- 
sential facts of dates and places for 
birth, marriage and death with auto- 
biorraphical material. Add pictures, 
wills, newsvaper clippings, marriage, 
birth and death records to authenti- 
cate your material. If you have chil- 
dren and grandchildren, do the same 
with the vounger branches. and you 
will soon have the material covering 
four or five generations — and at 
little or no monetary expense. 

Lillian Fogg Lee, of Glendale, 
Calif.. has been thinking along these 
same lines. as she submitted a paver 
to me entitled: “How To Start Your 
Family Tree.” Parts of this article 
will be drawn from her writines. To 
begin she states: “Do not think a 
familv tree is only for those with dis- 
tincuished ancestors. A family tree 
is for all who have the time and in- 
terest to keen family records. (Inci- 
dentally. if you once acquire the in- 
terest, you will always find the 
time.) It is natural for peovle to 
want to know about their forefathers 
—where and how they lived and how 
they fared. This being so, it is a 
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pity so few families make the effort 
to record their family history. 

“A child is impressed with the 
stories he hears concerning his own 
ancestors and as he matures and 
studies social, political and military 
history he is able to relate his an- 
cestors to past events, and history 
takes on new life and meaning.” 

However, it is wise to verify a] 
stories acquired by word of mouth. 
If there is a legend in the family 
concerning descent from a famous 
name — authenticate it, and the le- 
gend proves more thrilling. If an 
ancestor served in one of the wars— 
prove it, and discover for yourself 
the thrill of finding the name in 
print. Under no circumstances try 
to trace your ancestry down from a 
famous name, as you will soon find 
yourself with a confusion of irrele- 
vant material. 

“In collecting family data, save a'l 
newspaper clippings relating to your 
kin. Be sure to put the date and 
source on every clipping, as they wi'l 
be almost worthless without this in- 
formation. Obituaries are particularly 
helpful and informative and they gen- 
erally establish relationship between 
three generations — the deceased, his 
children and his parents. 

“Start a notebook now and devote 
one page to each family unit. <A 
loose-leaf notebook is best, as new 
material may be added at any time 
and placed in proper position. 

“After you have committed to pa- 
per all the material you can obtain 
from near relatives, branch out 
through correspondence and try to 
fill in missing gaps. Telephone dir- 
ectories available in large libraries 
will give you a listing of individuals 
in the locality in which you are in- 
terested bearing the names on which 
you are working. Are there old 
letters that help you in your search? 
Have you been able to locate the old 
family Bible? If it is not in your 
Yossession but you are able to locate 
it, have the pages covering the birth, 
death and marriage records photo- 
stated or copied exactly, and include 
the name of the publisher of the 
Bible and the date the Bible was 
published. Gather and sift and file 
all the material and stories you re- 
ceive from relatives — do not discard 
any information until you have 
proved it in error — and do not ac- 
cept any information for your per- 
manent record until you have proved 
it correct. One wrong name means 
all the data beyond that point is 
worthless, so be sure you are right, 
then go ahead. (Davy Crockett). 

“The suggestions given above are 
very general. The subject of genea- 
logical research has so many facets 
it is impossible to cover many areas. 
To anyone interested in learning 
more on the subject, I would suggest 
the purchase of the HANDY BOOK 
FOR GENEALOGISTS, published by 
The Everton Publishers, 518 North 
Main Street, Logan, Utah. This book, 
for a very reasonable fee, “Gives the 
answers to 1001 questions the genea- 
logists needs to know. Published es- 
pecially for those who wish to do 
their own genealogical research.”

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Questions and Answers 


Q. When did the Cireus Historical 
Society begin, and what is its main 
purpose? 


A. It was founded in 1939 by Mr. 
Don Smith who also was its first 
president. Its main job was_ best 
summed up in the words of one of its 
most popular presidents, Bette Leo- 
nard, who had this to say: “We en- 
courage all members, new or old, to 
help the circus of today and tomor- 
vow through frequent public showing 
vf collections and thrvugh personal 
contact among friends, before and 
during each show’s stay in our vicin- 
ity.” In addition, a constantly grow- 
ing national collection is helping to 
preserve important documents, equip- 
ment, and history of famous shows 
of the past and present. 


Q. Who started the Circus Fans 
Association of America? 


A. The CFA had its early begin- 
nings back in 1924 in the minds of 
Marshall L, King, a banker of Wash- 
ington, D. C., and Robert P. John- 
ston, owner of a large mill in Con- 
cord, New Hampshire. These two en- 
thusiasts had long been in communi- 
cation by letter with other circus de- 
votees all over the country, but no 
record or minutes of order had ever 
been established by them. 

In 1925, following a suggestion of 
the late Stanley Dawson, a _ ticket 
seller on the Ringling Bros. Barnum 
and Bailey Cireus, King and John- 
ston enlisted the aid of Kar] Kae 
Knecht, a newspaper cartoonist of 
Evansville, Indiana, to help them get 
an organization of circus fans start- 
ed. By Christmas of that year some 
eighty charter members had been 
signed up. At the first annual con- 
vention in Washingion, D. C., on May 
10, 1926. the charter membership had 
jumped to 106 and the Circus Fans 
Association cf America was officially 
founded. 


Q. Is the Circus Saints and Sin- 
ners Club of America the oldest cir- 
cus fan group in the country? 


A. No, the CFA holds this distinc- 
tion. The Cireus Saints and Sinners

Club was originated in 1927, after 
several members of the Cireus Fans 
Association walked out of that or- 
ganization. The Club was founded in 
New York by a circus addict, F. Da- 
rius Benham, then a reporter on the 
old New York World. 


Q. Are elephants as intelligent as 
most other animals in the circus? 


A. Most elephant handlers are firm- 
ly of the belief that the great beasts 
in their charge are the most intelli- 
gent of all animals. They’ll give you 
plenty of examples to back up their 
opinions. For one thing, elephants are 
natural actors. Once they understand 
what is expected of them, they learn 
quickly and seem. to enjoy showing 
off. Their routines are formed from 
a basic stock of four tricks, combined 
with whirling and marching. Big 
Ruth of the Ringling Show stands as 
the perfect example of just how many 
tricks an elephant can learn. She has 
a personal repertoire of twenty-eight 
tricks. 


Q. Was the Seils-Sterling Circus 
much of an outfit? I’ve heard my 
parents talk about it, but sometimes 
I think they exaggerate. 


A. In 1934 the Seils-Sterling Big 
Four Ring Circus advertised itself as 
the “Show of a Thousand Wonders.” 
And few who saw it ever doubted 
this wondrous claim. Two perform- 
ances were given daily, with the pro- 
gram consisting of 31 displays with 
over 100 acts being presented in the 
four rings. A free mile-long street 
parade was held each noon. A come- 
earlv attraction of this season was 
Prof. Art Heller’s band with the ten 
thousand dollar calliope. The Grand 
Entry was a magnificent inaugural 
pageant of Oriental spectacle titled 
the “Princess of Siam.” Each after- 
noon and night Orval (Sunshine) 
Lindeman headed a troupe of com- 
edy double and triple somersault leav- 
ers. High up under the very dome 
of the tent, Miss Grecie Orton was 
featured in the Iron Jaw number cli- 
maxed bv a sensational whirl. The 
George Holland-Rose Dockrill Troupe 
performed in the center ring in a 


trick and fancy bareback act. Duke, 
the football horse, was presented by 
Capt. Albert Lindeman in a “Play 
Ball” number. The Catalina troupe 
comedy riding school ended the offi- 
cial program, but an added feature 
was given free to all in the wild 
west races, flat race, the pony ex- 
press and trick and fancy riding. 


Q. Where were the winter quar- 
ters of the Lewis Bros. Circus? 


A.In Jackson, Michigan. 


Q. Did clowns ever talk? 


A. Yes, talking clowns were an im- 
portant factor in the small, old-time 
circuses. But with the increasing ex- 
pansion of the canvas arena, the tech- 
niques and routines had to change. 
Pantomime replaced spoken jokes and 
to be seen at all clowns had to be 
hired by the dozens. 


Q. Why is a liberty horse act called 
a “liberty act?” 

A. “Liberty” act is circus jargon 
for mass horse drills, and is so named 
because the horses are riderless and 
seem. to perform at liberty. 


Q. Do side shows really do much 
business on a circus? 


A. Like anything else they have 
their ups and downs, but on the whole 
they do rather well, I would say. 
A good example is the recorded evi- 
dence of one day’s stand of the Bar- 
num & Bailey show in 1903. On one 
day they sold over 18,000 paid admis- 
sions to the side show. 


Q. When did circuses start using 
canvas? 

A. I assume you mean canvas tents. 
Actually, circuses were not presented 
under canvas until 1826. 


Q. Was Old Bet the first elephant 
to show in the United States? 


A. Not according to the New York 
Historical Society, who records that 
the first elephant to be exhibited in 
America was presented in 1797 and 
was advertised as a “moft refpec- 
table animal.”
